| is perhaps best known 


for having commis-

America. He will take 


| over from outgoing 
| artistic diretor Richard 
| Jenkins in June. 


Ironically, Eustis, 35,

Eustis was among the directors she brought 
to town, and his Kennedy-administration-

ry Company member — and film and TV 
actor — Richard Jenkins, who came in to 
pick up the pieces when Bogart left, intend- 


| ed to serve only one year. A gifted director, 


he was pressed into service for four. (Now, 


| presumably, he returns to such pursuits as 


being knocked down stairs by Al Pacino in 
Sea of Love and playing Ku Klux Klan 
heads in Queen.) 

Certainly Jenkins can leave the adminis- 
trative saddle without worry about the fu- 


| ture of his onetime professional home. Eu- 


stis, whose national reputation is consider- 
able, is a real feather in Trinity Rep’s cap, 


| bringing as he does solid directing creden- 
| tials, administrative savvy (he founded and 
| helmed two smaller theater companies be- 
| fore joining the Eureka), and a penchant 


for nurturing new work. He has been as- 
sociated with, in addition to Kushner, such 
talented writers as Arthur Kopit, Emily 
Mann, Anna Devearé Smith, David Henry 
Hwang, and Suzan-Lori Parks. 

Eustis was chosen from more than 30 


| applicants in a year-long search process. 
| According to Geoffrey B. Davis, chairman 


of Trinity Rep’s board, the director was 


| . . . 
chosen, in part, because of his commit- 


ment to the “Trinity Rep style of vigorous 
ensemble productions and engagement of 
the audience as participants rather than 
spectators.” And for those worried that 
Eustis will never last in Snow Hell after a 
decade in California, relax — the guy’s 
from Minnesota.

ART’S BRUSTEIN 
GETS RICH QUICK 


Former New York Times theater critic 
Frank Rich, who’s exited the world of the 


| stage for a post as a Times op-ed colum- 


nist, wrote a score-settling account of his 
13 years as chief of the Times drama desk 
for last Sunday’s New York Times Maga- 


| zine titled “Confessions of the Butcher of 


Broadway: A Critic Crazy for the Theater 
Buries His Hatchet.” 

Now American Repertory Theatre (ART) 
artistic director Robert Brustein, bloodied 
in Rich’s final assault, is calling for the critic

to meet him for a public debate. 

Rich wrote that though he “rarely had 
ugly confrontations with anyone in the 
theater .. . in 13 years, the few significant 
exceptions invariably involved Robert 
Brustein . . . and the few contemporary 
playwrights who worked at his theater.” 

Rich added that the ART, based in 
Cambridge, “was notorious among Ameri- 
can institutional theaters for never origi- 
nating main-stage productions of plays by 
black Americans.” He accused Brustein, 
who’s also the theater critic for the New 
Republic, of unfairly attacking work by gay 
writers, of being “uncomfortable with mi- 
nority playwrights,” and of carrying a 
grudge against Times writer (and 
former theater critic) Alex Witchell, 
Rich’s wife. 

Responds Brustein: “Those innu- 
endoes and charges that I’m a racist 
and a homophobe are based in large 
part on a bad review I gave [Afri- 
can-American writer August Wil- 
son’s] The Piano Lesson, which I 
thought was a bad play and still 
think is a bad play. They’re also 
based on reviews I’ve given some 
so-called gay plays”; he cites as ex- 
amples Marvin's Room and Lips To- 
gether, Teeth Apart. “I haven’t liked 
those plays not because they’re gay 
plays but because they’re yuppie 
plays that provide no challenge.” 

As for Rich’s claim that the ART 
doesn’t produce or commission work by 
contemporary, minority, or gay play- 
wrights, Brustein responds: “It’s a lie.” 

“We produced Derek Walcott’s Steel 
five years ago, and we plan to do it again 
next year,” he says. “We commissioned 
Anna Deveare Smith to do a piece on Bos- 
ton’s busing crisis. We’ve done Han Ong, 
we’re doing Suzan-Lori Parks. And we’ve 
done work of innumerable gay writers. But 
I resent even having to go into their back- 
ground. We choose our plays on the basis 
of quality, not background.” 

Brustein maintains Rich’s piece was a 
payback for Brustein’s March 1992 New 
Republic piece “An Embarrassment of 
Riches,” which questioned Rich’s and 
Witchell’s “consolidation of power” when 
the two covered theater for the Times. 
Brustein’s article was the first, and most 
influential, of a series of articles that even- 
tually led to a Times decision to transfer 
Witchell to a feature-writing slot. 

Brustein has written a letter to the 
Times challenging Rich to a public debate. 

Rich said on Tuesday he hadn’t seen the 
letter and wouldn’t comment in any case. 
His article, he said, speaks for itself.

POLS 10 WELD: 
NO NUKES 


As it becomes clear that Massachusetts 
will begin looking for an in-state radioac- 
tive-waste dump site, politicians are wast- 
ing no time in issuing their NIMBY (not in 
my back yard) declarations. 

State Senator Marc Pacheco (D-Taun- 
ton) says he’s circulating a letter among 
his Southeastern Massachusetts colleagues 
that will tell the state’s Low-Level Ra- 
dioactive Waste Management Board that 
his region is particularly ill-suited for the 
designation. 

“All I know is that the region of the state 
we represent is the perfect region for cran- 
berry bogs, aquaculture, and wetlands,” he 
says. “They should be looking at it to be 
somewhere isolated, in an environmentally 
sound type of location. That would not be 
this region.” 

Pacheco’s response is indicative of what 
will no doubt be an emotional debate on 
exactly where the dump site should be lo- 
cated. A 1987 state law gave the board, 
not local communities, the last word on 
which community will host the dump. 

Pacheco’s return volley also sends a sig- 
nal to the board, weighted heavily with Bill 
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Weld loyalists and nuclear-industry back- 
ers (“Nuclear Bombshell,” News, February 
11), that no matter where it looks for a 
disposal site (Western Massachusetts is 
considered the most likely place), it’s 
bound to face strong opposition. 
Environmentalists say the entire state is 
unfit for a nuclear-waste dump because 
water tables are too close to the surface, 
icy roads pose risks of accidents during 
waste transportation, the region is at mod- 
erate risk of a serious earthquake, and 
Massachusetts is the third most densely 
populated state in the nation.

REMEMBERING 
WALTA BORAWSKE 


Poet Walta Borawski died on February 
9 of complications related to AIDS. 

He was a highly regarded member of 
the queer literary scene and the author of 
several books of poetry, including Sexually 
Dangerous Poet and the recently published 
Lingering in a Silk Shirt. 

His work has been published in a large 
variety of venues, from anthologies like 
Poets for Life and Gay & Lesbian Poetry in 
Our Times to Straight to Hell, Boyd Mc- 
Donald’s true-life sex journal. Borawski’s 
essays and critiques were published locally 
in the Gay Community News, Z magazine, 
and the Boston Phoenix. 

Borawski, of Cambridge, is survived by 
his lover of 19 years, writer Michael 
Bronski, by many close friends, and by his 
parents. In Walta’s memory, we reprint his 
poem For Tipper Gore.

BIG BROTHER 
GOES DIGITAL 


Charging the Clinton administration 
with “hiding behind exaggerated threats of 
‘drug dealers’ and ‘terrorists,’ ” the Elec- 
tronic Frontier Foundation (EFF) is urg- 
ing citizens of cyberspace to fight efforts 
to limit data-encryption programs to those 
the government can decipher. The govern- 
ment wants to ensure that when agents are 
tapping a suspect’s telephone, any com- 
puter information sent over the line can be 
understood. 

“If the government succeeds in this ef- 
fort, the resulting blow to freedom and

privacy could be immeasurable,” says Jerry 
Berman, executive director of EFF, in the 
most recent issue of EFFector Online, an 
electronically distributed newsletter that’s 
widely available on the Internét. 

At issue is the so-called clipper chip, a 
government-promoted standard that 
would allow for data encryption, but only 
with codes the government can break. Al- 
though federal officials have not gone so 
far as to ban alternative encryption tech- | 
niques, the State Department refuses to li- | 
cense for export any encryption technolo- 
gy that can’t be deciphered by the National 
Security Agency. Because software devel- | 
opers don’t wish to spend the money nec- | 
essary to use a tough, proprietary encryp- 
tion scheme for domestic consumption 
and a government-approved, wiretap- 
friendly system for the export market, the 
practical effect is that almost no develop- 
ers use state-of-the-art protection. 

The EFF supports legislation filed by US | 
Representative Maria Cantwell (D-Wash- 
ington) that would liberalize export controls 
on encryption software. Authority over the 
export of non-military software with en- 
cryption capabilities would be transferred 
from the State Department to the Com- 
merce Department.

DIPLOMATIC 
IMPUNITY 


SAN CRISTOBAL DE LAS CASAS, 
Mexico — With his suntan and white chi- | 
nos, US Representative Joseph Kennedy | 
(D-Boston) looked like he’d just swept into 
Mexico on a yacht. But this was War 101, | 
and the congressman was ready to dive in. 

“So this is that chocolate sauce, huh?” | 
he began as three Indian leaders, the con- 
gressman’s entourage, and a handful of | 
guests assembled over a lunch of chicken | 
mole in this southern-Mexican city. 
Kennedy was on a four-day whirlwind tour 
of this region, gripped by rebellion since 
New Year’s Day, when several thousand | 
indigenous peasants occupied one Chiapas 
city and seven villages demanding free 
elections, decent jobs, and land. 

Kennedy planned to get at the root of 
the so-called Zapatista conflict. It seemed 
a worthy effort, if a bit embarrassing, 
when Kennedy seized on Carmelo Kimbor 
Yuk, the leader of a nearby Lacandon In- | 
dian settlement, as his supposed oracle. | 
Dressed in an ankle-length white frock, his 
hair rangy and waist-length, Kimbor cer- 
tainly looked the part. 

Though Kimbor was worried about the | 
future of the rain forest where his commu- 
nity lives, the far more crucial dynamic in 
the Chiapas rebellion involves those in- 
digenous communities that have no land 
— and whose residents tend to appear in 
less exotic dress. Living on a swath of pre- 
served rain forest, the minuscule Lacan- 
don community — there are some 400 
members — has been largely irrelevant to 
the Zapatista rebellion. The Tzotzil and 
Tzeltal Mayans, in particular, have been 
pushed from ancestral plots in highland 
Chiapas over the last several decades by 
greedy cattle-ranchers and power-brokers. 

As it became clear this brief pit stop 
couldn’t accom- JEFF THIEBAUTH 
modate such back- 
ground, Kennedy’s 
lunchtime conver- 
sation turned to 
pleasantries. The 
congressman 
talked about his 
marriages; the 
chief referred to 
his 14 children.

it. Is it fertile?” and chocolate. 


“Yes, it’s fertile,” Kimbor responded. 

“But not as fertile as you, right?” retort- 
ed Kennedy. 

With that it was time to go — but not 
until Kennedy’s wife, Beth, paused for a 
photo of the chief. Seizing the moment, 
the congressman held off his questioners, | 
pounced to the chief's side, and assumed a | 
summer-afternoon grin that held the entire | 
10 seconds before his wife snapped her |

THROWAWAY 
BABIES 


With a front-page hype proclaim- 
ing “Throwaway Babies” (December 
17), I thought that your newspaper 
had been transformed into the Boston 
Enquirer. Let me clarify some of the 
facts absent in this article (in News) 
by Maureen Dezell. 

1) There is no such thing as “rou- 
tine” abortion. As Dezell notes later 
in her article, the vast majority of fe- 
tuses diagnosed as having anen- 
cephaly (absent brain), a lethal neu- 
ral-tube defect, are terminated. This 
is not done routinely, but after ago- 
nizing decision-making by the par- 
ents. Exceptions do exist. 

2) Although one of the subjects of 
the article, Marsha Saxton, has a less 
disabling form of spina bifida, many 
patients have paralysis, seizures, 
learning disabilities, mental retarda- 
tion, and hydrocephalus. Readers 
should have been informed of the full 
spectrum of spina bifida. 

3) The author boldly announces 
that “routine” blood tests will be 
available by the end of this century to 
provide information that is currently 
learned from more invasive proce- 
dures such as amniocentesis. The 
word “routine” is less accurate than 
stating that these tests would be more 
widely available than current tests. 

4) I disagree that deciding to have 
prenatal testing implies a willingness 
to have an abortion. As a clinical ge- 
neticist frequently involved in prena- 
tal counseling, I know that many pa- 
tients simply have a genuine curiosity 
about the health of their fetus. 

5) The author notes that the “range 
of Down syndrome” is broad. It must 
be added that the clinical spectrum of 
Down syndrome is within the range 
of mental retardation. 

6) The author quotes Barbara Katz 
Rothman as saying that clinicians and 
genetic counselors offer counseling 
under the “guise of neutrality.” We 
who are actually in the field feel that 
our goal is to provide accurate infor- 
mation from which parents can make 
reasonable decisions that are appro- 
priate for them. Information may be 
influenced by personal style, but it is 
not delivered with deceit. 

7) The charge of social-work pro- 
fessor Adrienne Asch that genetic 
counselors regularly advise parents 
about the burdens of raising disabled 
children is grossly incorrect. What 
Asch and the author failed to note is, 
quite simply, many, but not all par- 
ents, do not want to continue a preg- 
nancy knowing that the child will have 
a severe mental or physical disability. 

8) “Throwaway” implies that the 
precious life of a fetus was discarded 
without much thought. Regrettably, 
the author did not quote in the article 
parents who have agonized over some 
of these issues.

SEASON 
OF SLEAZE 


Although I agree with much that 
Mark Jurkowitz has to say in his arti- 
cle on tabloid TV (“Season of Sleaze,” 
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News, February 11), I find his treat- 
ment of shame and its relation to the 
recovery movement — well, shameful. 

Interviewing or quoting several 
critics of the movement is not the 
same thing as investigating what its 
proponents (such as John Bradshaw) 
are saying. Reading the words of 
Ralph Whitehead and Wendy Kamin- 
er, one would conclude that folks like 
Bradshaw are advocating an “any- 
thing goes” attitude that precludes 
the emotion of shame. 

Bradshaw and his kind are not say- 
ing that all shame is toxic, but rather 
that there are two kinds of shame: 
healthy and toxic. Healthy shame is 
an intense: form of remorse and self- 
consciousness resulting from a per- 
son doing something wrong. 

Toxic shame, on the other hand, is 
a person’s sense that he or she is bad, 
not that he or she has done a bad 
thing. It frequently results from one’s 
childhood environment. 

People suffering from toxic shame 
almost never stop feeling shame. This 
overlay of shame can sometimes color 
their perceptions to the point where 
they are unable to distinguish truly 
shameful actions from ordinary ones. 
The object of the recovery movement 
is to teach people to become aware of 
their toxic shame, and to heal it. Not 
only does this give them relief from a 
state of constant conflict, it allows 
them to be better able to recognize, 
cope with, and take responsibility for 
actions which deservedly create shame. 

I take great exception to White- 
head’s notion that “the popular sci- 
ence of psychology has replaced the 
moral strictures of religion” and that 
“in the universe of pop psychology 

. the only thing we should feel 
guilty about is feeling guilty.” Reli- 
gion’s teaching that we are loved by 
God and are ultimately redeemable 
but must repent for our sins, is exact- 
ly parallel to the notion that toxic 
shame is unhealthy but healthy shame 
is a necessary condition of living. 

In Jurkowitz’s article, I only find 
one citation — from Andrew Klein 
— ascribed to anyone but media rep- 
resentatives! Nowhere in the recovery 
literature that I have read has any of 
the “pop psychologists” suggested 
that the cure for toxic shame is exhi- 
bitionism, greed, or manipulation. 
For Jurkowitz to suggest this without 
having researched the nature of the 
movement is at best poor journalism, 
and at worst dishonest.

Now don’t get me wrong. I’m as big a 
fan of lingerie as the next guy, but 
somehow I got the sense that ensur- 
ing the perfect Valentine’s Day gift 
for my wife was not the principal 
concern of your advertiser.

Dear Pat — 


Here’s some unsolicited advice 
for improving the Herald

he first thing Rupert Mur- 
doch did after unloading the 
Boston Herald was announce 
a multimillion-dollar cash in- 
| fusion for his perpetually 
| bleeding New York Post. 
| The first thing Pat Purcell did after buy- 
ing the Herald from his long-time boss 
| was announce belt-tightening measures 
and raise the specter of layoffs. 

The contrast couldn’t have been more 
| clear, and it provoked an obvious ques- 
| tion: does veteran publisher/neophyte 
| owner Purcell, suddenly unprotected by 
| his mentor Rupe’s deep pockets, have the 
| resources to compete with the city’s num- 

ber-one daily, the Boston Globe? Or will 
| financial reality doom the Herald to falling 
| farther and farther behind? 
| One thing’s for sure: the situation has 
| changed dramatically from those heady 
days of the early ’80s, when staffers be- 
| lieved Murdoch’s millions might actually 
| vault the Herald right past the Globe. 
| On February 4, Purcell announced he’d 
| bought the Herald from Murdoch, who in 
in recent years has been building an inter- 
national TV, movie, and communications 
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empire. The last time Murdoch put any 
significant editorial resources into the Her- 
ald was in 1988, when the paper added 
eight cityside positions. And in recent 
years, as he’s unloaded his American pa- 
pers, his energy has been focused on 
building his Fox TV network. By way of 
comparison, the $32 million he just paid 
football commentator John Madden to 
usher in his new NFC broadcasts is exactly 
32 times what he paid for the Herald in 
1982. Now there’s a Fox cable network in 
the works as well. 

And though the Australian-born mogul 
surely felt affection for the scrappy Herald, 
it couldn’t match his infatuation with the 
loud-mouthed New York Post, a paper that 
provides him with a bully pulpit in the media 
capital of the world. “Murdoch was almost 
besotted with the Post” was how William 
Shawcross put it in his book Murdoch. 

But one man’s detachmenteis another’s 
opportunity. And in a Phoenix interview, 
Purcell, 46, cited several reasons for buy- 
ing a paper that’s ended more years in the 
red than in the black since 1982. 

For one thing, Purcell and his Weston- 
based family were unhappy with the 
amount of time he was spending in New 
York after being named president of Mur- 
doch’s News America Publishing, Inc., 
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about a year ago. And with Murdoch fac- 
ing the possibility of being forced by the 
Federal Communications Commission to 
sell the Herald in order to buy the local 
Fox affiliate — WFXT-TV (Channel 25) 
— Purcell feared a repeat of the fiasco 
that befell the New York Post last year. 
That’s when a series of undercapitalized, 
egotistical nutcakes tried to take charge, 
leading to manic headlines, missed edi- 
tions, and a daily guessing game over who 
was calling the shots. Finally, Murdoch 
stepped in and rescued the Post, which he 
first bought in the ’70s but which he’d sold 
to pursue his television interests. 

Says Purcell: “I would have hated to see 
the Herald go into someone else’s hands.” 

Purcell seems to view himself as a com- 
munity activist as much as he does as a 
businessman.

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“I can make a living, and I can have a 
real impact on the community,” says Pur- 
cell, a New York City native who’s haunt- 
ed by what’s happened to his hometown. 
Purcell doesn’t believe Boston is on the ur- 
ban critical list, and he hopes the Herald 
can play a part in keeping it healthy. But 
he worries that festering crime, education, 
and social problems could eventually 
transform his adopted home into a smaller 
version of the Big Apple he was so desper- 
ate to escape, a city of which he says, “Ev- 
ery time you turn around, somebody’s 
putting a coffee cup in front of your face 
for a donation.” 

Despite his professed desire to improve 
the quality of life in Boston, the cool, cal- 
culating Purcell didn’t just make a deci- 
sion of the heart. He was certainly think- 
ing of the bottom line when he quickly ex- 
tinguished the warm after- 
glow of his purchase by 
floating the idea of laying 
off 13 newsroom employees 
— and leaving seven jobs 
unfilled — as a money-sav- 
ing measure, even though 
he asserts, “We were posi- 
tive cash-flow the past two 
years.” 

At a meeting between 
union representatives and 
management this past Tues- 
day, the union offered a se- 
ries of measures designed to 
save $1 million without lay- 
ing people off. Though 
there was not complete 
agreement, some ideas — 
such as a four-day work- 
week, the migration of sev- 
eral staffers to New York to 
fill Post openings, job shar- 
ing, and plowing staffers’ 
frequent-flyer miles back 
into the travel budget — are 
under sérious considera- 
tion. 

“I thought it went pretty 
well,” says Jeff Krasner, the 
vice-chair of the Newspaper 
Guild editorial unit, who 
expected the two sides to 
meet again by the end of the

week. “We’re definitely in single digits [in 
layoffs], and we’d like to get it down to a 
nice, round zero.” 

Whatever Purcell can wring out of the 
union isn’t likely to go toward major new 
projects. He is cautious about promising 
serious investments in two areas where the 
Herald needs help — full-color printing 
capability and home distribution. 

“The immediate need is to refurbish the 
press units so we can print black and white 
better,” he says. “At some point, if we can 
get some money in the bank, we'll look at 
putting in some color units.” Of plans to 
increase the home-delivery sales of a paper 
that is almost completely reliant on news- 
stand distribution, Purcell says only, 
“We're going to be looking at some areas 
of the city to expand our control over.” 

And there is the inevitable impact that 


| Purcell — who vows to “take a more ac- 
| tive role” — will have on the editorial con- 








| Ken Chandler — suddenly bolted to the 


tent of the paper, which has been aban- 
doned by two editors and many of its top 
reporters over the past year. In recent 
days, the new owner has been sitting in on 
the 2:30 p.m. news meeting and, accord- 
ing to editor Alan Eisner, was slated to 
meet with newsroom department heads 
late this past week to discuss their sugges- 
tions for improving the paper. 

On Sunday, February 13, the Globe 
even reported that Purcell had tried to woo 
some of its top employees to “high-profile, 
big bucks” Herald jobs. Purcell denies 
making any such overtures personally, al- 
though he jokes that he was trying “to 
drive their price up at the Globe.” But 
some folks claiming to be Purcell emis- 
saries haye apparently sounded out a few 
Globiesgon the idéa of moving over to 
Wingo Square. 

Purcell is polite, but not completely re- 
assuring, when he talks about his cadre of 
top editors. That starts with Eisner, a 20- 
year Herald veteran who was catapulted 
into the big office last summer, when Mar- 
tin Dunn — the Brit Murdoch had im- 
ported to replace New York Post-bound 
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New York Daily News after just four 
months in Boston. 

“On the daily paper, he’s pretty much 
satisfied with the overall tone,” says Eisner 
of Purcell. “Change there will be pretty 
much evolution, not revolution. I think 
Sunday is a different ball of wax. Pat has 
indicated that’s one of his priorities, radi- 
cally changing the Sunday paper.” 

Says Purcell: “We’ll see how my person- 
ality and Alan’s personality reflect them- 
selves in the newsroom.” Purcell is equally 
wait-and-see on his newsroom editing 
team. “These guys have worked their tails 
off,” he says. “I know the people here. 
Could we find better editors out there? 
Maybe. Does that mean they know the 


- market or the people here? Does that 


mean I’m ruling out-any changes com- 
pletely? We’ll see as we go along.” 


Do the right thing 

Shortly after Purcell announced his pur- 
chase, the Phoenix contacted several dozen 
community leaders, activists, and media 
experts to solicit their opinions on what 
Purcell should do to improve the Herald, 
both as a journalistic enterprise and a 
community institution. Here’s a sampling. 
» Pick your spots. “The first thing I’d do 
is be lean and mean, and not the Globe,” 
says Ken Hartnett, managing editor of 
Channel 2’s The Group, who was the Her- 
ald’s managing editor in the late 70s and 
early ’80s. “In a lot of ways, you tend to 
become what you’re fighting, and I think 
there’s some of that. . . . There’s got to be 
a sense of fun, and the Herald has to be 
light on its feet.” 

Hartnett’s point — that the tabloid can’t 
try and become “a pocket version of the 
Globe” — is one Purcell apparently agrees 
with. Purcell recalls a speech he gave to 
the troops in early 1993, shortly after 
Martin Dunn arrived, in which he decried 
the paper’s overemphasis on pits and 
vowed to lighten it up. Fleet Streeter 
Dunn, during his fleeting tenure, did tart 
up the paper with more sex, animals, and 
tots, although that may not have been pre- 
cisely what Purcell had in mind. That 
trend has been largely reversed by the 
more conservative and mainstream Eisner 
administration. 

Purcell says there may be a de-emphasis 
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of national and international news in his 
Herald: “We're going to pick our 
spots. . . . | don’t want to be the Globe.” 

> Never on Sunday. Several observers 
say Purcell needs to take dramatic steps to 
resuscitate the troubled Sunday Herald, 
whose slumping circulation — 214,000 
— lags more than 100,000 behind daily 
sales, and some 600,000 behind the Bos- 
ton Sunday Globe.

“I'd fight a new battle on Sunday,” says 
Boston Garden president Larry Moulter. 
“I'd create a paper with attitude, with col- 
or on the front. I would model it after, 
without copying, the Phoenix. I’d go after 
the younger, university demographic.” 

Geri Denterlein, a senior associate at 
the consulting firm McDermott & O'Neill 
and a WBZ Radio commentator, is blunt: 
“They need to put money in the Sunday 
paper or fold it. Right-now, it’s in middle-

Purcell is noncommittal about his Sun- 
day plans, but insists he will not scrap that 
edition: “I’m not going to talk about it un- 
til | know what to do with it.

» Tilt to the left. Though he lauds the 
Herald’s writing and local coverage, the 
director of Northeastern’s School of Jour- 
nalism, Nick Daniloff, wonders “if it

Adds WBZ talk-show host 
David Brudnoy: “I think the 
gay-bashing is outrageous 
and out of step, and Pat 
Purcell could stop it with 
the stroke of a pen.” 

But although Purcell may 
tone down the crudity, 
there’ll be no leftward list at 
‘his Herald. 

“I want to make if more 
conservative, at least the op- 
ed columnists,” he says. 
Whether the editorial page 

- becomes more moderate 
now that chief editorial writ- 
er Jeff Jacoby, a staunch 
conservative, has moved to 
the Globe depends at least 
in part on his successor. 
That person is Guy Darst 
— a South Carolina native, 
Harvard graduate, and 
long-time AP staffer, who’s 
just been hired. 

» The beats go on. “Crime, 
education, and development 
are the critical elements in 
this community,” Purcell in- 
sists. And despite his less-politics edict of 
last year, the new owner insists he wants to 
pay even more attention to the goings-on 
at City Hall and on Beacon Hill. 

Community observers believe there are 
plenty of other areas in which the Herald 
could beef up its coverage as well. 

Geri Denterlein and Bishoff-Solomon 
Communications principal Helene 
Solomon laud the Herald’s improving

| » Good news is real news. Logically 
| enough, a number of those interviewed say 
| the paper needs to improve its local cover- 





age. But another theme runs right along 


| with that sentiment. 


“I would take the basic issues facing the 
city, such as the school system,” says Bob 
Bergenheim, who was publisher of the Her- 
ald American, as it was known before Mur- 
doch bought it, “and I’d home in and start 
doing stories on the positive side. . . . Be 
Boston’s paper on the issues that count. 
Don’t just do stories when people get shot.” 

That accent on the positive is also advo- 
cated by City Councilor Peggy Davis-Mul- 
len, Boston Bank of Commerce chairman 
Ron Homer, and the Reverend Bruce Wall. 

“There’s more than shootings and ice 
skaters getting battered on the knee,” says 
Homer. “There’s a lot more happening.” 
Wall would like to see a section, roughly 
similar to the Globe’s Sunday City Weekly, 
“to focus on the positive news coming out 


| of the black community.” 


It will be no mean feat for the Herald — 


| an impulse-buy tabloid that loves to splash 


crime — to start treating good news as 
newsworthy. Remember, it was the Herald 
that set the tone for the Stuart murder 
case by running a grisly photo of the mor- 
tally wounded Carol Stuart. But Purcell 
insists it’s in the cards, not only in the 
form of special features, but as an active 
element in routine news coverage. 

“I agree 100 percent,” he says. “We 
have to be prepared to show the good 
things that are going on in. the community. 
There are good kids, and they’re trying 
hard, and we don’t celebrate that enough. 
We've got to highlight that in the 
paper.” 

Pardon our skepticism. But we'll 
believe that when we see it. 
> Call off the dogs. Two of the 
Herald’s most popular columns, 
Howie Carr’s and “The Inside 
Track,” contain varying amounts of 
venom. That approach bothers a 
number of observers: 

“I would give Howie Carr early 
retirement pronto and make sure 
that his retirement benefits includ- 
ed a mandatory commitment for a 
lifetime of therapy, having to spend 
it reading his columns.” — WRKO © 
and Lifetime talk host Marjorie Clapprood. 

“I would monitor and curtail the per- 
sonal journalism that crosses the line and 
becomes intensely and unnecessarily 
painful to individuals and their families.” 
— outgoing Channel 5 president and gen- 
eral manager James Coppersmith. 

“What concerns me is the kind of jour- 
nalism that is so venomous that it divides 
the community. . . . Decent people don’t 
want to go into government because of 
what they have to face in the media.” — 
Channel 5 editorial director Marjorie 
Arons-Barron. 

“Don’t compromise the quality . . . by 
allowing the hype of certain columnists to 
overshadow the integrity of your hard- 
news coverage.” — Helene Solomon. 

“I'd probably get rid of Howie Carr. He 
goes over the line and gets very personal 
with people.” — former Massachusetts at- 
torney general Frank Bellotti. 

Detect a groundswell here? And it ap- 
pears that Purcell is listening. Given that 
Carr is one of the Herald’s marquee at- 
tractions, it’s somewhat surprising that his 


boss’s endorsement of him is a bit short of 
unconditional. 

“I think sometimes some of our colum- 
nists are unfair,” he says. “I think Howie 
consciously does try to test the bounds of 
good taste, and on occasion he will hit a 
home run. There are also occasions where 
it’s over the line, and the Tip O’Neill situa- 
tion was one of those circumstances.” 

The Herald recently spiked a Carr col- 
umn that suggested the just-deceased late 
Speaker was a crook. So he read it on his 
WHDH talk show and told listeners, “I

just saved you 35 cents” (“Howie, Herald 


Spar over Tip,” This Just In, January 14). 
That annoyed Eisner, lending some cre- 
dence to in-house speculation that 
Howie’s relationship with his tabloid em- 
ployers might be strained. 

» Taking care of business. If Purcell is 
going to be the community activist he says 
he wants to be, he needs to turn the Her- 
ald into an operation that consistently 
makes money — or at least breaks even. 
And he’s getting plenty of advice on that 
count, too, both for improving the adver- 
tising bottom line and for making it a 
more valuable product for readers. 

Jim Carlin, a wealthy Natick business- 
man who took a bath back in the ’80s on a 
suburban weekly called NewsWest, advises 
Purcell to put his “own persona right out 
in front. I would link Pat Purcell the per- 
son with the Boston Herald.” He also be- 
lieves that in the early phases of his owner- 
ship, Purcell ought to tag along personally 
on important sales calls. 

Advertising honcho Jack Connors, of 
Hill, Holiday, would “host a reception for 


all my old friends who aregin charge of the 
Jordan’s budget and Filené’s budget.” And 
then he’d start wining and dining bigwigs 
in other hot businesses. 

Boston Chamber of Commerce presi- 
dent Bill Coughlin believes the new owner 
“ought to give the paper away for free for 
a good month to all the major business 
and political leaders in town... . If 
Wingo and promotions get a certain au- 
dience, that’s great. But they’ve got some 
good stuff inside the cover, and you don’t 
necessarily see it when you walk by the 

newsstand.” 

Harry King, a former Herald 
managing editor, a former Globe 
assistant Living/Arts editor and 
city editor, and the news director 
for the defunct Monitor Channel, 
believes the Herald could “create 
an alliance” with one of the local 
television stations, emulating the 
kind of cross-pollination that’s al- 
ready under way. (In the last year, 
Channel 38 turned to Channel 4 
to produce its news, and Channel 
25 contracted the job out to New 
England Cable News. And just 
this past week, the Globe and 

New England Cable News announced an 
agreement to produce joint programming.) 
In return for providing reporting resources 
to the station, the paper would gain in- 
creased visibility and a revenue stream. 

>» The last word. Finally, this piece of ad- 
vice, from Time-magazine Boston staffer 
Sam Allis. 

Admittedly speaking in “ ’90s psycho- 
babble,” Allis says, “All those references to 
the ‘Boring Broadsheet.’ That’s low self- 
esteem. Give it up. If the Herald is really 
going to be a Boston institution of its own, 
it has to stop looking over its shoulder. 
Grow up.” 

Ending the incessant Globe-baiting 
would certainly bring a welcome respite 
for editor “Mad Matt” Storin and various 
and sundry “bow-tied bum-kissers.” 

At the same time, it might signal a real- 
ization that the Herald — with a new 
owner who clearly loves it, but who may 
not be able to support it, even in the mod- 
est manner to which it has been accus- 
tomed — has more important things to 
worry about. Q

| can take away that power anytime I 


want.” 

Ellis Cose documents this anger in The 
Rage of a Privileged Class (HarperCollins, 
192 pages, $20), hailed by the New York 
Times Book Review as “a disciplined, 
graceful exposition of a neglected aspect 
of the subject of race in America.” 

Perhaps the most emblematic story is 
that of a successful lawyer who arrived at 
his office an hour earlier than usual one 
morning and was stopped, as he was get- 
ting off the elevator, by a white associate 
who didn’t know him. “May I help you?” 
the white man asked coldly, blocking his 
path. The black lawyer, seething with re- 
sentment, told Cose, “Because of his col- 
or, he felt he had the right to check me 
out.” 

“I hadn’t intended to interview this 
guy,” says Cose. “I just sat down and 
started talking with him, and all of this 
stuff started pouring out. He became a 
perfect illustration of how much was really 
being held in by a lot of people, and how 
hungry they were to have it addressed 
somehow.” 

Cose, 42, is a contributing editor for

Newsweek. His previous book, A Nation of 
Strangers: Prejudice, Politics, and the Pop- 
ulating of America (William Morrow), was 
about the history of immigration in the US 
(“Interview,” News, April 17, 1992).

Q: Do you expect this book to be read 


primarily by black people or white people? 

A: According to the feedback that I’ve 
gotten it’s being read by both blacks and 
whites, though it’s hard to say in what 
proportions. It certainly seems to speak 
very strongly to a lot of black profession- 
als, who are telling me that it’s their story. 
I’ve also heard from Latinos and some 
Asian-Americans who have told me that 
they’ve found something worthwhile in the 
book. 

Q: Some of the incidents you relate are 
so blatant that most white readers will feel 
smug, knowing they would never do such a

thing. But other incidents are more subtle. 
I’m thinking of the white lawyer who 
overzealously touts his black colleague’s 
credentials when introducing her to his 
client. Is it your aim to raise people’s con- 
sciousness by making them squirm in self- 
recognition? 

A: It’s really not my intent to make peo- 
ple squirm, though what I have heard from 
several whites was that reading the book 
was somewhat painful, because they didn’t 
think that certain things went on, or they 
didn’t realize the effect of certain actions. 
But it is my intent to make people ques- 
tion, and to revisit a lot of their concep- 
tions, or maybe preconceptions. 

Q: You say that you believe most whites 
are not racists. Are you saying, then, that 
it’s a minority of whites who are responsi- 
ble for the rage felt by the black middle 
class? 

A: I’m saying that to an extent, yes, but 
I’m saying also that we tend to define 
what a racist is in fairly narrow terms. | 
think that to most white Americans, a 
racist is someone who hates black people, 
someone who hates Hispanics, or hates

some other group. And very few Ameri- 
| cans these days, and probably any day, re- 
| ally, actually hate black people. I think 
| that you can have racial prejudice, in oth- 
| er words, and not be a racist in those 
| terms. And I think that there are a lot 
more people who exhibit racial prejudice 
or who engage in various stereotypes than 
who are actually racists. 
| Qs: What coping strategies did the black 
| professionals you interviewed use either to 
| facilitate their rise up the corporate ladder 
| or to come to terms with the realization 
| that they would never advance as far as 
| they should? 
| A: In terms of rising through the corpo- 
| rate ladder, what many concluded was that 
| they had to hold their tongues when it 
| came to experiencing things which could 
| be interpreted as racial slights, and that if 
they were going to object to them, they 
| had to find some grounds other than a 
racial ground. 
A lot of people took a lot of the energy 
| that might have been spent being frustrat- 
ed and focused it elsewhere. They focused 
| it, in some cases, on networking with oth- 
| er people who were in similar circum- 
stances and having sessions that were, in 
| effect, cathartic. Or they ended up focus- 
ing it on work with community organiza- 
tions or in church work — any number of 
| things that people do to help them find 
| meaning in their lives when it’s being de- 
| nied meaning by the institutions that they 
work for. 
Q: This certainly wouldn’t excuse the 
discrimination they were running into at 
.| work, but in a way it sounds like they were 
| being forced to live more whole, balanced 
lives than their white colleagues were. . 

A: In some sense I guess one could in- 
terpret it that way. If you take an energy 
that would have been spent in helping the 
corporation and instead invest it in helping 
some person who’s in need, you could say 
that’s a good outcome, and very often in 
life bad actions do have good outcomes. 
But as you say, that’s clearly no justifica- 
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tion for inequitable treatment. 

Q: You tell the story of a bank that fails 
to approve mortgages for blacks as readily 
as for whites, even when the parties have 
similar incomes. When several of the 
bank’s directors respond that they need to 
improve their affirmative-action efforts, 
another director interjects that affirmative 
action isn’t the issue — it’s just bad busi- 
ness not to approve mortgages for qualified 
borrowers. You clearly believe 
such hardheadedness is preferable 
to white guilt. 

A: Unfortunately, just about 
anything associated with some- 
one black, in many eyes, gets put 
in an affirmative-action or civil- 
rights category, even if it has 
nothing to do with that. And as a 
consequence, certain things, 
such as this bank’s improving its 
lending record among black bor- 
rowers, are perceived as acts of 
charity and acts of expiation for 
guilt, when in fact if people 
would just treat blacks like com- 
plete human beings, a lot of 
these problems would not arise. 

Q: Lani Guinier never got to be 
assistant attorney general for civil 
rights, and the alleged reason was 
that she engaged in the un-Ameri- 
can practice of exalting group 
rights over individual rights. Yet 
over and over again you document 
instances of whites using their 
majority status to protect their 
own group. 

A: First of all, Lani Guinier was 
blamed for a lot of views which 
she doesn’t hold. So I think she 
was demonized in a way that was 
just cruel, actually, and it was 
certainly inaccurate. But I think 
that the objection to group rights depends 
on what group one is in, and whose rights 
aren’t being protected at a certain time. 

We tend to be, as people, rather chau- 
vinistic about group rights, and certainly, 
in any number of circumstances, you can 
find whites, in effect, using their group 
status to the disadvantage of blacks and 
minorities. But it’s not perceived as a uti- 
lization of group rights, because whites

are in the majority, so it’s perceived as 
democracy. And there’s an interesting 
philosophical as well as political question 
there. 

Q: You criticize Daniel Patrick Moyni- 
han for his statement that the black middle 
class is “moving along very well.” Of 
course, Moynihan has been getting into 
trouble with the black community since the 
mid 1960s for his statements about the de- 
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COSE: “group rights” depend on whose 
group one is in. 


terioration of the black family and his ad- 
vocacy of treating racial problems with “be- 
nign neglect.” What do you think makes 
Moynihan tick? 

A: I respect Moynihan, and I think that 
he’s done some good work in a lot of ar- 
eas. I just think that on this particular is- 
sue he’s wrong. On the very narrow issue 
of income advancement, certainly middle- 
class blacks are doing better than they 
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were in the past. What I disagree with is 
his statement that the disaffection that is 
felt by that group results from a historic 
sense of grievance as opposed to some 
real problems that currently exist. But I 


think that Moynihan’s preoccupation is | 


with the underclass, and that largely be- 
cause of that preoccupation he’s disin- 
clined to see any problems with those 


blacks who are not part of the so-called | 


underclass. 

Q: You are particularly offended by the 
notion advanced by some white writers, like 
James Q. Wilson and Pete Hamill, that 
bigotry is at least partly justified because of 
crime, and that the black middle class 
should be held responsible for solving the 
crime problem. 

A: My problem with James Q. Wilson 
and with Pete Hamill and some of the oth- 
ers is that they’re guilty of not only ratio- 
nalizing racial discrimination, but they’re 
fundamentally guilty of some extremely 
sloppy thinking. I happen to believe that 
the black middle class ought to do what's 
within its power to help solve the crime 
problem, but I don’t think there’s a heck 
of a lot that black middle-class people can 
do about that. I think we’re looking at 
some fundamentally American problems, 
and what I really object to is this sense that 
white America can wash its hands of this 
problem, because it’s somehow just a 
black problem. 

Q: You blame the media for black boys 
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and young men choosing criminals as their | 
role models. And indeed, from the Monster | 
Kody autobiography, to Snoop Doggy | 
Dogg, to the excerpt of the Nathan McCall | 
book Makes Me Wanna Holler that your | 


own magazine ran earlier this month, 
white America seems to have an insatiable 


appetite for tales of dangerous black men. | 


Why do you think that’s so? 


A: I don’t totally blame the media for | 
that, because obviously the reality is | 


much more complicated. But I think the 


media are in some measure responsible | 


for these images; which have become 


omnipresent in our society. And why is | 


that? The reason goes back to the origi- 


nal rationalization for slavery. We have | 
defined black men in a way that has to | 


do with criminality, or bestiality, or al- 
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most subhuman kinds of qualities. And that, of course, 
is useful not only because it responds to a long-stand- 
ing stereotype, but because it happens to be a nice for- 
mula for action movies, or for action news, which 
seems to contribute to ratings — or at least people are 
convinced that it contributes to ratings. 

Q: You point out that even blacks who might be de- 
scribed as racist — anti-white, anti-Semitic, or whatever 
— tend to believe the stereotypes that Jews, for instance, 
are intelligent and hard-working and that blacks are lazy 
and shiftless. Since, as you say, this message is constantly 
reinforced by the media, what can be done to prevent it 
from affecting black kids’ self-images? 

A: There’s no way to shield kids totally from this stuff, 
because it’s so ubiquitous in our culture. I think that what 
a lot of black parents have struggled with, to some extent 
successfully, is to infuse their kids with a sense of self-es- 
teem, and to tell them explicitly and implicitly that they 
are valued, that their race is valued, and that they are 
valuable human beings. 

Q: Toward the end of your book, you talk about a shift- 
ing paradigm in corporate America — from affirmative 
action to something called “managing diversity.” Is there a 
real difference, or is it simply a rhetorical attempt to move 
away from terminology that’s become unpopular with 
many whites? 

A: I think it’s some of both. Clearly, affirmative action 
has become a tedious term, and people are trying to get 
away from that. But I also think that, intellectually at 
least, it’s a little bit different. The simplest way to de-

that, hey, the work 
place is changing, 
that no longer is the 
typical employee a 
white male. There are 
other people who are, 
just for demographic 
reasons, going to be 
part of this mix. But 
diversity and what 
people mean by it is 
very undefined at this 
point, and a lot of 
people mean different 
things. when they talk 
about it. 

Q: In one sense, 
your book can be 
read as an indictment 
of integration, of the 
folly of believing that 
we can live in a truly

A: There have al- assumption. 


ways been people in 
the black community 
who have felt that 
was what needed to 
happen, and there 
probably will be as 
long as race is an is- 
sue in this country. But certainly it’s not. an option for 
everybody, and I don’t think it’s an option for most of 
the people who are in these institutions. Nor is it some- 
thing that a lot of people desire. For those people who 
want to be entrepreneurs, say, within the black commu- 
nity, there’s certainly room for them, and they ought to 
go and do that. But you can’t force people to do that, 
nor should you expect everyone to do that. Because ev- 
eryone doesn’t want to be an entrepreneur. 

Q: Most of the people you describe are working for com- 
panies that never would have hired them, say, 30 years 
ago. Considering the progress that has been made, do you 
think we'll still be talking about black-middle-class rage 
30 years from now? 

A: I would like to hope that we won’t. I don’t think 
that we're going to resolve all our racial problems in one 
or two generations, but I think that we should make an 
attempt to do better than we are. | think that a large 
part of the reason people are disappointed now is that 
perhaps we were unrealistic as a society 30 years ago. I 
think that this notion spread that with a little good will 
and a few minor changes, the attitudes that had been 
encouraged for 300 years would be set aside, that every- 
one would become color-blind, and that if not this gen- 
eration then this generation’s children would engage in 
a true kind of brotherhood. 

It’s become quite clear that that was a naive assump- 
tion, and. that these things don’t just automatically fall 
away because one has good will. One needs to work at 
it. I think if there’s a lesson to where we find ourselves 
now, it’s that these things take more work than people 
thought. Q

How Ken Reeves stood up to 


the CCA and lived to tell about it

n his day, Martin Lomasney was 

the most powerful unelected politi- 

cian in Boston. His turf was the 

late, great West End, a neighbor- 

hood of Old World immigrants 
that was razed under the banner of urban 
renewal. Lomasney was a tough, driven 
ward boss from the old school: he “deliv- 
ered the votes not only of the living but of 
the dead,” writer Jack Beatty says of Lo- 
masney in his biography of James Michael 
Curley, The Rascal King. It should tell 
you something that Lomasney was 
known, affectionately and not, as the Ma- 
hatma. 

Squatty, cigar-smoking, deal-making 
ward bosses have gone the way of high- 
button shoes, Jack Benny, and baseball’s 
reserve clause. But though it’s safe to say 
that Lomasney rarely made it over the 
bridge into Cambridge, the Mahatma’s 
spirit hovers merrily over Central Square. 

See, Cambridge has its very own politi- 
cal machine, right down to the menacing 
late-night phone calls and secret deals. 
It’s called the Cambridge Civic Associa- 
tion, and the only thing that separates 
one of its meetings from Marty Lomas- 
ney’s hoe-downs is that the CCA frowns ne 
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upon cigar-smoking. For a member of 
the CCA (who probably drives a Volvo 
and watches whales for fun) to be caught 
smoking a cigar would be akin to a Cam- 
bridge townie’s being observed sneaking out of the 
Bread & Circus on Prospect Street with a batch of all- 
natural peanut butter under one arm. 

What counts is that the CCA likes to think it rules 
Cambridge (benevolently, its members no doubt believe), 
just as the Mahatma liked to think he ruled Boston. 
Problem is, just as the passage of time eventually ren- 
dered Martin Lomasney lonely and irrelevant, it appears 
that time, and common sense, are doing a number on the 
once-proud and always-pompous Cambridge Civic Asso- 
ciation.

Until January, things appeared to be going well for the 
CCA. The city was coming off another round of local 
elections, and for the third straight campaign the CCA 
had placed five of its endorsees on the nine-member city 
council. As such, the CCA slate would maintain its five- 
to-four majority over the so-called Independents, and it 
was logical to assume that the CCA councilors would 
again pick one of their own for the largely ceremonial po- 
sition of mayor. (The real power lies with the city manag- 
er, who is hired by the council.) 

Ken Reeves was nearing the end of his two-year run as 
mayor, and now it was time for another CCA councilor to 
claim the corner office on the second floor of City Hall. 
And it’s a swell job, too. The mayor gets that neat office

hay, who had been mayor 
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wetter: 
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before and enjoyed the job, figured it was time to slide 
into the saddle again. 

But in Cambridge, people who become mayor tend to 
become, well, mayoral. They begin to think of them- 
selves as strong mayors when they really are no such 
thing. And as the clock ticks out on their all-too-brief 
hold on the mayor’s office, they think of exotic ways they 
might somehow hold onto the job. It’s called politics, 
something the CCA would have you believe does not ex- 
ist in Cambridge. 

Reeves, no dummy, realized his CCA buddies on the 
council were going to take away his keys to the office. 
They were likely to give the job to Duehay, not to Myers, 
and certainly not to Reeves, he having already had his 
two years’ worth of pictures on the front page of the 
Cambridge Chronicle. 

So Hizzoner did what politicians have been doing since 
time began: he cut a deal. Next thing we know, the four 
Independents on the Cambridge City Council — a collec- 
tion of Cambridge lifers named Tim Toomey, Sheila Rus- 
sell, Billy Walsh, and Michael Sullivan — were voting for 
Reeves for mayor. The mayor voted for himself, naturally, 
and CCA leaders throughout the city were seen rushing 
out for all-natural, environmentally friendly antacid as 
Reeves once again took the oath of office. 


Then Reeves did the unthinkable: he voted with the |; 


Independents in picking Sheila Russell for vice-mayor, 
and voted with the Independents on the school commit- 
tee in picking David Maher as vice-chairman. The lead- 
ers of the CCA were appalled. Simply appalled. Why, 
the very idea! How dare Ken Reeves go against the 
CCA! How dare he vote for one of those townie Inde- 
pendents as vice-mayor! Why, why, why . . . ooooh, 
good-government folks from Magazine Street to Rindge 
Avenue were so very upset. 

Since tightening his grip on the mayor’s office, Reeves 
has done little to offend anyone, be they townies or gown- 
ies. Oh, there was some tea spilled when Reeves appointed 
Independents Sullivan and Walsh as chairmen of the 
council’s finance and ordinance committees, respectively. 
But it’s not like Reeves has lined up with the Independents 
to do something truly heinous — like, say, naming Las 
Vegas as Cambridge’s newest sister city. 

Besides, the big story on the council these days is the 
court trial that grew from the ashes of Billy Walsh’s col- 
lapsed real-estate empire. Reeves has thus been able to 
pose for pictures and attend those neat mayors’ confer- 
ences (“It’s a pleasure to meet you, Mr. President. I’d 
like to be able to talk to you about the parking problem 
in Porter Square.”) without having to keep re-explaining 
the size-10 he applied to the CCA’s baggy backside.

| Al Vellucci. But Cambridge is spawning a race of so- 
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called young Independents, and a lot of them look like 
they’d just as soon rip your lungs out than tell you a 
story about Knocko Minihan’s wake.) 


Fine whine 

Anyway, such is political life here in Cambridge. And 
what Ken Reeves did — pal around with the townie de- 
generates — has the CCA in a dither. The president of 
the CCA, a fellow named R. Philip Dowds, fired off a 
whiny, hysterical letter to Reeves in which he wondered 
“what has happened to the possibilities of progressive 
cooperation.” 

Progressive cooperation? In other words, Mr. R. Philip 
Dowds wants to know why Ken Reeves has stopped kow- 
towing to the CCA. In another city, in another time, the 
ward boss would be asking the likes of Ken Reeves to 
vote this way or that way, or else. In the Cambridge of 
1994, we have a little pest named R. Philip: Dowds blath- 
ering about progressive cooperation. 

The shame of it is that most of what the CCA stands 
for, such as domestic-partnership benefits and rent con- 
trol, is the right stuff. But its membership is bloated with 
an enormous collection of arrogant hypocrites. These 
pinheads surely roll their eyes when they read about 
back-room wheeling and dealing in the days of Curley 
and Lomasney, yet they have the gall to tell Ken Reeves 
how he should vote. 

But as the CCA’s laughable whiners complain about 
how one of their own went bad, they bring ruin upon 
themselves. It is possible the CCA will not endorse 
Reeves if he decides to run for the council again in 
1995, but he is a popular figure who, quite simply, 
doesn’t need the CCA. Oh, he can be as lofty and arro- 
gant as the best of them, make no mistake about that. 
But Ken Reeves has a base that transcends the CCA: he 
is openly gay and he is black, and his support is not lim- 
ited to those communities. In the old days, the CCA 
could hold back an endorsement and thus destroy the 
candidacy of some wayward leftist. These days, the CCA 
has no such power, as its members will learn if they try 
to unseat Ken Reeves. 

What Reeves has wrought may be nothing less than the

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EW YORK — It’s the 
night before Valen- 
tine’s Day, and in the 
Barnes & Noble Su- 
perstore at 82nd and 
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Broadway, a couple of hundred gay men 
are waiting for Rod and Bob Jackson- 
Paris to make it in from the West Coast 
for a book-signing. 

Rod and Bob are late — two hours 
late — because the previous Friday’s 
snowstorm has screwed up air travel all 
over. Still, when they finally arrive, at 10 
p.m., the crowd is appreciative, and the 
authors (can you call them that when 
their book is ghostwritten?) are their usu- 
al congenial selves. 

Of course, I’m describing this scene 
as if you know who these men are, and 
maybe you don’t. 

So meet Rod and Bob. The model 
and the bodybuilder, married. Mr. and 
Mr. America, as they’ve come to be 
called. 

Not familiar with the dynamic duo? 
Missed them on the cover of Out? Maybe 
you haven’t yet caught them hawking 
Straight from the Heart: A Love Story 
(Warner Books, 320 pages, $21.95), 
their “he*said/he said” of gay love and 
marital bliss, released just in time for 
Valentine’s Day. 

Perhaps their appearances on Oprah 
escaped your attention. You lost that copy 
of the Advocate in which they were fea- 


tured in a sweaty, distracted embrace. Or 


maybe you never attended one of the 50-. 


plus college lectures they do each year (at 
$5000 to $6000 a pop) on the subject of 
gay love and civil rights. Maybe you never 
spied Bob in his closeted days, as a world- 
champion bodybuilder.

Now they’re coming to Boston. This 
Saturday, February 19, they’ll do a book- 
signing stop at the Glad Day Bookshop, 
at 673 Boylston Street, from 4:30 to 6:30 
p.m.

Rod and Bob are big, even if most 
people can’t tell one from the other.

Rod Jackson was behind the gym’s cool Formica 
counter when in walked Bob Paris, Mr. Universe 
1983, who was scheduled to give a bodybuilding 
seminar. According to Straight from the Heart, Rod 
“wasn’t into overly muscular men.” 

Then he saw Bob. “[H]e walked in the door. He 
looked right at me and my heart went woo-ooh. It 
was like, “Where have you been?’ It wasn’t ‘Oh he’s 
hot.’ It was ‘Oh my God, I’ve been looking for you 
all my life.’ ” 

And this tectonic shift was mutual. “I saw Rod 
Jackson standing behind the counter and locked eyes 
with him,” reports the former Mr. Universe (the 
brunet, should you be following along at home). “It 
was like the wind was knocked out of me. My heart 
was racing. .. . I just knew this was something that 
was meant to be. I knew I would spend my life with 
this person.” 

What followed was a tale of inevitability, attitude, 
games of hard-to-get, and a marriage proposal on 
the first date.

TAKING | 
THE VOWS 


So, you want to get hitched? 

If you’re gay or lesbian and seeking legal recogni- 
tion for your relationship, best move to Norway or 
Denmark. Even there, however, you won't be able 
to adopt kids as a couple. 

But back in the US of A, the picture is bleak and 
will likely remain so for some time to come. 

Right now, none of the 50 states provides for le- 
gal recognition of same-sex unions. The gay na- 
tion’s best hope is Hawaii, where the state Supreme 
Court ruled last year that denying marriage rights to 
gay and lesbian couples constitutes sex discrimina- 
tion. 

At the moment, the court has remanded the case 
to a trial court and required the state to prove why it 
should continue the prohibition. 

Already attempts are under way in Hawaii's state 
legislature to enact a law that would prohibit lesbian 
and gay marriages. The bill passed the Hawaii 
House on February 4, by a vote of 34-17. But be- 
cause the Supreme Court ruled on constitutional 
grounds, such legislation may well be overturned, 
says Jan Platner, executive director of Gay and Les- 
bian Advocates and Defenders, a Boston-based lé- 
gal-advocacy group. 

Meanwhile, fearing the legalization of gay mar- 
riage in Hawaii, several states have begun drafting 
legislation that would exempt them from recogniz- 
ing the legality of same-sex weddings performed in 
the Aloha State. (States usually recognize out-of- 
state marriages because of what’s called the “full 
faith and credit” clause of the US Constitution. 
That’s what allows all those Reno weddings to hold 
sway in states that have stricter marriage laws.) 

Tying the knot in a religious ceremony is a bit 
easier. A number of denominations — including 
the Unitarian-Universalists, as well as some 
Methodists, Episcopalians, Evangelical Lutherans, 
and Presbyterians, and Reform and Reconstruc- 
tionist Jews — perform same-sex commitment cer- 
emonies, but rarely are they called marriages. 

What that leaves is domestic partnership, offered 
in at least 16 municipalities across the country, in- 
cluding Boston, Cambridge, and Brookline. But the 
legal rights granted domestic partners vary from city 
to city (in a number of locales, the status is largely 
ceremonial), and pale in comparison to the rights of 
survivorship, tax benefits, and next-of-kin, all of 
which come only with marriage.

Why the conventional 
wisdom is usually wrong

t seemed like a good idea at the 
time. Not just a lame excuse, it’s an 
explanation of fads, those evanes- 
cent trifles that waft through our 
culture but thankfully lack staying 
power: hula hoops, Nehru jackets, streak- 


| ing, Pong, the Michelangelo computer 
| virus, BABY ON BOARD, deelybobbers, ’70s 
| nostalgia, everything about Madonna ex- 
| cept her bank account. 


Washington, capital of the free world, of 


| course, couldn’t care less about those. It 
| has its own affliction — thought fads that 


displace serious analysis the same way 
“It's the _ , stupid” has superseded 


| “Ask not what your country. . . .” Momen- 


tary mantras incubate and spread like 
swine flu in TV’s Sunday-morning public- 
affairs ghetto, where the power elite chats 
with itself. From there it’s just a matter of 
time before le tout Beltway crowd is spout- 
ing the same, often incorrect idea. 

That’s why the press got snookered a

A thought fad is a 
fragile thing, although a 


| skillful handler can nur- 


ture one to full-grown 
conventional wisdom. 
That’s Virginia Republi- 
can Bill Scott’s claim to 
fame. His achievement: 
holding a news confer- 
ence in the 1970s to deny an out-of-town 
magazine’s report that he was the dumb- 
est sitting senator, thus confirming the 
judgment and cementing his place in 
Capitol Hill lore. 

Faux facts seem especially plentiful this 


| year, with all the dust kicked up by an ac- 
tivist president, an energetic first lady, 


and a truculent Congress. Take the bud- 
get deficit. Can’t we eliminate it, or at 
least cut it substantially, by wiping out 
pork? Would that we could. All domestic 


| discretionary spending totals $235 bil- 


lion; throw in defense and international 
costs, and discretionary spending goes up 
to $549 billion. The deficit is $290 bil- 
lion. So Congress would have to kill more 
than half of all discretionary programs to 


| balance the budget. That’s a lot more 
| than “pork.” 


And speaking of the first lady, didn’t she 


| permanently alienate everyone by putting 
| “Rodham” back in her name? “What’s all 


this about?”, Sally Quinn demanded in 
Newsweek. “It bugs people.” For a few 
minutes, maybe. 

But we digress. Here are a few of this 
season’s fads for thought. Store them with 
your pet rock. 


Government should be run 
like a business. 

What’s said. This pearl has recently 
dropped from the lips of President Clin-

ton, Ross Perot, Postmaster General Mar- 
vin Runyon, Senator William Roth (R- 
Delaware), Los Angeles Mayor Richard 
Riordan, and Hollywood’s President Dave, 
who said in the movie: “If I ran my busi- 
ness this way, I’d be out of business.” In a 
poll last summer, 63. percent of Perot sup- 
porters said government could be run like 
a business. 

What’s real. No one says exactly which 
business. Presumably not General Motors 
or IBM. Not to mention the agribusiness- 
es that fight to preserve government sub- 
sidies, mining conglomerates that extract 
about $4 billion in minerals annually 
from government land but pay no royal- 
ties, deregulated airlines that are fare- 
cutting one another into bankruptcy, or 
ranchers who have been paying one-fifth 
of market rates to use federal grazing 
lands. Besides, not many businesses 
change the top management every four 
years, have 4.8 million workers and a $1 
trillion-plus annual budget, and use a de- 
cision-making process that involves a 
535-member board and more than 100 
million voting shareholders.

The private sector can be divided into 
nine broad categories. In the business 
stampede that was the 1980s, just three of 
the nine significantly outperformed the 
gross domestic product: wholesale trade, 
which includes auto and other imports; re- 
tail trade, hyped by the leveraged buy-outs 
that have bankrupted several retail chains; 
and services, known as the lowest-skill, 
lowest-wage sector. But four sectors 
mining; construction; transportation and 
utilities; and financial, insurance, and real 
estate — all had economic growth that 
lagged behind American household in- 
come. e 

Business executives now seem to have 
misgivings about a key bit of "80s dogma: 
downsizing. In a survey of 353 firms by 
the Conference Board of New York, two- 
thirds of executives said morale suffered 
after they went lean-and-mean. Almost 
half said their companies’ health-care 
costs rose, and 20 percent said the wrong 
employees had been dismissed. 

Bottom line. Maybe we should run gov- 
ernment like a household. 


Bill Clinton, you’re no 
Lyndon Johnson. 

What’s said. Lyndon Baines Johnson 
could make Congress pass almost any- 
thing. Bill Clinton is a compromising ama- 
teur who “can be rolled” (as at least 20 
journalists phrased it during the budget 
battle). Newsweek even sighed that Clinton 
hadn’t “twisted arms in the muscular style 
of the Democratic presidents he grew up

admiring, John Kennedy and Lyndon 
Johnson.” 

What’s real. Even at his peak of power, 
Congress made Johnson sweat. Dixiecrats 
filibustered the 1964 Civil Rights Act for 
almost three months — a blabathon that 
C-SPAN watchers would find intolerable. 
Liberals finally invoked cloture by a four- 
vote margin. The 1965 Voting Rights Act 
survived a filibuster by three votes. A third 
civil-rights bill was filibustered to death in 
1966, and Congress dismembered a fourth 
in 1967. Senate leaders failed three times 
to shut off debate on the 1968 Fair Hous- 


| ing Act, and finally invoked cloture with 
no votes to spare. 


Johnson had a few advantages Clinton 
lacks: a landslide win, big liberal majorities 
in Congress, the motivating legacy of John 


| Kennedy, and a liberal wish-list dating 


back 20 years. Congressional power was 
closely held; as Colby College professor 
Calvin Mackenzie notes, “Presidents 
didn’t have to bargain with every freshman 
legislator.” And it was a lot easier for 


| Northern lawmakers to vote for a civil- 
| rights bill, which seemed to affect only 
| Southerners, than for a budget bill that 
| raises taxes on their own constituents. 


There’s even an argument that Johnson 


| was just riding along with history. Cary 
| Covington, of the University of Iowa, cites 
| statistics suggesting LBJ “wasn’t making 


Congress do much more than Congress 


| was going to do anyway.” 


Yet Johnson’s honeymoon lasted less 


| than two years. The Vietnam War sapped 


his strength, Democrats lost badly in the 


| midterm elections, and LBJ ultimately 
| chose against seeking another term. 


As for Newsweek’s “arm-twisting” de- 
scription of JFK, Mackenzie says with a 


| chuckle: “John Kennedy was never like 


that.” He had a strong agenda but passed 


| little legislation before he was killed. 


Americans idealize former White House 


| tenants. “Particularly in the media,” says 


Covington, “there’s a tendency to hype the 


| expectations and then say the current oc- 
cupant doesn’t meet them.” 


Bottom line. “LB] was no LB] either,” 


| says Mackenzie. 


i Washington hasn’t done enough 


about crime. 
What’s said. There’s too much crime. 


| Washington should do something about it. 


What’s real. In September a German 
tourist was murdered in Miami, a British 
tourist was murdered near Tallahassee, 
and, in less than a week, the Congression- 
al Tourism Caucus called 
for legislation making 
any attack on foreign 
tourists a federal crime. 

“We are not going to see 
our international friends 
who are coming to visit 
us be victimized in this 
way,” said Representa- 
tive Neil Abercrombie 
(D-Hawaii), suggesting 
that state prosecutors 
otherwise might not get 


| depositions and testimo- 
| ny from foreign tourists. 


Tourism Caucus mem- 
bers are hardly the only 
ones climbing onto the 
anti-crime wagon. This- 
year alone, lawmakers 
have proposed to make 
federal offenses of 


have imposed mandatory minimum sen- 
tences, severely limited federal judges’ 
sentencing discretion, and given federal 
prosecutors entree into virtually all drug 
cases, allowing local prosecutors to threat- 
en federal charges against defendants who 
insist on jury trials. In 1991 the Senate 
passed a measure drafted by Senator Al- 
fonse D’Amato (R-New York) that would 
have made almost any crime involving a 
gun a federal offense, with minimum sen- 
tences of up to 30 years. (The provisions 
died in a House-Senate conference com- 
mittee.) 

But the federal system was never meant 
to lead to a national police force and crim- | 
inal court. Despite massive infusions of | 
money, federal prisons have a design ca- 
pacity of about 40,000. Every year federal 
judges sentence 45,000 defendants, mostly 
in drug prosecutions that are crowding 
civil cases off the dockets. 

Meanwhile; violent crime in the United 
States is at a historic high, increasing by 
45 percent between 1982 and 1991. State 
and local agencies made 1.1 million drug 
arrests in 1991. One out of 46 adults is 
behind bars or on probation or parole. 

Money for state and local agencies 
might be more useful, but Congress knows 
the Treasury is almost empty. In the 60s | 
and ’70s the Justice Department’s Law | 
Enforcement Assistance Administration 
funneled as much as $800 million a year 
to the states. Its successor agency has | 
roughly that much today — but after infla- 
tion, it’s worth 50 percent less. 

Bottom line. In most cases, “the only 
federal interest implicated in criminal pun- 
ishment is the political careers of federal 
officeholders,” says conservative judicial 
analyst Bruce Fein. 


[Crisis du jour| couldn’t come at a 
worse time for Clinton. 

What’s said. Presidents are belea- 
guered by crises that would be less daunt- 
ing some other time. Among events com- 
ing at’a bad time, the worst possible time, 
or not a good time for Clinton were the 
corruption allegations against Commerce 
Secretary Ron Brown (recently dropped) 
and House Ways and Means chairman 
Dan Rostenkowski, the showdown be- 
tween Boris Yeltsin and Russian parlia- 
ment leaders, a judge’s ruling that the 
North American Free Trade Agreement 
needed an environmental-impact state- 
ment, the Lani Guinier and Zoé Baird 
controversies, even the rumor (false, it 
turned out) that Treasury Secretary Lloyd 
Bentsen was quitting. 

What’s real. USA Today reported last 
March that Defense Secretary Les Aspin’s 
pacemaker surgery “couldn’t come at a 
worse time” for Clinton. Would it have

federal jurisdiction over offenses ranging 


| from small-scale drug possession to live- 
stock rustling, from armed carjacking to 
| murders linked to “drug kingpins.” They 


| even joining a gang, for Brown (left) and Rostenkowski to be accused? 


been preferable for Aspin to undergo 
surgery not when the Pentagon faced “po- 
tentially explosive situations,” as USA To- 
day put it, but when American Gls were 
actually in combat in Somalia? 

And exactly when is it most convenient 
for allegations to surface against a Cabinet 
secretary? When nothing else is in the 
news? Or when other crises are looming? 
To turn it around, if the judge had made 
his ruling against NAFTA at a more con- 
venient time for Clintén — say, last year 
— would someone have written that it 
“comes at an opportune time”? Would it 
have been news at all? 

Bottom line. Timing isn’t- everything. 
The St. Louis Post-Dispatch announced 
with an apparently straight face: “For Eli 
Segal, the man who heads President Bill 
Clinton’s office of national service, the 
great flood of 1993 couldn’t have come at 
a better time.”

New beginnings? 


Alice K. joins a women’s book group

lice K. (not her real initial) lies in bed, 
contemplating this fact: making a new 
friend is a little like falling in love. 

Alice K., you see, is developing a new 
friend — a new woman friend, with the 

striking name of Elena Z. — and this is one of the nicest 
things that has happened to her in months. 

She met Elena Z. shortly after Christmas, through a 
women’s book group that her friend Ruth E. had encour- 
aged her to join. “You need something new in your life, 
Alice K.,” Ruth E. had said. “You need to meet new peo- 
ple.!” Alice K., in the midst of a depression, feeling disen- 
chanted with her life and bored (of course) with her 
boyfriend, Elliot M., had agreed. And then Ruth E. 
remembered that Elena Z., an old friend from college, 
had called and told her that she belonged to a book group 
that was beginning to disband and needed new members. 

A book group! New women friends. Intelligent conver- 
sation. No risk of pesky romantic complications from the 
presence of men. Alice K. decided she liked the idea, so 
she called Elena Z., and Elena Z. said, “Sure!” Two other 
women had just expressed interest, too, and they needed 
a fourth. 

Of course, the book group itself turned out to be a dis- 
aster. The other two women were pseudo riot grrrls in 
their late 20s — one was a snaky-looking blonde named 
lisa p. who used lower-case letters to spell her name in a 
gesture of solidarity with bell hooks, the other was a 
spacy brunette named Susie B. who used the word “like” 
about 50 times per sentence and didn’t seem capable of 
finishing a complete thought — and they insisted on dis- 
cussing Naomi Wolf’s Fire with Fire at the first meeting. 

Alice K. had an intrinsic mistrust of Naomi Wolf — a 
beautiful, over-privileged Rhodes 
Scholar who made scads of 
dough writing a bestseller con- 
demning the beauty industry 
and then threw that babe photo 
on the back of her next book — 
and the initial discussion be- 
tween lisa p. and Susie B. didn’t 
do much to change her mind.

The book-group meeting that week had taken place at 
Elena Z.’s apartment, and after the other two women 
left, Elena Z. asked Alice K. if she’d like to stay for a bit 
and have a cup of coffee. Alice K. accepted, and they sat 
together in Elena Z.’s kitchen for a long time and trashed 
Naomi Wolf. (“The male body is my whirlpool,” Elena Z. 
sniffed. “Can you imagine? ‘Honey — you are my 
whirlpool!’ ”). They also discovered, as an hour or so 
passed, that they had a mutual appreciation for the heal- 
ing power of new shoes, that they’d both found Harvey 
Keitel inexplicably sexy in The Piano, and that they’d 
both been feeling restless in their lives — edgy, unset- 
tled, looking for new things. 

It was that part of the conversation, which Alice K. 
found to be exceptionally easy with Elena Z., that made 
her begin to associate friendship-building with the busi- 
ness of falling in love. The way you reveal small details 
about yourself and wait for the right response before you 
réveal any more, the way you find yourself checking cri- 
teria off a list you keep in the back of your mind, the way 
you start noticing little things about a person that charm 
or intrigue you — all those things happen early in 
friendships and early in love affairs, and Alice K. was 
pleased to notice that feeling of rightness creeping in as 
she talked with Elena Z., that feeling of being in synch 
with another person, the pleasing prospect of some kind 
of future together. 

Which, in fact, they seemed to develop in relatively 
short order. As Alice K. was leaving, Elena Z. told her, 
genuinely, that she’d really enjoyed meeting her. Alice K. 
smiled, also genuinely, and said, “Me, too. It’s really nice 
talking to someone new.” And then they made plans to 
meet that weekend at a new shoe store Elena Z. had 
heard about, and maybe have lunch. 

Elena Z. seemed like the sort of person Alice K. could 
admire and respect without feeling intimidated. She was 
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physically beautiful — long auburn hair, green eyes, per- 
fect skin — but she carried herself with a slight trace of 
awkwardness, in a way that suggested she didn’t appreci- 
ate quite how attractive she was. Alice K. liked that about 
her.

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Some time ago I came upon this little tidbit of info: 
during the debates over the United States Constitution in 
the 1780s, disgust for the British was so intense that a 
proposal was advanced to ditch English and adopt some 
nice pseudo-dialect as the new nation’s official lan- 
guage. Is this true? If so, can you confirm that Hebrew 
was seriously considered as a replacement but came one 
vote shy of being adopted?

Hebrew the national language? Oy, such meshugaas 
you talk. (And yes, Cecil knows the difference between 
Hebrew and Yiddish.) There was some discussion just 
after the revolution about switching to a language 
other than English, but it’s not known how serious this 
was — probably not very. Nonetheless, there’s a 150- 
year-old legend that English was almost replaced, not 
by Hebrew but by German. Supposedly, it lost by one 
vote, cast by a German-speaking Lutheran minister 
named Frederick Muhlenberg. Some say the vote took 
place in the Pennsylvania legislature and that 
Muhlenberg voted against it because he didn’t want 
Pennsylvania to be isolated from the rest of the nation. 
Another version, commonly heard in Germany, says 
the proposal would have passed except that a German- 
speaking legislator went to the toilet at the crucial 
moment. 

It never happened, of course. In the 18th century, 
German speakers constituted a significant fraction of 
the population only in Pennsylvania (remember the 
Pennsylvania Dutch?), and even the most fanatical 
British-haters weren’t crazy enough to think they could 
change the national language by legislative fiat. But the 
story isn’t pure invention. Here’s what really happened, 
courtesy of Dennis Baron, professor of English at the 
University of Illinois- Urbana/Champaign: 

In 1794, a group of German speakers in Virginia 
petitioned Congress to publish federal laws in German 
as well as English. The intention was not to supplant 
English but simply to supplement it. A house committee 
recommended publishing German translations of the 
laws, but on January 13, 1795, “a vote to adjourn and 
sit again on the recommendation” (apparently an 
attempt to keep the measure alive rather than killing it 
immediately) failed by a vote of 42-41. Frederick 
Muhlenberg (1750-1801) was in fact speaker of the 
house at the time, but how he voted is unknown 
Tradition has it that he stepped down to cast a negative 
vote, apparently being the German-speaking equivalent 
of an Oreo. Not that it mattered. The vote was merely 
procedural; its succe.- would not have guaranteed pas- 
sage of the measure, and in any case, writing German 
translations of federal statutes is a far cry from making 
German the official language of the US. A similar mea- 
sure came up a month later and was also voted down, 
as were subsequent attempts in later years. 

The Muhlenberg story was widely publicized by 
Franz Loher in his 1947 History and Achievements of 
the Germans in America. He wrongly set the event in 
the Pennsylvania legislature, over which Muhlenberg 
had previously presided, and also wrongly claimed that 
Muhlenberg was reviled by his fellow German speakers 
for selling them out. Germans did get on Muhlen- 
berg’s case for later casting the deciding vote in favor 
of the Jay Treaty, which was viewed as anti-German; 
his brother-in-law stabbed him, and he lost the next 
election, in 1796. Loher conflated this genuine contro- 
versy with the trivial language debate, and the legend 
has persisted. 

The truth is that the US has never had an official 
language. Several states have declared English official 
at one time or another, most recently in response to 
the influx of Spanish speakers. The so-called English 
Language Amendment (ELA) to the Constitution, 
which would give English official status, has been 
before Congress since 1981, and, given the country’s 
sour mood, it may yet pass. But even if one concedes 
the usefulness of a common language in unifying the 
country, one might as well attempt to legislate the 
weather.

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GRADE INFLATION 


Are professors devaluing their students’ work? 









oWege teachers would 
# probably agree that the most 
difficult — and often the 
least enjoyable — part of the 
job is correcting and grading 
papers. 

I am no exception. 

Grading is time-consuming and 
complicated. And because it can be 
subjective and isolating, you never 
know how your grading compares 
to that of the teachers around you.

As a lecturer at three colleges and universities over the 
past 10 years, I have often wondered whether I have a 
reputation as a gut or a hard-ass. And I have often wres- 
tled with the question of what grades to put on my stu- 
dents’ papers, not wanting to fall into either category, and 
not wanting to contribute to what is seen as a growing 
concern among faculty, administrators, and students: 
grade inflation. 

Twenty years ago, students could expect a range of 
grades on their transcripts. Today’s students receive large- 
ly A’s and B’s. The gentleman’s C will never be as popular 
as it once was. In fact, it is now perceived by students to 
be a bad — and I mean bad — grade. 

One senior at Harvard sums up the prevailing sentiment 
this way: “A B+ is a good grade, a B- is a bad grade, and 
a B is a fairly bad grade.” 


The problem 

Experts say that grade inflation originated in part as a 
result of the Vietnam War, when some professors would 
raise grades to keep students from flunking out of college 
and getting drafted. 

Since then, grades have continued to rise, says Arthur 
Levine, chair of the Institute for Educational Management 
at Harvard. “I can’t imagine it can get any worse.” 

In 1969, seven percent of undergraduates earned a 
grade of A- or higher. In 1993, that figure climbed to 23 
percent. Conversely, the number of students receiving a C 
or lower declined from 25 percent in 1969 to a low of 9 
percent in 1993, according to a study conducted by 
Levine. 

No, students have not gotten smarter. In fact, says 
Levine, board scores have declined and our graduates are 
less competitive with those of other nations. 

So why do grades keep going up? 

One answer is simple: pressure. Parents pressure stu- 
dents, who in turn pressure faculty; professors react to the 
pressure to be popular with students and to help make 
their institutions look good. 

Professors and deans attribute the pressure-cooker fac- 
tor at least in part to the fact that universities these days 
are treated more like businesses than like bastions of high- 
er education. Students and parents pay money — a lot of 
money — and expect to see a return on their investment. 
What better return than a bunch of A’s? 

Burton Cooper, associate dean of the College of Liberal 
Arts (CLA) at Boston University, says, “I think it’s unfor- 
tunate. Education itself has become a commodity. You’re 
buying something at vast expense and you want to show it 
off.” 

Harvard’s Levine agrees. “Students have more of a con- 
sumer attitude. They treat college as a store they are pa- 
tronizing.” 

Undergraduates at BU say that it’s not uncommon to 
hear stories about students who try to persuade professors 
to raise their grades. 

Hilary, a BU senior, says that she and her roommate 
took the same psychology statistics course one semester, 
and, not being good at math, both had a difficult time. “I 
worked really hard and got B’s,” she says. “My roommate 
blew it off and got D’s.” Toward the end of the semester, 
the roommate got nervous and approached the professor 
about her failing status. The professor asked her to help 
grade papers for a day. The result: both Hilary and her 
roommate got B’s for the semester. 

“I was so angry,” says Hilary. “It’s frustrating. If you 
don’t kiss ass, you’re out of luck.” (Hilary and her room- 
mate are no longer friends, by the way.) 

Amy, also a BU senior, says she has heard of many in- 
stances of students giving their professors sob stories 
and getting their grades raised. She says it’s frustrating 
when she stays up until dawn working on something, 
only to get the same grade as someone who’s barely 
cracked a text. 

Although these may seem like exceptions, this practice 
is more common than one might realize. I have been ap- 
proached by students who tell me that unless they receive 
a certain grade they won’t get into law school, or they'll 
lose their scholarship, or they won’t get the internship they 
need. 

I have also been approached by students after the fact, 
those disappointed with either a grade on a paper or their 
final mark, and have been asked in no uncertain terms to 
have it changed. 

It’s tempting to give in to such requests. For one thing, 
most of us don’t want to be the cause of all those lost op- 
portunities. Plus, it’s simply easier to give higher grades 
and.keep the peace, especially if you’re being accosted by 
a disgruntled undergraduate. There are few things more 
uncomfortable than looking into the face of an angry stu- 
dent after papers are returned. 

Still, if professors give in to students’ special requests, it 
eventually devalues the work other students have done. 

“Excessively high and easy grades penalize the best stu- 
dents and devalue their work,” says David Anable, chair of 
the School of Journalism at BU. “It’s not fair or right. 
Lowering the standard is lowering the value.” 

“It’s dishonest,” agrees Martin Anderson, a senior fel- 
low at the Hoover Institution at Stanford University and 
author of Imposters in the Temple, which examines the de- 
cline of American higher education. “The big losers are 
the students.” 


How widespread is it? 

Although most administrators at local colleges and 
universities see grade inflation as an issue that warrants 
serious attention, they differ in their sense of its preva- 
lence. 

Some administrators describe the problem as contained. 
Walter Swap, dean of undergraduate education at Tufts,

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says there has been no dramatic rise in grade inflation in 
the last few years there — although grades have gradually 
climbed since the late 1960s. Today, the average under- 
graduate grade at Tufts falls between a B and a B+. 

“The only thing we do,” Swap says, “is very gently tally 
up the grades in each department and send them to the 
chairman. This is subtle pressure to challenge students 
more.” 

BU’s Cooper says he doesn’t see a big problem at CLA, 
noting that today’s students are better prepared to handle 
academic work than they were a generation ago. (The is- 
sue has not been studied formally by his office. Though he 
has no statistics on the average grade at the CLA, he esti- 
mates it to be a B-.) 

At Boston College, Marie McHugh, senior associate 
dean of the College of Arts and Sciences, says simply that 
grade inflation was dealt with 10 years ago and is no 
longer a problem at BC. 

Yet according to Brent Baker, dean of BU’s College of 
Communication, grade inflation can creep up on an insti- 
tution. Case in point: from the academic years 1988/89 to 
1992/93, the average grade at the communications college 
increased by one-third of a point. That may not alarm 
most people, but it does concern Baker, who fears it will 
continue to rise. 

Harvard administrators, meanwhile, acknowledge that 
they investigated the issue as recently as last year. 

“I’ve been worried about grade inflation for a long 
time,” says Dean K. Whitla, director of research and eval- 
uation at Harvard. “I thought we should take a look at it.” 
He found that the average grade over the last 25 years had 
risen from a B- to a B+. 

To combat the problem, Lawrence Buell, dean of un- 
dergraduate education, sent a letter to Harvard faculty 
members suggesting they re-examine their grading poli- 
cies to see if they can put C’s back into their grade books. 

According to Whitla, the faculty responded with interest 
and concern. “But,” he says, “let’s see what happens this 
year after the shouting is over.” 

Others take a much stronger 
stand. William Cole, a postdoc- 
toral instructor in medieval liter- 
ature at Harvard, was so ap- 
palled by what he saw that he 
wrote an article on grade infla- 
tion for the Chronicle of Higher 
Education. 

“It just dawned on me over the 
years,” he says. “You can’t help 
but notice grades here. The par 
is really high. A lot of students 
will be upset to get a B+. A lot of 
teachers won’t give a B+ unless 
a student has done something re- 
ally wrong in the course.” Cole 
recounts a story of a professor 
who apologized in a faculty 
meeting for giving a student a 
B+ in a class. The “low” grade 
was given because the student 
hadn’t turned in the one written 
requirement for the course. 

Cole was astounded by the re- 
sponse to his piece. He received 
60 to 70 supportive letters from 
professors across the country — 
teachers from community, two-, 
and four-year colleges — saying 
that grade inflation was a prob- 
lem in their schools as well. 

“The whole idea of grading,” 
says Cole, “is that it’s relative. 
Once you get to the point where 
everyone gets an A, it’s not grad- 
ing anymore. If every egg is a 
grade-A egg, then it doesn’t mean anything if you buy a 
grade-A egg.” 

Naturally, not all Hag-ard students see the issue the way 
the administration does. Tad, a sophomore economics ma- 
jor, says, “It’s not surprising the grades are high here, 
where you have some of the best students in America. | 
think it’s asking a lot to expect diversity in grades.” He 
says it’s unfair to expect to see a wide range of grades 
when most students were at the top of their classes in high 
school. 

Christopher Garofalo, chairman of the student-affairs 
committee, agrees, noting that Harvard students are hap- 
py with the status quo and are against grade adjustment. 

But, then again, what student would argue about a high 
grade? Perhaps a better question: what student these days 
would consider anything lower than a B acceptable? 

BU’s Baker says students and faculty forget that, ac- 
cording to the BU student handbook (and those of most 
other universities), a C is a “satisfactory” grade. Students 

also forget, Baker notes, that when they enter college, they 
compete with a different group of peers. More may be ex- 
pected of them in college, and they may find competition 
more intense within a new, perhaps larger and more di- 
verse student body. 


Beneath the surface 

It’s not hard to see why an institution would have trou- 
ble addressing an issue like grade inflation. For one thing, 
good grades reflect positively on an institution and its 
students; they also make parents proud, and they can 
simplify life considerably for faculty. Notes Stanford’s 
Anderson: “Professors love it. It’s much easier to give A’s 
and B’s.” 

Why? “You don’t have to read papers carefully. Giving 
low grades requires more work.” 

Indeed. It’s easy to hand back a B or better paper. If I 
hand back a C paper, I need to make sure I’ve pointed out 
all the places the paper hasn’t met my expectations, and I

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have to be able to defend my reasoning later on. 

Another difficulty: most professors aren’t taught how to 
grade, nor are many of them given uniform standards for 
grading. One teacher’s B may be another teacher’s B+ or 
B-, or even A or C. It’s difficult for teachers to grade in a 
vacuum, and it’s difficult for students to get used to one 
professor’s standards and then adjust to another’s. 

The question of grade inflation’s prevalence also gets 
muddied within certain disciplines — such as writing, 
where students are often offered the chance to rewrite pa- 
pers and raise their grades in the process. Rewriting, says 
BU’s Anable, is part of the learning process for writers. 
Harvard’s Levine agrees, noting that rewriting not only 
helps a student raise his or her grades, but it also encour- 
ages teachers to comment on papers and promote real 
learning. 

But by offering a student the chance to rework a paper, 
might a professor be contributing to grade inflation? Is it 
a sign that something’s amiss if all his or her students walk 
out with A’s and B’s? 

Another problem in addressing the issue is the fear that 
faculty might be penalized when grades are deflated. If a 
professor suddenly becomes a tough grader, chances are 
good that the average grades will be lower in that course 
than in others, and that students may start avoiding that 
professor. When enrollment is down, classes are often 
canceled — hardly an encouraging prospect for the 
teacher. 

Likewise, if one institution were to crack down on grade 
inflation, graduates from that school might find them- 
selves competing for jobs and graduate fellowships with 
students from other schools where grade inflation may not 
have been checked. Their lower — but more-meaningful 
— grades could hurt them. 


Some solutions (maybe) 

Although they may disagree about the severity of the 
problem at their institutions, administrators seem to be 
addressing grade inflation. 

In order to halt the upward 
creep of grades at BU’s College 
of Communication, for example, 
Baker and the heads of his de- 
partments hold orientation 
meetings at the beginning of the 
school year at which the issue of 
grading and grade inflation is 
discussed. Administrators also 
speak privately to faculty who 
appear guilty. 

At Boston College, the ap- 
proach is subtler. “We try to 
keep faculty consciousness 
high,” says McHugh. Toward 
that end, print-outs of class 
grades and the average grade in 
each course are sent to depart- 
ment chairs every semester. 

Another solution might be to 
follow the examples of Hamp- 
shire College, University of Cali- 
fornia at Santa Cruz, and God- 
dard College — where grades 
aren’t given at all. Transcripts 
consist of professors’ written 
evaluations. (That approach, of 
course, could ultimately replace 
one problem with another, lead- 
ing professors to inflate their 
recommendations instead of 
their grades.) 

Another possibility is to alter 
student transcripts to include not 
only a student’s grades, but also 
the average grade for each course 
and the number of students in the course. “If I were an 
employer and I noticed that this person took courses 
where everyone got A’s, I’d look for someone who took 
tougher courses,” says Cole. 

Still, as Levine puts it, “There is no panacea. Every sys- 
tem has its weakness.” 

Ultimately, the most serious problem behind grade in- 
flation probably won’t be remedied by something as simple 
as an expanded transcript or a faculty meeting. At its 
heart, the problem has to do with how higher education is 
viewed, and how learning is valued and rewarded. 

BU senior Hilary, for one, bemoans the fact that there’s 
so much emphasis on getting high grades rather than on 
learning. “Isn't it better to actually have learned something 
and gotten a C?” she asks. 

Cole takes a long-range view, noting that he can’t help 
but think employers will soon notice that college graduates 
aren’t all that different from high-school graduates. “By 
and large,” he says, “in our society the smarter kids go to 
college. But that doesn’t mean that college is doing any- 
thing for them. Just that they went.” 

Beyond that, Cole thinks inflated grades can cause seri- 
ous, long-term damage. “We all fail in life, in relation- 
ships, jobs, businesses,” he says. “A grade is not an indica- 
tion of how much I like you. We are doing students an 
enormous disservice. .. . We are . . . guaranteeing that 
when they do fail — and they will fail later — they will be 
unprepared for it. 

“I think grades can be used to motivate students,” he 
continues. “I’m not calling [for teachers] to be cruel, but 
to be honest. Say, ‘This paper isn’t very- good. You could 
have done a better job if you’d done such and such.’ And 
give the student a C. I think if it’s handled well, the stu- 
dent will respect you.” 

Harvard’s Levine echoes that sentiment. If the prob- 
lem isn’t taken care of, he warns, “it will confirm the 
worst that people think — that we don’t take education 
seriously.” Q

air at National Public Radio, that aural 


smart drug that millions of us indulge 


in every day, but it’s the women — Su- 


san Stamberg, Cokie Roberts, Nina 


Totenberg, Linda Wertheimer — who 





give NPR its calm, probing, humane tone. 


If you care about books and the arts, however, 


one voice on NPR has been worth seeking out 


more than any other: it belongs to Fresh Air 


host Terry Gross, who is almost certainly the 


best cultural interviewer in America, and one of 


the best all-around interviewers, period. 


| Fresh Air, which most stations air daily 
at 4 p.m. as a lead-in to NPR’s All Things 
Considered, is a blissfully eclectic hour of 
interviews by Gross and reviews from 
guest critics. Gross’s guests range from 
writers (Susan Sontag, Salman Rushdie) 
to political figures (Nancy Reagan, Tip 
O’Neill), and from musicians (Elvis 
Costello, Willie Nelson) to cartoonists 
(Matt Groening, Roz Chast). And her 
smart, thoughtful questioning pushes her 
guests in unlikely directions. Her inter- 
| views are revelatory in a way other peo- 
| ple’s seldom are. 
| Gross has been hosting Fresh Air from 
| the studios of WHYY-FM, in Philadelphia, 
since 1975, when the show began as a lo- 
cal daily program. In 1985, a weekly ver- 
sion began airing nationally. Since 1987, 
| the show has been broadcasting daily in an 
hour-long format; it now reaches 1.6 mil- 
lion listeners each week and is heard on 
| 150 public-radio stations. 

And Fresh Air has a lot of influence. Ac- 
cording to a recent article in Publishers 
Weekly, an author’s appearance on Fresh 
Air can sell as many books in some mar- 

| kets as a page-one write-up in the New 
| York Times Book Review. 

Though vitually all of the show’s inter- 
views are taped a day or two in advance 

| and edited down, Fresh Air is beamed live 
| every day from WHYY. Gross often reads 
| the show’s opening and other segments 
| live, and she and Fresh Air’s producers 
worry over these segments until the last 
possible minute. In fact, visiting Fresh Air’s 


cluttered, low-key offices at WHYY is a bit © 


like visiting an idealized version of a col- 
| lege radio station — a place where every- 
| body is bright and funny and never misses 
a cue. 
| As executive producer as well as host, 
Gross presides over the show’s largely fe- 
male staff with a light, benign touch. Most 


of the time she’s tucked away in her office 
or sound studio, coming up with questions 
for her next interview. When she does 
emerge, the pert, neatly attired, diminutive 
(she’s five-foot-one) host likes to wander 
around and get her colleagues’ feedback 
about guests, questions, and edits. Fresh 
Air staffers seem to feel lucky to work 
there. 

For her part, Gross feels lucky to be 
working in radio at all. Born in Brooklyn, 
she “lucked into” a public-radio job in 
Buffalo in 1973, after getting her bache- 
lor’s degree in English and a master’s de- 
gree in communications from the State 
University of New York at Buffalo. She 
hosted several interview shows in Buffalo 
before moving to WHYY two years later. 
The rest, as they say, is history. 

Gross talked with me recently in her 
studio at WHYY, surrounded by piles of 
books, CDs, and tapes of her previous 
shows. “If only my mind was as good a 
recorder as tape is,” she said, glancing 
around her. “I’d know so much.” 

a 

Q: During most of your interviews, the 
guest is in another studio in another city. 
Do you prefer it that way? 

A: Sometimes. It can be distracting hav- 
ing the person right there. Occasionally I'll 
be looking at a guest, and I'll start think- 
ing — God, he looks like Uncle Oscar. Or 
their chin will look like Kirk Douglas’s. 
The weirdest thing will set you off and dis- 
tract you. It’s my job to listen, and if I’m 
thinking about what I’m going to make for 
dinner when I get home, imagine what the 
audience is thinking. So when my mind 
Starts to wander, it’s a clue that I should 
try to make the interview more interesting. 

Q: How do you do that? 

A: It’s not always possible. Sometimes 
you’re just stuck with a really boring 
guest. And sometimes we kill interviews. 


When the guest is so boring that we figure 
we'll be endangering the lives of people 
who are driving, it doesn’t make the air. 

Q: Have you killed many interviews with 
“big name” people? 

A: Oh, yes. I won’t mention names, be- 
cause it’s not my ambition to insult anyone 
by saying how boring they were. I mean, 
they were kind enough to do the interview. 
But yeah, there have been some famous 
Hollywood people we’ve killed. Even if 
somebody’s got a big name, if they’re 
hopelessly unforthcoming or dull, what’s 
the point? 

Q: Can’t bad interviews sometimes be as 
revealing as good ones? 

A: Well, if the guest is uninteresting in a 
dynamic way, like they’re flamboyantly 
odd, that’s one thing. When we had on the 
actor Daniel J. Travanti, he wasn’t unin- 
teresting, but he was so odd. He was so 
unpredictable in what he said, and kind of 
flaky in some way. Not at all what you ex- 
pected. Because you expected his charac- 
ter from Hill Street Blues. And you got 
someone much more flaky. 

Q: Are well-known people who have 
been interviewed extensively a little defen- 
sive going into an interview? 

A: The more famous somebody is, the 
more likely they are to have been dogged 
by the tabloid press. And their defenses go 
up the minute you ask anything remotely 
personal. And of course, I’m not asking 
for those kind of tabloid reasons — I’m 
not trying to shame them or embarrass 
them. My technique for interviewing, if I 
have a technique, is to try to probe some- 
body’s personal life to see how the art that 
we love them for emerged from it. And so 
I try to make connections between the life 
and the work. But in order to do that, you 
need to ask some reasonably difficult 
questions about their life. And yes, I find 
they get very defensive if they’re used to 
being probed by the personality press. 

Q: Do many guests demand that you not 
ask them about some things? 

A: Sometimes a publicist will say, 
“They'll talk about the new movie, but they 
don’t want to talk about their life.” And 
we'll say, “Thank you very much — no 
thanks.” We really don’t like to accept lim- 
its, although I offer the person a chance to 
draw the line between what’s personal and 
what’s public. Because I think everyone 
should have that right. What bothers me is 
when somebody thinks that any question 
at all is just extremely personal. 

Q: What kind of people do you like in- 
terviewing most? 

A: I'd say writers. Only because writers 
have the gift of language — or at least the 
good ones do. And if that gift on paper 
translates into a verbal gift as well, then 
you’ve got somebody who is introspective, 
perceptive, and articulate enough to see 
things that we wouldn’t have seen, and put 
things in ways we haven’t put them. And I 
think that’s one of the greatest gifts an in- 
terview can give you: a perception you 
didn’t have before put into language that 
crystallizes the thought. 

Q: Many authors complain that they run 
up against a lot of really bad interviewers 
— people who haven't read their books. 

A: I hear that from a lot of authors. 
When they are interviewed, the interview- 
ers seem to have read the dust jacket and 
that’s about it. And so they virtually have 
to interview themselves. Which is a prob- 
lem I’m sometimes stuck with. Because if 
you get somebody who has learned how to 
interview themselves because people don’t 
know how to interview them, it’s hard 


sometimes to get them to turn that off. 
You have pages of things you want to ask 
them, and they’re off giving speeches. 

Q: I know New York publicists who 
would die to get their writers on your show. 
Who decides who you'll have on, and how? 

A: Me and the producers. One of us has 
to go through the book and be convinced 
that the author is worthy of our airtime. 
Often we think, “Well the subject is inter- 
esting, but we’re really not sure how the 
author is going to be.” So one of the pro- 
ducers will call the author up and just talk 
with them for a while. Can they talk? Can 
they present the subject that’s in their 
book verbally in an interesting way? And 
sometimes we suspect that the writer will 
be interesting even if the book is a disap- 
pointment. 

Q: What if you have someone on whose 
book you dislike? 

A: If I think the person is fascinating, 
but the book is not one of their greater ef- 
forts, I’ll focus very little on the book. I'l! 
focus more on why I think this person is 
worthy of being on the show. Which might 
have to do with something they’ve done, 
or thought, or things they previously 
wrote. And that comes up with actors. A 
lot of times, their new movie isn’t very 
good, but this is the opportunity for us to 
have them on the show. 

Q: I have heard interviewers say that 
musicians are among the hardest people to 
interview. If that’s true, how do you over- 
come it? 

A: One of the things I try to do is play 
their music on the air. And when it’s ap- 
propriate, get them to react to it. If there’s 
a story about the session or about the 
song, I try to get them to tell it. Or some- 
times I'll use the music as a way of musi- 
cally telling the chronology of their life. If 
the music has gone through obvious phas- 
es, I'll play a track from each of those ma- 
jor phases, and then talk about the phase 
of their life in between each of those 
tracks. We had a very good interview re- 
cently with Gary Burton. It was the first 
time he talked about being gay to the 
press. We gave him a whole hour, and we 
spent the first half just talking about his 
music and his life. About, I mean, how 
many kids get vibraphones from their par- 
ents, you know? Where I grew up you got 
a piano or a guitar, maybe drums or a 
trumpet. Not vibes. We spent the second 
part talking about coming out about five 
years ago and the impact it had on his mu- 
sic, and what it was like when he wasn’t 
out. 

Q: You don’t hear a lot of cutting-edge 
musicians on Fresh Air — rap, that sort of 
thing. 

A: Rap artists are harder to get, because 
we’re invisible to a lot of the promotion 
people who handle rap. When we put in 
our calls for something in the rap world, 
we’re at the bottom of the list. Public radio 
in general used to be invisible to a whole 
sector of the rock world. That’s changed a 
lot. There was even an article in the Times 
that said that for singer-songwriters and 
people on independent labels, public radio 
— and they even mentioned Fresh Air — | 
is the way to go. Because commercial sta- 
tions aren’t going to play it. 

Q: Are there subjects that daunt you, 
that make you feel like you’re on shaky 
ground when you're interviewing someone? 

A: I’m shaky on a lot of subjects. What I 
said to [Soviet expert] Bill Taubman right 
before our interview was: if I mispro- 
nounce a name or if I get a fact wrong 
while I ask a question, please stop me. I'd 
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| rather start again and get it right. I live in 


fear of asking a question with misinforma- 
tion in it. 
Q: Listeners can sometimes tell by the 


| tone of your voice that, during certain in- 
| terviews, you're really enamored of a per- 
| son or the work. Are you awestruck by 


guests very often? 

A: Rarely anymore. I’m used to it. The 
more I love a person’s work, though, the 
more I want to do an interview worthy of 
how I feel about them. And I’ve sometimes 
lost my bearings. It’s a dangerous thing to 
have happen. But the arts aren’t about 
neutrality and objectivity. There’s no point 
in interviewing artists unless you feel 
something, either about them or about 
their work. If my enthusiasm is communi- 


| cated in my questions, fine. If the person 


is lesser-known by the audience, I hope 


| my enthusiasm will cue them that, “Look, 


I think this person is really special and re- 
ally worth listening to,” even if they don’t 
sound like the greatest interviewee. 

Q: What is it about radio that makes it 
so powerful and intimate? 

A: On radio, somehow, there’s really 
this sense that people are talking to you. 
That might have to do with the history of 
the disc jockey, a voice alone in the studio 
talking to you. TV never had anything 
quite like that. And with radio, all the bull- 
shit about hair and clothes and all of that 
is gone. So there’s nothing else to focus 


| on — it’s purely the voice and the words 


and the thoughts. Also, it comes with you. 
I watch TV with my back turned a lot. I go 


| home, and I put on Entertainment Tonight 


or the news, and I’m watching it with my 


| back turned, chopping vegetables for din- 
| ner. But theoretically, when you sit down 


to watch TV you have to enter it on its 
own terms. Radio comes with you — it’s 
in your car, it’s in your office, it’s under 
your pillow, it’s in your ears in the Walk- 


| man. It enters your world. 


Q: Radio also seems to liberate intervie- 


wees. 


A: That’s because all the fixings aren’t 


| there. They don’t have to worry about 
| their posture and how they look — there’s 
| no camera. It’s a little bit easier to forget 
| yourself when it’s just a microphone. 


Q: So often in your interviews there are 
small, revelatory moments with guests that 
one doesn't often get from other interviews. 
Do, you just use your intuition about when 
and where to press someone? 

A: Sometimes I'll save the more intimate 
or personal material until we’re a little far- 
ther into the interview, and I’ll have estab- 
lished a rapport. And maybe they'll trust 
me. Because I think trust is really impor- 
tant in an interview when you’re dealing 
with somebody’s life. They’re revealing to 
you what they believe, what they’ve lived, 
what’s hurt them, what’s given them joy. 
And I believe that your story is one of the 
most valuable things that you have. Once 
you give it away, you can never quite get it 
back again. Once you’ve given it to the 
press, you can never make it private any- 
more —— it’s been made public. If the press 
misinterprets it in some way, you can nev- 


| er completely correct it. No matter how 
| many corrections are published or whatev- 
er. So because of that, people say certain 


things only when they trust the person 


| they are talking to. 


Q: Have you ever asked a question 
you've regretted? 

A: I think there are questions I’ve asked 
too clumsily to merit a really sensitive re- 
sponse. Sometimes I'll listen back and find 
that the question was asked in too jumbled 
a way to get the precise answer I was hop- 
ing for. I haven’t often regretted asking 
something too personal. If I transgress a 
line, people usually let me know. I do try 
to be sensitive to how an interview is go- 
ing, whether or not I think a person can 
handle a question. Questions don’t exist 
on their own. They only make sense in the 
context of who you’re talking to. And 
what’s really no problem at all for one per- 
son is really intimate for another, and you 
have to have a sense of that. 

Q: Are people often surprised at how 
hard you can push? 

A: Some people are offended. When I 
interviewed Breyten Breytenbach [a white 
South African poet living in exile in 
France], he kind of compared me to his 
jailers. He wrote a highly regarded memoir 
a few years ago, and his latest book is a 
memoir about his last trip to South Africa. 
There was a New Yorker profile published 
before he was on the show, and the pro- 
file told about something he’d written 
about. . . . When he was in prison he was 
told that if he confessed and named 
names, they’d cut a deal with him and he’d 
be released early. And he made a confes- 


sion and named some names. And the easy 
treatment never happened. I wanted to 
talk with him about that. I’ve never had 
that experience, and I’m sure I would 
break down very easily. I’m not a person 
with much physical courage, I think. But I 
found it interesting that he behaved differ- 
ently — in a way that some people would 
think of as realistic and others would think 
of as cowardly or traitorous. To me this 
was an important turning point in his life, 
and he really didn’t want to talk about it. I 
think he felt I was passing judgment on 
him. And I fear that maybe my questions 
were phrased in such a way that it sound- 
ed like maybe I was — but that’s not what 
I meant to do. I was quoting part of his 
memoir back to him, in which he said he 
was naive enough to always have faith in 
people. . . . And suddenly he was in jail 
with all these guards who weren't like that 
at all. I asked him what it was like to meet 
these guards who so opposed his view of 
human nature. And he said, “Well, it’s like 


being interviewed by certain people who 
act as if they have your best interests at 
heart but really betray you,” or something 
along those lines. And I said, “We're talk- 
ing about me?” And he said, “Yeah.” I was 
kind of astonished. And then he said to me 
that in interviews like this, it’s like when 
someone says to you, “Come on, once 
again, but with feeling.” And I really em- 
pathized with what he was saying. 

Q: You must face similar situations fair- 
ly often. 

A: That’s the difficulty of doing this 
kind of work. A lot of people have this 
point in their lives when they are sort of 
struck by lightning. If you’re interviewing 
someone and they’ve had this turning 
point in their lives in which everything 
changed, obviously that’s one of the things 
you’re going to need them to talk about in 
order for their life to make sense [to the 
audience]. But that’s probably the point 
that everybody else has wanted them to 
talk about too. You feel your interview 
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wouldn’t be an interview without it, and 
yet you don’t want to do this whole “once 
more with feeling” type thing. I really em- 
pathize, and yet I feel like I have to ask. 

Q: Growing up, were you a big radio 
fan? 

A: I grew up in New York, and I loved 
rock-and-roll radio. Murray the K was my 
favorite DJ. I had a little transistor radio 
that I'd sometimes keep under my pillow | 
while I was going to sleep at night. I'd lis- 
ten without my parents’ knowing. My 
brother is five years older than me, and he 
introduced me to rock-and-roll at a 
younger age than I would have discovered 
it. He got a record player and started buy- 
ing records, and it was wonderful for me. 
We had radio wars with my parents when 
we would drive in the car to visit my rela- 
tives in Long Island. My brother and | 
would battle for rock-and-roll, my parents 
would insist on WNEW. 

Q: What about talk radio?

A: I never listened to talk radio until I 
got to college. I didn’t know it existed. 
When I started listening to interviews on 
the radio, I had gotten out of college and I 
was working. I started listening to WBFO, 
which was the NPR affiliate in Buffalo 
where I got my start. And there was a 
women’s show that I really loved, and an 
interview show in the afternoon that I ab- 
solutely loved. And I ended up hosting 
both of those shows. 

Q: Many women I know — and many 
men — think you have the world’s best job. 

A: Boy, are they kidding themselves. 
The people who think they want my job 
don’t think about how much work it takes 
to do it. | mean, I work all day and all 
night, and I work at least one full day on 
the weekend. I wish I didn’t have to work 
that much, but it’s what it takes to do a 
halfway decent job. I do get a lot of mail 
from women who say that I’m a role mod- 
el, and that they’d really like to have a job 
like mine. That it’s really good to hear a 
woman who can talk to anybody. Who 
doesn’t let men get away with a lot of sex- 
ist presumptions. And so on. 

Q: Are there other interviewers whom 
you admire? 

A: A lot of CBC [Canadian Broadcasting 
Company] people I used to listen to when I 
was living in Buffalo. I’ve learned a lot from 
nearly everyone at NPR. I think Scott Si- 
mon is very extraordinary. Leslie Stahl is a 
terrific political interviewer — I used to 
love it when she hosted Face the Nation. 
She wouldn’t let anybody bullshit her, and 
yet she wasn’t a kind of theatrical interview- 
er like Mike Wallace, who would posture a 
lot. She was straightforward, but wouldn’t 
let anybody get away with anything. 

Q: Were you a born questioner? 

A: I don’t know. I was fairly shy when I 
was young. I certainly wasn’t a born anec- 
dotalist. So in my relationships with peo- 
ple, especially with more talkative people, 
they’d be talking more and I’d be talking 


| less. And I probably did have a lot of rela- 
|| tionships where I was more the listener. 
;| I’m not saying all my relationships were 


that way, but I know I’ve had relationships 
that were. But relationships are different 


| than interviews — or at least I hope so. I 
' mean, God forbid that in my relationships 
| it should be my role to ask questions. 


Q: Have you had to work on your radio 


| voice? 


A: I’ve worked at it. I suspect that I had 
a kind of annoying radio voice when I 


| started out. Of course, to me, I’m not sure 
| it’s still. not annoying — most people’s 


voices annoy them when they hear them. 
When I get nervous, my voice tends to get 


| higher and faster, and I think it was very 
| high and fast when I started. I’m afraid to 


go back and listen to really early tapes to 


| see how I sounded. The longer I got into 


| it, the more I tried to pull my voice from 


deeper down. More from my diaphragm 
and less from the top of my head. And to 


| talk more slowly. I’m from Brooklyn, 


| where people talk fast. 


Q: Do you listen to your own show very 


| often? 


A: I sometimes listen to the show on the 


| way home, because we rebroadcast it in 
| Philadelphia from 7 to 8 p.m. There are 
| days when I really want to listen to it and 


in a perfect world 
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see how something came out, and there 
are days when it is absolutely the last thing 
in the world that I’d want to do — either 
because I was dissatisfied with something 
or because I’ve had enough of my own 
voice for one day. 

Q: When did you first feel that radio was 
something that you'd like to do? 

A: I got my master’s in communications 
because I wanted to go into radio. But 
when I got my BA, I had no idea what the 
hell I wanted to do. I went to college from 
1968 to 1972 at the State University of 
New York at Buffalo, and it was a very 
radical campus. My education was on the 
campus but not in the classroom. After be- 
ing a very good student all my life, when I 
got to college I realized that it wasn’t 
about the classroom. It was the women’s 
movement, the anti-war movement, the 
avant-garde cinema, avant-garde music. 
There was always a poetry reading or an 
experimental film being screened some- 
place. There were jazz and rock concerts 
all the time. There was a very active new- 
music scene there. So I got an incredible 
education through the university — just 
not through the teachers. 

Q: So how did you find your way into 
radio? 

A: Well, after graduation I got my certifi- 
cate to teach, because I figured I could do 
that and support myself. And that was a 
disaster — I got fired real quick. It wasn’t 
until later that I figured out that i wanted to 
go into the media, and I kind of lucked into | 
radio. It was just a lucky break. I was living 
in a house with a whole bunch of people. 
And one of my women roommates was go- 
ing to be on this feminist radio show, so we 
all tuned in. And she came out on the show | 
— before she told us. We were surprised, 
and all wondering how she ended up com- 
ing out on the radio before telling us. So 
when she came home, she told us the whole 
story, It turned out that her lover was the | 
producer of the feminist show, and was 
moving from that show to a lesbian feminist 
show. Consequently, there was going to be 
an opening. My roommate knew I wanted 
to get into radio, and she said, “Why.don’t I 
give you the phone number of one of the 
producers of the feminist show — call her 
up, tell her you want to work on the show, 
and see what happens.” Being fairly shy, 
and having no clue about how one got in- 
volved in work like that, it was so helpful to 
have a name, a phone number, and a refer- 
ence. And that’s what I did. I called up one 
of the producers, and she said, “Why don’t 
you come up. We’re producing a show on 
divorce. Why don’t you see if you can come 
up with some questions?” I was going 
through an annulment at the time, so | 
didn’t have to do any research — I knew all 
the questions. I wrote up the questions, and 
they knew they were good — they were. 
And they said that I could work with them. 
And if it wasn’t for all of that, I don’t think I 
ever would have found work that I fell in 
love with. 

Q: It seems like there are so many smart, 
talented, interesting people who never find 
work that suits them, that lets them use 
their talents. 

A: I was sure that I was going to be one 
of them. What I really dreamed about was 
work that I’d fall in love with. I mean, I’d 
had lovers, I’d had boyfriends, I knew 
what that was like — I was actually confi- 
dent about myself in that area. But I’d 
never had work that I loved. So when | 
found it, it was thrilling. os

THE BOSTON PHOENIX 


Beyond red sauce: A revival 
restaurant with real finesse 


by Robert Nadeau 


uch is the popularity of 

North End restaurants 

these days that at 6:30 on 

a Saturday night, lines 

had already formed out- 
side La Famiglia, Terramia, Giacomo’s, 
Pomodoro, and Artu. 

So we went into Alloro, which was 
empty. And sat down to one of the best 
restaurant meals of recent years. 

Alloro is not the most authentic or 

elaborate restaurant in Boston — and it 
doesn’t even serve dessert or coffee — 
but it achieves such high quality over its 
short menu that I enjoyed it more than 
the higher-priced spreads. And it does 
have a significant innovation in menu 
prose. Dishes are named simply by what 
they are, albeit in Italian. So the menu 
shows you, in large script, coniglio or 
linguine fine or zuppa. The 
details about the ingredi- 
ents, which so clutter up 
menus now, are in smaller 
script — and in English. I 
found this menu easier to 
read and understand, and 
more relaxing, than most. 
. ’ Q 
young and honest it hasn’t 
even used the now-ubiqui- 
tous trick of bracketing an 
otherwise ordinary dinner 
with superb beginnings and 
endings. Alloro’s first move 
is a dish of olive oil and 
roasted garlic accompanied 
by a basket of whole-wheat 
rolls the shape of small 
footballs. The rolls are 
good, not great. Their 
warmth will fool you long 
enough to get them into the 
olive oil — which is also 
good, not great. The garlic 
is excellent, however. 


petizers. But one of them is 

a brilliant version of calamari alla griglia 
($5), the squid pieces just lightly grilled 
to bring out the flavor, and dropped onto 
an even-more-delicate cream sauce 
flecked with spinach or parsley. Add a 
few slices of select fresh tomato, and this 
is a symphony in pastels, the fresh flavors 
good as new in this difficult season. In- 
salata Gorgonzola ($4) is a fine salad of 
Bibb lettuce, cress, and red onion — all 
covered with a yummy dressing based on 
balsamic vinegar and the eponymous blue 
cheese. 

The current zuppa ($3) is not Italian at 
all, but a lovely adaptation of the Por- 
tuguese caldo verde, a subtle kale soup 
with potatoes for body and a few slices of 
sausage for flavor. We exclaimed, “Ah, 
Portuguese soup!” And our waiter rushed 
over and said, “Did you say Por- 
tuguese?” 

Was it a North End curse we had ut- 
tered? “No, I’m Portuguese,” he ex- 
plained. “So I got that onto the menu.” 
We were glad he did. 

Since the place was empty, we invei- 
gled a half-order of the rigatoni ($10 as 
a dinner) for an appetizer. Of the many 
pastas on the menu, this is the one for 
red-sauce nostalgics. Although the sauce 
incorporated large chunks of tomatoes, 
it managed to attain the caramelized 
richness of the cooked-for-hours red 
sauces of yore. Fresh basil and roasted 
garlic carried the high and low notes 
with flair. 

A dish of linguine fine ($12), made 
aromatic with large leaves of fresh basil, 
came to the table. I’m sure the effect

worked so well because the restaurant 
was nearly empty and it was easier to 
smell things. But this was masterful work 
with a simple wine sauce: very low in fat, 
impeccably fresh, and featuring tiny 
clams in their shells. The linguine, like all 
the pastas at Alloro, isn’t homemade, but 
it was done just al dente. 

Conchiglie ($14) is a dish of shells, the 
perfect pasta for a Newburg-like sauce of 
sherry and cream, with shrimp and small 
nests of fresh spinach. 

The readers begin to nudge each other 
and whisper. Yo, Freddy, bust this — this 
dude is writing all this fancy rap and he’s 
eating, like, spaghetti with tomato sauce, 
more spaghetti with clam sauce, and 
seafood Newburg on shells. This is sup- 
posed to be some great new jack restau- 
rant. But it doesn’t even have a line out- 
side, and this so-called critic is raving up 
and down about the spinach. 

No kids, really, sometimes you have to 
give props to the old 
school. And in any case, 
these dishes were never 
this good in the old days. 
Alloro is a revival with fi- 
nesse. 

And when you get into 
platters like the rabbit and 
salmon, the food is as Ital- 
ian nouvelle as anything on 
Hanover Street. The rabbit 
dish, er, coniglio ($15), is 
a brilliant roasting job on a 
rabbit of the quality you 
find only in the North End. 
This doesn’t taste “like 
chicken” — it tastes much 
better than chicken. The 
natural roasting juices are 
worked into a diner-style 
gravy, but with flavor, and 
poured over real mashed 
potatoes laced with garlic. 
This is great eating. 

Salmone ($16) was near- 
ly as good, held back only 
by the blandness of farmed 
salmon. On the plus side, 
the salmon is beautifully boned and re- 
formed into a medallion, with designs of 
fresh thyme baked into the top. This was 
set on sautéed broccoli rabe, and that on 
lentils in a cream sauce. Other than 
adding a little lemon to perk up the 
salmon (it’s rich enough already), you 
could hardly improve this. 

Alloro has a fun wine list of Italian and 
Cal-Ital bottles, some at $12 and $15. 
We splurged on the Tokay of Villa Volpe 
(Pasini, $18), a white sprightly enough to 
stand up to various foods, and especially 
good with the rabbit. 

Service, with the restaurant empty, 
was ideal. As the room filled up (about 
8:30, so don’t ignore those reserva- 
tions), a second server came on and 
things seemed to be moving well. Alloro 
is a pretty room, with tin-covered walls 
painted tan and gray. The artwork at 
the moment is a display of black-and- 
white photographs. There is back- 
ground music, a lot of it pop or world 
beat in Spanish(!). Of course, Sinatra 
does get in a song now and then, and 
one fights the impulse to stand up and 
salute. Despite the quarry-tile floor and 
—y storefront, reflected sound is not 

ad. 

Now the fun part. Alloro has no coffee 
or dessert. So the owner suggested Caffe 
della Sport across the street. Being more 
of a literary than a sporty crowd, we went 
to Café Paradiso instead. Whatever this 
decision costs Alloro per check, it is 
worth it to “out-source” the Italian 
desserts and lend a cosmopolitan sense 
to one’s evening out. Q 
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Shawarma King 


Shawarma is a Lebanese form of gyro — meat from vertical spits of 
pressed lamb, chicken,-or beef prepared in the halal style (slaughtered 
according to Moslem law). Shawarma, for decades a culinary fixture in 
New York, came to Boston in 1987, with the opening of Shawarma King. 
The restaurant’s tiny, bright storefront is still alive and bustling. Counter- 
men trim juicy lamb or chicken from the upright rotisseries, split golden 
felafel, and slice savory pickles. The quality of the meat is high, produce 
is fresh, and flavors are pronounced. 


The rolled, portable sandwiches ($3 to $4) come with familiar Mid-

al ones like fool madamas (fava beans and chickpeas), labaneh (cream

ful, creamy hummus and baba 


ganoosh) as well more unusu- 


cheese and black olive), and makanek (dark sausage). 

Varieties of pizzetta ($2 to $2.50) include lamejun (lamb, tomato, 
and onion) and zatar (thyme, sesame, and olive oil). Desserts ($1 to $3) 
range from baklava to a variety of goodies made from rosewater, pista- 
chio, walnut, coconut, and sweet cheese.

Call 424-1861. A second restaurant, Shawarma King II, located at 
1383 Beacon Street, in Brookline, is open Monday through Saturday 
from noon to midnight, and on Sunday from noon to 11 p.m.

Coolidge revival 


he Coolidge Corner Theatre seems to be in re- 
é covery from a crisis that threatened its liveli- 
hood. As 1993 came to a close, the Brookline 
cinema faced a budget deficit serious enough that when 
board member Robert Dimmick spoke before a De- 
cember screening of Metropolis, he told the audience 
that their beloved venue might not survive very far into 
1994. Coming in the middle of the theater’s 60th an- 
niversary celebration, this was a startling cry for help. 
Coolidge fans responded with all the speed and heart of 
Clarence, the angel in Jt’s a Wonderful Life. 
According to David Kleiler, whose eclectic pro- 
gramming of the Coolidge makes it an indispensable

much as $1000. Many bought the basic membership 
package, which includes ticket discounts, and special- 
event invitations, at $25. 

The Coolidge deficit for its 1993 budget was $30,000, 
and though nobody’s saying that that has been entirely 
recouped, the membership increase and a Chicago foun- 
dation’s matching grant for recent donations put the the- 
ater on more stable ground. More important, the success 
of the sudden-death drive bodes well for what’s ahead: 
an everyday commitment to fundraising that must pro- 
vide for 15 to 20 percent of the annual budget, which is 
about $800,000. This new-found fiscal conscientious- 
ness developed after a business-practices analysis was 
done for the theater in November. 

An increasing membership is good for cash, of 


course, but it also proves to grant makers that this 
nonprofit is worth their support. Recent contributors 
include the Mass Cultural Council, Polaroid, and Legal 
Sea Foods. The Brookline Community Fund has 
backed a program that will incorporate Coolidge fare 
with the Brookline High School curriculum. And the 
Brookline Arts Council is helping the theater increase 
its attention to locally produced independent films, via 
programming that will begin as a monthly series in 
March. 

Kleiler is delighted by the audience’s vindication of 
the theater’s spirit, which is characterized by Coolidge 
board chair Felice Kincannon as “celebration, preserva- 
tion, exploration.” Given new life by filmgoing 
Clarences, the Coolidge can continue to celebrate to- 
day’s best, like Farewell My Concubine, which the the- 
ater brought in after its first run ended; preserve the 
classics, like Laura, which screened last Monday; and

Eastwood’s Unforgiven as mediocre. Its

dim vision of mainstream film. How, he wonders, 
could an informed reviewer revere Eastwood’s movie 
when it was but an unworthy heir to classics like John 
Huston’s The Treasure of the Sierra Madre and John 
Ford’s The Searchers? 

Cox offers an estranged heir to classics of that sort 
with his new Highway Patrolman. Sharing their basic 
components, it is a spare, elemental tale that looks for 
depth in the moral struggles of its characters and the 
forbidding magnificence of its landscapes. But many of 
the movie's specifics separate it from tradition. It was 
filmed in Mexico with a Mexican cast and in Spanish. 
Its conflicted hero is not a macho cowboy or a wizened

Restored Streetcar 


Warner Bros. puts the ambiguity back into Desire

he legendary performances 

in Elia Kazan’s adaptation of 

Tennessee Williams’s Pulit- 

zer Prize-winning play tend 

to make us forget that the 
film was a landmark in other, perhaps 
more significant ways. The 1993 version 
— four minutes have been restored — 
now screening in a ravishingly beautiful 
new print at the Brattle is a reminder of 
| what Kazan and Williams tried to achieve. 
Without question, few pictures have 
| made such an impact on movie acting. 
| Nominated for the top four acting Oscar 
| nominations in 1951 — Best Actor for 
Marlon Brando, Best Actress for Vivien 
Leigh, Best Supporting Actor for Karl 
Malden, and Best Supporting Actress for 
Kim Hunter — it won all but the first. 

Brando, of course, would triumph more 

profoundly and lastingly. Although he lost 
| the Oscar -to sentimental favorite Hum- 
phrey Bogart in The African Queen, his 
Method portrayal of prototypical asshole 
and charmer Stanley Kowalski would 
transform movie acting for the next four 
decades. He’d be nominated for Best Ac- 
tor the next three years, finally winning in 
1954 for Kazan’s On the Waterfront. 


But before the thespian crew of Desire 
could enjoy their triumph, the filmmakers 
endured a struggle that resulted in seem- 
ing defeat for freedom of expression and 
artistic integrity. A Pulitzer Prize winner, 
Williams’s play of the fading Southern 
belle Blanche du Bois’s fatal visit to the 
squalid French Quarter apartment of her 
sister Stella and Stella’s feral husband, 
Stanley, was an allegory of tradition and 
change, artifice and nature, truth and illu- 
sion, repression and desire. It dealt can- 
didly with homosexuality, female promis- 
cuity, domestic violence, and rape — all 
matters proscribed by the the still powerful 
Hays Office, whose puritanical Motion 
Picture Production Code, formulated in 
1934, was the precursor to today’s rating 
system. Even worse, it delved into moral 
ambiguity, a far more treacherous terrain 
as far as the watchdogs were concerned. 

Kazan, Williams, and co-screenwriter 
Oscar Saul, under the supervision of ner- 
vous studio head Jack Warner, grudgingly 
adjusted the screenplay to the Code’s 
strictures, eliminating references to the 
homosexuality of Blanche’s late husband, 
Allan. On the issue of the climactic rape 
scene, however, Kazan and Williams re- 
mained firm. The Hays Office wanted to 
make it a figment of Blanche’s dementia, 
yet another fabrication by which she en- 
deavored to tear apart her sister Stella’s 
marriage. In other words, they determined 
to punish the victim in order to maintain 
family values. 

Williams would have none of it. “The 
rape of Blanche by Stanley,” he wrote to 
Hays Office head James Breen, “is a piv- 
otal, integral truth in the play, without 
which the play loses its meaning, which is 


the ravishment of the tender, the sensitive, 
the delicate, by the savage and brutal 
forces of modern society. It is a poetic plea 
for comprehension.” 

Williams’s plea for comprehension was 
partly successful. The rape scene was re- 
tained, but unlike Leigh’s violation by 
Clark Gable 12 years earlier in Gone with 
the Wind, the act was not rewarded. The 
hitherto unpunished Stanley would have to 
pay a price — Stella would leave him. 
Thus compromised, the film was complet- 
ed. Its virtue, though, would undergo fur- 
ther assault. The Legion of Decency, a 
powerful Catholic institution that rated 
films according to their fitness for the 
faithful, threatened to give Streetcar a “C” 
or “Condemned” rating — making it a sin 
for any Catholic to see it — unless further 
cuts were made. Under pressure from the 
Legion, and without the assent or collabo- 
ration of Kazan and Williams, an addition- 
al four minutes of footage was removed. 

That version has been the Streetcar that 
viewers have seen for the last 43 years. It 
doesn’t differ drastically from the restored 
“director’s cut” recently released by Warn- 
er Bros. What was pared away in those 
four minutes was not substance but nu- 
ance and subtlety, the essence of art and 
the enemy of censorship. 

A few lines of dialogue, some reaction 
shots, a scene lingered on a little longer 
than before — what has been restored 
blurs the clear lines the Hays Office and 
the Legion of Decency wanted to impose 
on Williams’s murky and intimately moral 
work. What’s most telling about the new 
version is not what it reveals about the re- 
pressive moral standards of the censors 
but what it reveals they have in common

with the liberal and feminist cultural critics 
of today. If nothing else, the restored 
Streetcar is less politically correct than the 
version we’re accustomed to. 

The Legion’s chief problem with the 
movie was not Blanche’s sexuality but 
Stella’s. It was satisfied with the way the 
script had been tinkered with to make 
Blanche’s weakness for young men seem a 
matter of neurosis and grief. By prefacing 
her attempted seduction of a newspaper 
boy, for example, with a flashback reverie 
to Allan’s suicide, the film convinced the 
Legion that her desire was a product of 
pathology and not just healthy appetite. 

More discerning viewers see that the 
matter is more complicated. Leigh’s 
supremely delicate and subtle performance 
implies as much fascination as outrage at 
the raw animalism of Brando’s Stanley. 
When they first meet, it’s not she who 
looks away shyly from his gaze, as 
Williams calls for in the original play, but 
he who avoids hers. They are sizing each 
other up, two formidable members of anti- 
thetical cultures and sensibilities, two radi- 
cally different acting styles, opposites who 
at once recognize their differences — and 
their common interests. When the cat in 
heat shrieks in the night, you feel the elec- 
tricity as Leigh grabs Brando’s arm. 

But such subversive touches by Kazan 
and his cast were overlooked by the Le- 
gion. What really bothered it was that Stel- 
la did indeed enjoy doing the nasty with 
her brawny Polack. The most extensive 
cuts in the film occur not in the controver- 
sial rape scene but much earlier, and they 
detract from a superb Kim Hunter perfor- 
mance. Blanche has taken the streetcar 
named Desire and made the exchange at 
Cemetery to get to Elysian Fields, where 
she finds not refuge, but drunkenness, vio- 
lence, ignorance and lust. More shocking, 
she discovers her sister kind of likes it. 

When Stanley assaults Stella during a 
sweaty, boozy poker game after being in- 
flamed by Blanche’s attempt to create 
“enchantment” by turning on the radio 
and putting a Chinese lantern over a 
naked light bulb, the fracas in the restored 
version is both more horrifying and more 
hilarious than what’s in the truncated ver- 
sion. Now Stanley actually lands blows on 
his pregnant wife and raises bruises. For 
Stella to return to Stanley after such rep- 
rehensible behavior would be uncon- 
scionable for the Legion — as it would: be 
for most feminist critics today. He could 
be a brute, but at least this early in the 
game his behavior would have to be for- 
givable. 

But Stella was a little too forgiving. 
Blanche is shocked when Stella leaves the 
shelter of her upstairs neighbor Eunice’s 
apartment in answer to Stanley’s id-like 
calling of her name. The Legion was 
shocked by it too, especially by the extend- | 
ed close-up reaction shots Kazan included | 
that express a turmoil of contradictory fear 
and desire followed by utter, blissful sub- 
mission. Those had to go, as did most of 
the morning-after scene, in which Blanche 
confronts Stella (who’s wearing only a 
sheet) about her capitulation to Stanley. 
Stella’s post-coital lounging is cut short, 
as is her winsome reminiscence of her 
wedding night, when Stanley smashed all 
the light bulbs with her slipper and she 
found it “kind of exciting.” 

At this point, most politically correct 
critics would insist that Streetcar resolve 
itself in John Wayne Bobbitt fashion. The 
Legion was not quite as draconian. But 
though the passion, poetry, and skill of the 
performances and of Williams’s vision 
shine through the tamperings, something 
had been violated. These cuts, like the 
changes imposed by the Hays Office, were 
not so much substantive as interpretative. 
There had to be a moral. Whether Blanche 
was the demented, treacherous villainess 
or Stanley the subhuman rapist, someone 
had to be punished and moral order re- 
stored. Ambivalence was not to be tolerat- 
ed. 

As Kazan, Williams, and Blanche recog- 
nize, however, ambivalence is the nature of 
art, and of humanity. When Blanche’s 
would-be suitor Mitch (Karl Malden) de- 
nounces her for not being “straight” with 
him, Bianche replies, “a line is straight, or 
a street, but not the human heart.” Desire | 
does not travel the predictable and regulat- | 
ed tracks of a streetcar, and neither can a 
work of art comply with the narrow dic- 
tates of a Code or a Legion of Decency. In 
the end, it was the art that triumphed. | 
Streetcar has endured, and the Hays Of- 
fice has not; its victory over Williams and 
Kazan made clear its inadequacy. But new 
Codes threaten. If Streetcar were made to- 
day, how much of its integrity would sur- 
vive the attacks of the self-righteous? QO

Reality takes a bite out of the 
lucrative slacker demographic

s a label, neither “twen- 
tysomethings” nor “slack- 
ers” nor “Generation X” is 
evocative enough to make 
the hearts of today’s young 
adults fill with song. A colleague of mine 
has suggested the label “Schoolhouse 
Rock Generation,” after those Saturday- 
morning jingles from the early ’70s that 
made unforgettable musical mnemonics 
out of multiplication tables, parts of 
speech, and little civics lessons. 

Proof of the value of this label comes at 
the beginning of Reality Bites, when 
Winona Ryder and her friends celebrate 
their graduation from college by singing 
“Conjunction Junction” (“What’s that 
function . . .”). Later in the film, when 
she’s depressed, Ryder moans, “I’m just a 
bill . . .” If you’re the right age to have 
learned how to sing the Preamble to the 
Constitution (“Wee the pee-ple . . .”), Re- 
ality Bites is aimed at you. 

Of course, if there’s one other thing that 
unites Schoolhouse Rockers, it’s their dis- 
trust of such labels or anything else that 
can be used to lump together people their 
age for marketing and demographic pur- 
poses. Reality Bites bills itself as “a come- 
dy about love in the ’90s,” but its flannel is 
threadbare enough to reveal its marketing 
strategy. From its grunge trappings to its 
college-rock soundtrack to its blink-and- 
you'll-miss-’em cameos by Lemonhead 
Evan Dando, MTV’s Karen “Duff” Duffy, 
and Soul Asylum’s Dave Pirner (Ryder’s 
real-life boyfriend), it’s clear that Reality 









means first to take a bite out of the lucra- 
tive Singles demographic, second to draw 
older and younger viewers with its conven- 
tional romantic-comedy plot, and third, 
maybe to offer some actual insights into 
the sardonic, frustrated lives so many 
Schoolhouse Rockers seem to live. 

Ryder is Lelaina, the class valedictorian 
whose graduation speech is filled with 
glib indictments of the Baby Boomers 
for throwing themselves an economic, 
environmental, ethical, sexual party 
and leaving Lelaina and her peers to 
clean up their mess. In the real world, 
though, she discovers that life is a little 
trickier. Crashing with Lelaina and Vicki 
(Janeane Garofalo), who believes her job 
at the Gap is the best she can hope for, is 
unemployed songwriter Troy (Ethan 
Hawke), whom Lelaina derides as “a mas- 
ter of time suckage.” An aspiring docu- 
mentarist, she’s shooting a video about the 
chaotic lives of her friends, including Vic- 
ki, Troy, and Sammy (Steve Zahn), who’s 
bracing himself to come out of the closet. 
She’s a production assistant for a 
talk show hosted by crass 
oldster John Ma- 
honey, who stifles 
her ambitions by 
reminding her 
that countless 
unpaid interns 
weuld jump to 
have her job. 
But her real 
problem is 
choosing be- 
tween two suit- 
ors: Michael 
(Ben Stiller), a 
slick but inartic- 
ulate corporate 
middle manager 
at an MTV-like 
channel called In 
Your Face, and 
Troy, who uses 
his ultracool de- 
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tachment to shield his true feelings. 
Reality is Stiller’s debut as a director, 
and it shows the same strengths and weak- 
nesses as his Emmy-winning but short- 
lived Fox TV series. As on The Ben Stiller 
Show, he proves brilliant at parodying pop 
culture. His MTV spoofs in Reality are hi- 
larious, and he 
gets most of 
the tacky 
70s 
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retro-kitsch ephemera right. Yet he’s never 
shown that he grasps the quirks of real life 
as lived off screen, or that he understands 
what makes them funny. Schoolhouse 
Rockers often find themselves trapped in 
vicious cycles of irony because they are 
aware of the gap between their aspirations 
and reality, but Stiller and rookie screen- 
writer Helen Childress routinely confuse 
irony with cynicism and sarcasm. Offers 
Lelaina, “I can’t really define irony, 
but I know it when I see it.” 
Ryder, bless her, is in- 
capable of being less than 
real, even when she’s

ews flash: there is corrup- 
tion in college basketball! 
Recruiting violations 
abound, with high-school 
stars demanding and re- 
ceiving outrageous gifts of cars, clothes, 
and cash in return for their services on the 
court, which will earn millions of dollars 
for the school. Often the players barely 
meet the college’s academic requirements, 
and they leave the school with less than a 
full education.

Blue Chips, which exposes such hypo- 
critical (if not illegal) practices, might have 
come as a surprise 12 years ago, when 
then-neophyte screenwriter Ron Shelton 
wrote it. Since then, reports of NCAA re- 
cruiting violations have become as com- 
monplace as Bill Laimbeer’s fouls.

The Air Up There have addressed corrup- 
tion in NCAA football and basketball pro- 
grams. (Another film on this subject, Above 
the Rim, is due later this year.) So though 
Blue Chips is a solid enough drama, much 
of its impact will be lost on viewers who 
will wonder what the big deal is. 

The film’s protagonist is Pete Bell (Nick 
Nolte), head coach at fictional Western 
University. As college basketball has be- 
come more dog-eat-dog, Bell’s refusal to 
pay players under the table has kept the 
best prospects — the “blue chip” players 
— from enrolling at Western and sapped 
the quality of the Dolphins’ roster. After 
his first losing season, Pete is desperate to 
build a winning team, and he slowly suc- 
cumbs to pressure from the alumni, partic- 
ularly “friend of the program” Happy (J.T. 
Walsh), to sink to the level of the less 
scrupulous schools. 

Nolte has based his character in part on 
the volcanic Indiana University coach 
Bobby Knight (who helped Nolte prepare 
and who appears in the film as himself). 
His Pete is first shown contemptuously be- 
rating his losing squad, but he makes it 
clear that he has a fatherly concern for his 
players that continues off the court. When 
he recruits inner-city kid Butch, Indiana 
farm boy Ricky, and (most improbably) 
feral Bayou giant Neon (Shaquille 
O’Neal), Pete truly believes he will im- 
prove their lives with his mentorship and a 
Western education, in that order. Nolte 


makes Pete sympathetic even through his 
gradual descent into corruption, so that by 
the end, when he says, “I’ve become what 
I despise,” we too wonder how we came to 
this point and sank so low. 

Nolte gets fine support from Mary Mc- 
Donnell, as Pete’s amicably divorced ex- 
wife who’s still his conscience; Ed 
O’Neill, as a sportswriter who smells 
something fishy in the Dolphins’ talent 
pool; and Alfre Woodard, as Butch’s 
mother, who sees the various colleges’ in- 
terest in her son as her family’s ticket out 
of a dangerous ghetto. 

The best things about the film are its 
basketball sequences. Shelton, who based 
his screenplay for White Men Can’t Jump

New ABCs 


The Critic dangles on 
its own empty scaffolding

hanks to Steven Bochco and 
other producers, doctors, 
lawyers, policemen, and In- 
dian chiefs have all had their 
own TV shows. Now, thanks 


| to James Brooks (and The Simpsons’ Al 


| Jean and Mike Reiss), we critics have our 


| own show too. The Critic (Wednesdays at 


8:30 p.m. on ABC), an animated sit-com 
that recently debuted, stars the voice of 
Jon Lovitz as Jay Sherman, a bald, 36- 
year-old divorced father who makes his 


living reviewing films on a Manhattan-: 


| based cable TV show called Coming At- 
| tractions. Sherman’s rating gimmick is 
| something called a Shermometer, but his 


war song — and the show’s rallying cry 
— is “It Stinks!” 

Gleefully exploiting the saturation of 
movie culture, the show makes fun of re- 
viewers who can’t describe one film with- 
out comparing it to another, as well as a 
society that nourishes Arnold Schwarneg- 
ger in something called Rabbi, P.I. (Not to 


| mention a film in which Lou Gehrig is 
| saved from the disease to which he gave his 


| name by a magic oil.) Is it any wonder that 


Jay ends one review with the words “And 


| that is why Goldie Hawn should be shot”? 


But for all that it’s knowing, intelligent, 
and often hilarious, The Critic may not do 


| for critics what Hill Street Blues did for

cops. This show wants you to think that 
everyone who grows up to be a critic is 
born dissatisfied. (You sit through all five 
episodes of Nightmare on Elm Street and 
try to think of something nice to say.) I 
don’t mind that it takes potshots at the 
idea of the critic as celebrity, or at the crit- 
ic as nebbish whose entire wardrobe con- 
sists of Silence of the Lambs T-shirts. 
What’s alarming is that Sherman’s lot in 
life is portrayed in the show’s opening se- 
quence, when he steps onto the rink at 
Lincoln Center and the ice breaks. Why all 
this hostility towards critics, you ask. Bet- 
ter you should ask, why so much hostility 
towards audiences? 

So far, such dramatic scaffolding as 
plots and likable supporting characters 
have taken second place to the barrage of 
clever one-liners. But would-be fans ought 
to wonder about the implications. of a pro- 
gram that insults its own viewers. It’s not 
just that it’s easier to identify with Homer 
Simpson, a man, who like all of us, would 
sell his soul for a doughnut. In a recent 
episode, a test audience rates Jay Sherman 
as less popular than Hitler. Asked who 
Hitler is, one tester replies, “He played the 
mailman on Cheers.” It’s one thing for a 
show to make fun of a public that gives 
power to its critics’ thumbs up/thumbs 
down verdicts. It’s quite another to neglect 
to explain why critics are a good idea.

the direction of Grace Under Fire (Wednes- 
days at 9:30 p.m. on ABC), the latest model 
from the Carsey-Warner factory.

NPR plumbs the depth 
of tt: black sacred Sretiaten: 


‘by Norman Weinstein 


old on to the edge of your 

seats, brothers and sisters, 

because NPR is about to 

launch an ambitious 26- 

week series on African- 
American sacred music. And whatever your 
attitudes about religion and religious music, 
there are bound to be a number of soul- 
shaking and attitude-altering moments for 
you within the very first program. 

Such a sustained presentation of black 
sacred music is long overdue. The printed 
literature about this style pales in compari- 
son with the amount of information avail- 
able about jazz, soul, and blues. Stores 
specializing in these recordings are few 
and far between. And unless you're an ac- 
tive member of an African-American 
church, your opportunities to hear this 
style in concert are limited. 

Yet no form of current American pop 
music is untouched by the influence of 
gospel. Just think of Aretha Franklin’s 
soulful shouts, the groans of James Brown, 


the ecstatic crooning of Stevie Wonder. 
We're talking about gospel’s spell, the 
legacy of spirituals, sanctified singing, and 
instrumental styles. 

What this program offers is 
singer and scholar Bernice 
Johinson Reagon, leader of the a 
cappella group Sweet Honey in 
the Rock, narrating a multi- 
faceted story linking the growth 
of black sacred music to key 
movements in black history. 
Reagon is an inspiring, if some- 
what tendentious, guide. Her 
choice of participants is impres- 
sive: historian Vincent Harding, 
opera diva Jessye Norman, vo- 
calist Isaac Freeman of the Fair- 
field Four. No surprises here. 
But what is surprising, particu- 
larly in the context of the open- 
ing program in this lengthy se- 
ries, are the unexpected jazz 
voices: drummer Max Roach 





Weston plays an exquisite piano solo, a 
type of glory-to-the-most-high-Monk 
(Thelonious, Holy Order of the Bird) 
hymn entitled “A Prayer for Us All.” “All 
music is the language of God,” he com- 
ments, suggesting that Reagon’s definition 
of sacred black music is gloriously broad 
and deep. 

Any series of this type runs the risk of 
preaching to the converted. As a non- 
Christian previewing these programs, I 
have to admit there was a scattering of un- 
comfortable moments. The snippets of in- 
terviews with various black ministers reveal 
more of their sturdy determination to save 
souls through music than their full-blooded 
humanity or, say, humor. This seriousness 
of tone is certainly set by Reagon in the 
opening minutes of program one. But once 
you hear the deep bass line of the Fairfield 
Four, once you soar with the jubilant spirit 
of the Mighty Clouds of Joy, once you float 
with a Billy Preston organ solo, any dis- 
comfort is long forgotten. 

These programs are filled with perform- 
ers who obviously believe — utterly — in 
the words they sing. In a music industry 
replete with insincerity, it takes some get- 
ting used to, this sacred music that reflects

so much spiritual need instead of material 
greed. Even the most commercialized 
number on the first program, a disco num- 
ber by the Winans, is prefaced by one of 
the Winans telling how a hustler “got 
saved” by hearing the words and music on | 
a disco dance floor. 
Whether dressed in disco gowns with | 
synthesized dance beats or delivered straight | 
with unaccompanied vocals, black sacred | 
music is an art of dramatic extremes. Blis- 
tering and ragged vocals put you into the 
pain of the crucifixion. Rhapsodically 
adorned musical lines offer glimpses of par- 
adise. This is not a style for the timid. Per- 
haps the sheer emotional intensity of black 
sacred music explains the lack of a mass au- 
dience. The words of Zora Neale Hurston 
haunt us a half-century after their publica- 
tion: “These songs by their very beauty 
cross over from the little store-fronts . . . to 
the larger and more fashionable congrega- 
tions and from there to the great world.” 
Think of this series as a major attempt 
to help this music cross over to the great 
world. The 60-minute programs are fast- 
paced and expertly conceived. The sound 
engineering is sterling. Never before have I 
heard so clearly field recordings of spiritu- 
als transmuted into civil-rights songs. For 
all Reagon’s omnipresence as narrator, she 
knows when to let the musical perfor- | 
mances speak for themselves. 
Even if you had the time, knowledge, | 
and finances to build your own black sa- | 
cred-music library on disc, you’d never be | 
able to obtain some of the delightful rari- | 
ties presented here. My favorite is a recent | 
field recording taken at a Chicago funeral | 
home. The staff hold their own musical re- 
ligious service every morning. And if you 
can forgive the pun, it must be some lucky 
stiff who can hear all that joyous shouting, 
stomping, and singing. Mahalia Jackson 
said that she sang sacred music because it 
made her feel good all over. Look out. It | 
may do the same for you. QO |

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Fine feathers 


The MFA’s Audubon show 
isn’t just for the birds

“JOHN JAMES AUDUBON: THE WA- 
TERCOLORS FOR THE BIRDS OF 
AMERICA.” At the Museum of Fine 
Arts, through April 10. 


ainer Maria Rilke wrote 
that God made birds so 
we'd know what angels 
look like. If you’ve never 
seen an angel (69 percent 
of Americans believe in them, according to 
a recent Time cover story), you can discov- 
er what you've been missing at the Museum 
of Fine Arts, where some 90 magnificent 
| feathered creatures — from celestial hum- 
| mingbirds and parakeets to dark angels of 
prey like the osprey and the red-shouldered 
| hawk — appear in all their glory through 
| April 10 in the astonishing two-by-three- 
| foot watercolors that John James Audubon

executed for The Birds of America. You 
won’t just be seeing great birds, either. 
You'll be seeing great art. 

These days, we associate Audubon with 
nature conservancies and bird-watching. 
But in his time he revolutionized the way 
birds were depicted, and no Western 
artist has been able to match him since; 
his only peer is his Japanese contempo- 
rary Hiroshige. You can get an immediate 
sense of the change he effected by look- 
ing at his Northern Goshawk, Cooper’s 
Hawk, a collage spanning 1809 to 1829. 
The adult goshawk and cooper’s hawk at 
the bottom (1809; 1810-19) are from 
Audubon’s “paint like an Egyptian” 
phase: perched sedately and shown in po- 
lite profile, they’re all ready for the taxi- 
dermist. The immature goshawk at the 
top (circa 1829) is a different story: feet 
spread, wings and tail beginning to lift, 
head forward and mouth open, he’s about 
to*dive after some luckless prairie dog. 


‘ 
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It’s the beginning of showing birds as 
they really are. 

Audubon’s own beginnings were scarce- 
ly so promising. He was born in 1785 in 
what is now Haiti, the illegitimate son of a 
French sea captain and a chambermaid 
who died several months after his birth. 
His father sent him to France (where, he 
later claimed, he studied with Jacques- 
Louis David) and then, in 1803, to Ameri- 
ca, to avoid conscription into Napoleon's 
army. He settled on his father’s estate in 
Mill Grove, near Philadelphia, but within 
five years he had sold the estate, married 
an English-born neighbor named Lucy 
Bakewell, and moved to Kentucky. A se- 
ries of unsuccessful businesses culminated 
in his declaring bankruptcy and going to 
debtors’ prison in 1819. 

At that point Audubon decided to forget 
business and turn to art. For the next four 
years he supported himself by selling chalk 
portraits while he set out down the Missis- 
sippi to study birds in their natural habitat. 
In 1824 he returned to Philadelphia to 
find a publisher, but to that well-mannered 
city this arrogant, self-promoting fron- 
tiersman must have seemed like someone 
out of James Fenimore Cooper. Audubon 
was not easily discouraged; after some 
more fieldwork, he sailed to England, 
where his backwoods manner got a 
warmer welcome, and France, where his 
work was well received when it was dis- 
played in Paris in 1828. 

Even with this success, it’s hard to take 
in the scope of what Audubon was propos- 
ing: a book of 400 prints (the actual num- 
ber turned out to be 435), in a mindbog- 
gling “double elephant” folio format (that 
means the pages are two by three feet), to 
cost an equally mindboggling $1000. It’s a 
tribute to Audubon’s persistence and his 
powers of persuasion that he was able to 
amass 200 subscriptions for the project, 
which, accompanied by the artist’s five- 
volume Ornithological Biography, took 12 
years to complete, from 1827 to 1838. 
The London engraver 
Robert Havell turned 








Audubon’s watercolors 
into engravings, then 
hand-colored the resulting 
prints; subsequently an 
octavo edition, at 6-1/2 
by 10 inches, was sold at 
$100. In the 1840s Audu- 
bon returned to the Amer- 
ican wilderness to start 
work on The Viviparous 
Quadrupeds of North 
America, but his mental 
state declined, perhaps as 
the result of a series of 
small strokes. He died in 
1851. 

At the MFA, 90 of Aud- 
ubon’s original watercol- 
ors (now owned by the 
New-York Historical So- 
ciety) are on display in the 
Gund Gallery. They’re ac- 
companied by a hand- 
some catalogue (see side- 
bar), but this is one show 
you have to see for your- 
self. Watercolors deterio- 
rate when they’re exposed 
to light, so the MFA is of- 
fering a rare opportunity. 
Audubon’s delicate and 
vivid hues would be hard 
to capture in any cata- 
logue costing less than the 
original $1000. And the 
sheer size of these works 
is awe-inspiring. The 
MFA has supplemented 
this selection with some of

hen it comes to making money off big shows, most muse- 

ums don’t need any encouragement. But the MFA is to be 
commended for the array of goodies it’s assembled to comple- 
ment this Audubon exhibit. There are the usual notecards, post- 
cards, prints, posters, and art books. But you'll also find video- 
tapes, audiotapes, notecubes, bookmarks, kaleidoscopes, scarves, 
a biography of the artist, and items to get children (and adults) 
interested in bird watching. You can get a handsome miniature 
edition of all 435 Birds of America prints for about $10. The mu- 
seum also has on sale (till the 27th) a large-scale version (about 
12x15; 694 pages) of the prints from Audubon’s Birds of Ameri- 


And if you want to see what the subscribers were offered, the 
Vose Galleries, over on Newbury Street, will be showing 60 
first-edition Havell prints, with an especially strong group of wa- 
terbirds. All prints will be for sale. The show runs through April 


1994 


Audubon’s letters, a writing desk he used, 
a subscription list, a copy of the double- 
elephant edition of The Birds of America, 
some early drawings, and a few of the 
Havell engravings. 

The show opens with four views of a 
bald eagle — Audubon’s original water- 
color, his revised watercolor, Havell’s 
black and white engraving, and Havell’s 
hand-colored engraving — so you can 
make your own comparisons. To my eye 
there’s not a great deal of difference: the 
watercolors are a little fresher and more 
subtle, the engravings are more dramatic 
and sometimes more detailed. The MFA’s 
wall notes are exemplary; even if you 
know nothing about birds or Audubon, 
everything you need is right in front of 
you. 

One thing you'll notice straight off is 
that Audubon committed himself to de- 
picting every bird lifesize. This approach 
wins points for realism, but it has a couple | 
of drawbacks. Large, long-necked birds | 
like the great blue heron and American 
egret and whooping crane get squeezed 
into unnatural positions by the two-by- 
three frame; they look like refugees from 
Boxing Helena. And the smaller birds, like 
the sparrows and warblers, don’t make 
much impact; if you can get a look at Hi- 
roshige’s titmice, or if you’ve ever 
watched an English sparrow jumping up | 
and down in a puddle of water, you know 
how much personality these little crea- 
tures have. 

The middle-sized birds are another sto- 
ry. Whether it’s raptors with their prey, 
thoughtful-looking owls, or ducks being | 
inimitably ducky, Audubon captures their 
essence. He’s especially effective with 
pairs. Two wood ducks seem to be nuz- | 
zling each other. A white-crowned pigeon 
offers regurgitated food to its mate; two 
black vultures look out from behind a 
deer’s head. Some of his best composi- 
tions balance birds looking in opposite di- 
rections, such as his American bitterns, or 
a pair of long-billed curlews set against a 
detailed panorama of Charleston. 

Sometimes this balance is dynamic and 
hostile. Two caracaras snap at each other. 
A female red-tailed hawk with a hare in 
her talons is attacked by a male. (This is 
the print the display copy of The Birds of 
America is open to; the detail in the en- 
graving of the male hawk’s tail is astonish- 
ing.) There’s no sentimentality here. 
Audubon shows numerous birds going af- 
ter food: a whippoorwill about to swallow 
a cecropia moth, a summer tanager 
crunching a beetle, a bald eagle standing 
over a catfish. His most stunning tableau 
presents a red-shouldered hawk diving on 
a covey of panicked bobwhite quail. 

But if this show points to any behavior 
that’s less than angelic, it’s not the birds’ 
but our own. Side by side on one wall 
hang Audubon’s portraits of the Carolina 
parakeet and the passenger pigeon. There 
are seven parakeets in the watercolor, and 
they pose as if auditioning for a camera, 
natural performers. You and I will never 
see a scene like this; America’s only native 
parrot, with its green body and gorgeous 
orange and yellow head, was hunted into 
extinction by farmers after they'd de- 
stroyed its woodland habitat. The last one 
was spotted in 1920. 

Audubon’s passenger pigeons appear as 
a courting pair, the male feeding the fe- 
male. In the 19th century these birds 
darkened the Western skies; there were 
more of them than all other American 
birds combined. The last one died in a 
Cincinnati zoo in 1914. Their presence at 
the MFA is a sobering reminder of who 
nature’s most ruthless predators really 
are. 4

easure for Measure is 
very mucha play for

In Shakespeare’s problem comedy, 
Helms and Packwood get poured into the 
same pants (perfectly creased but easily 
unzipped). The play’s law-and-order fig- 
ure, duke’s deputy Angelo, is scouring Vi- 
enna for perpetrators of bedroom crimes 
that have long been on the books but are 
not being enforced; as a result, one Clau- 
dio has been sentenced to death for 
knocking up his fiancée, Juliet. But this 
self-same Angelo, when Claudio’s sister, 
Isabella, comes to plead for his life, does a 
lot more than cop a kiss or talk about pu- 
bic hair on Coke cans: he offers to trade 
Claudio’s life for Isabella’s virginity. Talk 
about sexual harassment. 
The Trinity Rep production is directed 
by longtime company member Brian McE- 


| leney, who is also co-head of the Trinity

Direction). The staging does not miss a 
trick, either in drawing modern parallels 
or in goosing up the action.

where cold-blooded Angelo holds sway 
while the Duke takes a supposed sabbati- 
cal — is a regular Studio 54, where police 
sirens regularly pierce the strobe-lit din of 
disco. The authority figures are done up 
rather Edwardianly, with Angelo trussed 
into what looks like a World War I uni- 
form. The police are like Keystone Kops 
on the prowl for Rodney King. And the 
citizenry are gyrating, bell-bottomed 
refugees from the early ’70s, when licen- 
tiousness boogied sans the threat of AIDS. 

Now, there are those who have difficulty 
with Measure’s premise; even for a nun- 
to-be, Isabella seems a tad callous, telling 
her bro to fall on his sword, so to speak, 
rather than save him by virgin sacrifice. 
But maidenhead was a jewel more highly 
prized in Shakespeare’s day than now. Be- 
sides, the whole situation’s a set-up for the 
real Duke, who, having pretended to leave 
Vienna, is running around in priest’s dis- 
guise, trying to get a handle on the moral 
and spiritual decay of his too laxly gov- 
erned town (while Angelo does the dirty 
work of cleaning it up). And this Machi- 
avellian Duke is really a bigger “problem” 
in the play than Isabella; in the role of Mr. 
Fix-It, he takes some rather uncon- 
scionable chances on the road to meting 
out justice, and mercy, in the end. 

McEleney’s approach to the Duke’s 
machinations (a bit of a copout) is to 
make fun of them — in which he is greatly 
abetted by William Damkoehler, an engag- 
ing actor capable of being both authorita- 
tive and downright goofy. His “Friar 
Lodowick” gets by on winging it and a 
prayer, seeming to make up his ministra- 
tions as he goes along, blithely passing out 
apples along with cheap comfort. But 
when his elaborate plot to trap Angelo, 
save Claudio (and Isabella’s cherry), and 
redress old wrongs gets a manic delivery 
punctuated by parodic melodrama music, 
the play is undercut. 

On the other hand, when it’s allowed to 
shine through the noise and craziness,

and when it’s 
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there’s a solid staging of Measure for Mea- 
sure here, with Ed Shea — his rigorous 
bearing belied by a fringe of yellow hair, as 
if something lurid in him were leaking out 
the top — an Angelo inwardly fragment- 
ing as he falls and Viola Davis a doe-eyed 
but uncommonly fierce Isabella. (Even 
here there are directorial missteps, as 
when Isabella fends off a rape-bent Angelo 
by threatening him with a gavel grabbed 
from Escalus’s desk — the sentiment’s ur- 
gent but the symbolism’s ham-handed.) 
McEleney has professed a particular 
fondness for the play’s comic contingent, 
and it shows. You will never see a better 
set of comic foils than Timothy Crowe’s 
tapster/pimp Pompey, swaggering in too- 
tight pistol pants and fedora like some lov- 
able sleaze out of Damon Runyon, and 
Dan Welch’s malapropping blockhead of a 
constable Elbow, his cop suit padded as if 


to indicate too many doughnut runs and a 
parking ticket hanging from his pocket. 
(These two have a routine involving an 
old-time electric chair that’s right out of 
the Three Stooges.) Stephen Berenson’s 
Lucio is more maniacal than sardonic, but 
Robert J. Colonna — for 20 years artistic 
director of the Rhode Island Shakespeare 
Theater — is solid as old Escalus, here a 
wily, tempered lord, as politic as troubled. 
This galloping Measure for Measure 
marks McEleney’s directorial debut at 
Trinity Rep. It spills from Eugene 
Lee—alike Michael McGarty’s arresting set 
— a harsh, chain-linked urban wasteland 
presided over by a billboard-sized reclining 
floozy — into every cranny of the theater, 
and there is intelligence and passion at its 
moral center. McEleney just needs to stop 
worrying about boring us and start mea- 
suring shtick. Q 





Woman scorned 


The Lyric Stage revives an 
Oscar Wilde of some importance

erhaps, as Oscar Wilde ad- 
mitted to André Gide, he 
put so much of his genius 
into his life that it could 
only seep into his plays. A 
follow-up to his first comedy-melodrama, 
Lady Windermere’s Fan, A Woman of No 
Importance (1893) is considered the weak- 
est of Wilde’s lead-ins to his ultimate de- 
construction of drawing-room comedy, 


The Importance of Being Earnest. 

That said, the lesser play remains a fas- 
cinating combination of Victorian potboil- 
er and Wildean lampoon. The first act’s a 
nonstop satire of the English upper crust; 
the second’s a semi-Shavian duel between 
men and women, with the latter coming 
off best; and the last is a tearjerker about a 
fallen mother and child turning the tables 
on their besmircher. Historian Lytton 
Strachey wrote that the play “was rather 
amusing, as it was a complete mass of epi- 
grams, with occasional whiffs of grotesque 
melodrama and drivelling sentiments.” As 
lumpy as the script, the Lyric Stage revival 
(which I saw in preview) settles for carica- 
ture when humanity is called for — it co- 
coons the evening in cartoon. 

Of course, you can see why director 
Robert J. Bouffier succumbs to the tempta- 
tion of laying the Lyric gusto on thick. A 
Woman of No Importan Wilde’s awk- 
ward version of an 1890s woman's play,” 
which attacked England’s double standard 
by sympathetically taking up the plight of 
women seduced by powerful male figures 


who, unlike their victims, escape society’s 
censure. Wilde’s cad is Lord Illingworth 
(modeled, the writer said, after himself), a 
modern monster whcse gift for witty para- 
dox and skepticism masks a opportunistic 
bisexuality. At a country party he runs into 
Lady Arbuthnot, whose son, Gerald, has 
just consented to be his secretary. It turns 
out that the Lady was Illingworth’s first se- 
duction; Gerald is his only child. And Mom, 
hating the man who didn’t marry her, re- 
fuses to let Gerald go off with the glittery 
brute. Illingworth, caught trying to kiss 
Gerald’s rich American girlfriend, forces 
Arbuthnot, a sinner in the eyes of society 
but a moral paragon, to blurt out the truth. 
Aside from this heavy-breathing hooey, 
A Woman of No Importance, particularly 
in its first act, gives us Wilde maniacally 
firing off epigrams aimed at English snob- 
bery, indifference, stupidity, and triviality. 
You could say it was too much of a good 
thing, except that a number of the lines 
aren’t all that good. There are some gems, 
many of them tossed off by Illingworth 
and his female counterpart in immoral 
cleverness, Lady Allonby. When asked 
whether he believes “all that is written in 
the newspapers,” Illingworth answers, “I 
do. Nowadays it is only the unreadable 
that occurs.” Unfortunately, Bouffier can’t 
tell the difference between paste and the 
real thing, so the cast zings each line as if 
it were a diamond when playing down (or 
eliminating) some of the zircons would 
make the proceedings lighter and funnier. 
Ultimately, Wilde serves up the un- 
playable. Illingworth is an attractive repre- 
sentative of effete iconoclasm, but Lady Ar- 
buthnot and Hester Worsley, the American 


millionairess, are didactic boors, their con- 
demnations bereft of the humor and irony 
that would make the women genuine foils 
for Illingworth’s glib rebellion. Wilde came 
up with Earnest when he realized that his 
critiques of superficiality hit home when he 
let audiences draw their own conclusions 
about society. Here he has Gerald and 
Hester instantly give up their moral objec- 
tions to Mom’s degraded status — after 
Sonny Boy is talked out of demanding that 
Mom marry Illingworth! The trio embrace 
the doctrine that “God is love” and take off 
for America, where freedom presumably 
reigns. (Wilde, who had toured the States, 
knew that unconventional sexuality fared 
equally badly on both sides of the Atlantic.) 

Still, this is a once-in-a-lifetime chance 
to see a play whose flickers of brilliance 
shed light on both Wilde’s art and Victori- 
an dramaturgy. The Lyric apparently 
thinks the playwright needs comic help, so 
prepare to weather much too much “act- 
ing.” Ellen Colton, who seems to be talk- 
ing with marbles in her mouth, is barely 
understandable as an English dowager. 
Susan McConnell, Dev Luthra, and Don- 
na Sorbello spend most of their time strik- 
ing twittish poses. David Hannegan sup- 
plies a veritable monsoon of facial contor- 
tions. On the other hand, Chandra Pier- 
agostini makes for a perfectly drab Hester 
Worsley, and Charlotte Peed plays Lady 
Arbuthnot without a whit of the passion

Sandra Shipley sharpens up

hen Sandra Shipley 
played Shirley Valen- 
tine, one critic sug- 
gested that if an ac- 
tress this good wanted 
to hit Greek beaches, she ought to do 
Medea. So who says no one listens to crit- 
ics? Shipley’s Euripidean spitfire will hold 
forth, somewhat more grandiloquently, 
where her Liverpudlian housewife did — 
at the Merrimack Repertory Theatre in 
Lowell (February 18 through March 12). 
But whereas Shirley’s marital revenge is 
limited to surrendering her G-spot to a 
swarthy stranger, Medea manages to com- 
bine Hell’s fury with Mommie Dearest. 

The British-born Shipley, though she 
loved going home to Shirley, is ready for 
the upgrade. “Medea is a huge test,” she 
says. “It’s like Hamlet for a man, I think. 
You have this gauge of ‘Could I do that?’ 
Early on, when you’re just learning, you 
couldn’t possibly touch these roles. And 
then you get a bit of hubris, I guess, it be- 
ing Greek, and think, “Well, I could give it 
a try. I'd like to give it a try.’ ” 

If Shipley has developed'a certain hubris 





| during her dozen or so years performing 


in Boston (to which she came with a hus- 
band, two small children, and a stint with 
the Royal Shakespeare Company under 
her belt), she didn’t concoct it out of thin 
air and ego. The first actor to win the 
prestigious Elliot Norton Medal, she has 
also been honored by the New England 
Theatre Conference and the Boston The- 
atre Critics Circle. And she has trod the 
local boards, from the American Repertory 
Theatre and the Huntington Theatre 
Company to the Lyric Stage, Gloucester 
Stage Company, and now-defunct Nicker- 
son Theatres (about which she recalls, “It 
was the least like a theater that I’ve 
worked in; it felt like a business company.

But Shipley has a special fondness for

the Merrimack Rep, where she’s had a 
shot not just at the obvious Brit roles — 
The Norman Conquests, Pack of Lies — 
but at hot blood and spice. Before Medea, 
there was Eduardo de Filippo’s Filumena, 
in which she scored a personal success. 
“Nobody would cast this English lady as a 
Sophia Loren Neapolitan ex-hooker.. But 
[Merrimack artistic director] David Kent 
did. I’ve been lucky up there to play such 
varied women. And this one, of course — 
Jesus.” 

The actress allows that it is intimidating 
to shoulder a classical role that’s been 
lugged around by the likes of Judith An- 
derson and Zoe Caldwell. To begin, you 
have to cut Medea down to size. “It’s basi- 
cally a sort of domestic melodrama, this 
jilted wife whose husband has married a 
younger woman. That’s one level of the 
play, and it’s definitely there. Jason and 
Medea had this sort of cat fight. They’re 
two passionate people who had this pas- 
sionate love affair that has now gone very 
sour. But on top of that, you have the fact 
that she, in her country, was a princess, 
that she comes from a line of kings and is 
actually descended from a god. Yet here in 
Corinth she’s an outsider, a barbarian. 
She’s very much in exile and treated as 
‘not as good as us.’ 

“So you have all these dilemmas. But 
you also have that language, which is huge 
ard mythic. And yet Medea has got to be 
based in a real person. She’s not a god- 
dess, she’s a woman. And so it was daunt- 
ing to say these things and think, ‘Oh God, 
Judith Anderson did this.’ But hey, what 
the hell, you just have to jump in with both 
feet and go for it.

Ireland at the Poets’ Theatre; 
Lucy’s Attire at Centastage

lizabeth Shannon’s 1989 
book I Am of Ireland takes its 
name from the ancient Irish 
song that famously invites the 
listener to “come and dance 
with me.” Subtitled “Women of the North 
Speak Out,” the project consists of inter- 
views that Shannon (whose husband, 
William Shannon, was our ambassador to 
Ireland from 1977 to 1981) conducted 
during nine trips to Northern Ireland. With 
help from the Poets’ Theatre, J Am of Ire- 
land has become a theaterwork, one that 
adds its own query to the song’s refrain. 
“Which Ireland?” asks one of the dozen

staged reading (to be repeated February 20 
at the Boston Playwrights’ Theatre). Is this 
the Ireland of “cheerful babies carried by 
grim teenage mothers”? Or the wartorn 





place where “the temptations of glue sniff- 
ing, joyriding, and terrorism are known to 
all mothers”? Both manifest themselves in 
the Ireland Shannon documents through the 
stories of women — working-class and gen- 
try; Catholic and Protestant, young and old. 
It’s a theatrical landscape dotted with riches 
of sorts but boasting few pots of gold. 
Directed by Nora Hussey, who along 
with Shannon and Peg Flaherty adapted 
the book for the stage, the script-in-hand 
production opens and closes with its five 
actresses and one narrator chanting the 
names of the six counties that didn’t be- 
come part of the Irish republic. (Shannon’s 
characters, however, are mainly affected by 
the post-1969 Troubles.) In between are 
sketches and songs that delineate the lives 
of the Gillespie sisters, teenagers wrongly 
imprisoned after they’re caught in a bomb 
shop, as well as of the defiant IRA footsol- 
dier who claims, after she’s released from 
prison, that she’d “bomb or kill again if 
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EURIPIDEAN SPITFIRE: “vou have that language, which is |

logical extension of the way she is? But 
when I started really working on it, that’s 
the easiest thing in the world. I don’t know 
that it’s going to be easy to make other 
people see that. But for Medea, whose 
choices have been narrowed and narrowed 
because of who she is and the situation 
she’s in, it’s the obvious way out.” 

It seems safe to assume Shipley has a 
different attitude toward parenting. She 
has turned down regional-repertory work 
in other cities that would have taken her 
away from her now-teenage children (not 
to mention from the whole houseful of 
spouse, Siamese cat, multiple Jack Russell 
terriers, and some stage-broken ducks and 
bunnies adopted from Le Cirque Invisible). 
She does have both commercial and legiti- 
mate agents in New York. And a booking 


called upon to do so.” 

What’s refreshing about J Am of Ireland is 
that Shannon’s women aren’t all saints. 
“You Americans don’t want to hear the 
Unionist side,” insists a Protestant who 
nonetheless values her convent education. 
(The nuns “were wrong, of course, but sin- 
cere.”) Neither do they fall clearly along the 
lines of pacifism and/or victimhood. One, a 
lesbian, is ready to devote her life to the 
cause of any country that offers the right 
mix of socialist reform and no “fascist men.” 
Others turn their noses up at feminism, all 
the while leading independent lives. 

As a work in progress, | Am of Ireland 
pulls in two directions. In one is a play that 
begins and ends with neat, evocative vocal 
bookends. The other allows the women’s 
contradictions to come to the fore, as in 
one scene that shows us how a group of 
chanting schoolgirls can turn into rock- 
throwing harridans at the sight of their reli- 
gious enemies. After all, what unites these

women is not only their impatience with — 
and indulgence in — religious bigotry; it’s 
the complexities in their constitutions, 
however they get their Irish up. 

Juggling female troubles of a different 
sort is Centastage, whose third season 
opens with Lucy’s Attire (through Febru- 
ary 26 at the Boston Center for the Arts’ | 
Black Box Theatre). Written by Boston 
playwright and TheatreWorks alum Janet 
Kenney, Lucy’s Attire is advertised as a 
“feminine retelling of the Dracula myth,” 
but the play might more aptly be described 
as a vampire soap opera. Narrated by a 
Victorian character who is probably Bram 
Stoker’s Lucy, the storyline follows the fate 
of Lucille, an ancient nightwalker, and | 
Vlad, the 15th-century “impaler” who went 
on to become Count Dracula. 

What happens when these two meet up? 
One answer is that their union sparks a 
four-century love/hate affair, replete, in the 
Centastage production, with costumes that | 
make Vlad (Michael Keamy) look like a | 
cross between Bela Lugosi and Tonto. Not 
content to dip its fangs into mere B-movie 
shenanigans, though, Lucy’s Attire decon- 
structs Stoker’s classic by suggesting that | 
the main tenets of vampire mythology, such 
as bloodsucking, have been distorted by 
human fears and Dracula’s warmongering. 
It seems that Lucille, the female vampire 
prototype, eats only rats. 

The implications of this notion, however, 
aren’t entirely clear. Even murkier is the 
dramatic ground that Lucy’s Attire wants to 
cover. With its stylized dialogue and the ac- 
tors’ ridiculous accents, the play invites 
more than a few laughs. (“Were you buried 
alive?” “Why do you ask?” is one of count- 
less loopy exchanges.) But when the work 
moves into the 19th century, the playwright 
takes a few successful swipes at Victorian 
ideas of womanhood — including a short 
essay on the dynamics of the swoon — that 
made me wonder whether it wasn’t an in- 
teresting play rather than a vampire that 
had been buried alive. 0 |

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runge snuck into pop 
culture’s kitchen like 
a thief in the night.

Of course, grunge didn’t make all that 
noise itself. It had accomplices: the twin 
wolverines of the music industry and the 
media were there as well. And we’ve got 
the pictures, stories, CDs, chart positions, 
videos, and Calvin-Klein-to-K-Mart flan- 
nel ads to prove it. Always on the prowl 
for the Next Big Thing, the music biz and 
print and electronic worlds seized and de- 
voured grunge the moment it arrived, the 
same way they’ve tied their teeth into ev- 
ery new-music and fashion trend — synth 
pop, gothic rock, the Manchester sound, 
techno — since punk rock caught them 
asleep on the john back in ’76. 

Bought and sold the way primary archi- 
tects like Nirvana’s Kurt Cobain and Pearl 
Jam’s Eddie Vedder always dreamed it 
would be (despite their after-the-fact 
protestations), grunge was the Gold Rush 
of °91, and everybody had a pan in the 
stream. Like Big Daddy Punk, which lost

its virility in a dribble of skinny ties, 
ripped designer clothes, and “My 
Sharona”s, grunge now seems to have run 
its creative course. The stream’s gone dry. 
But like Big Daddy Punk, grunge was 
real. It came from a deep vein in our cul- 
ture; it was the right sound and the right 
look for a generation — immediate and 
articulate even as it stumbled for words to 
describe its isolation. 

Maybe the primary architect of grunge 
wasn’t Cobain, whose band’s spring 1991 
CD Nevermind (DGC) is grunge’s cor- 
nerstone, but that old croakersack Ronald 
Reagan. Not because he was often pho- 
tographed;on his ranch doing manly 
chores while wearing flannel shirts, but 
because if there was an evil empire any- 
where in the ’80s, he built it. It was a time 
when government blatantly lied; his was a 
dozen-year dynasty when we were asked 
to “just say no” to drugs while the fed bu- 
reaucracy did the same to education, the 
environment, AIDS research, and the 
needy. The rich got richer, prospects got 
leaner, and a new generation — what the 
hell, let’s be slackers and call ’em Genera- 
tion X — got the shaft. 

The late teens and 20-plussers of the 
late ’80s and early "90s have come of age 
in an America of less hope for opportunity 
than perhaps any generation of free citi- 
zens before them. That sucks, heh-heh. 
And it’s damn distancing, frustrating, an- 
gering. No wonder a song like Pearl Jam’s 





How grunge and its champions 
worked a desperate generation

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“Jeremy” struck such a deep chord. It 
gives its alienated, beflanneled audience a 
chance to blow away vicariously a part of 
the system that supports the myth of op- 
portunity, that lied to the new generation 
about where they were headed and how 
far they could go. To Pearl Jam’s credit, 
the song’s brooding emotionalism and lit- 
eralist video points out the stark horror 
and inappropriateness of Jeremy’s shoot- 
ing spree, as well as the naked terror of 
the solitude that drove him to the brink. 
But that song works as a metaphor for the 
arrival of grunge, the latest — and per- 
haps briefest — great cultural upheaval, 
for the dispelling of the remaining vestiges 
of the hippie-rock idealism of the ’60s and 
early ’70s by a population of young adults 
raised in the cynical ’80s. 

“There were obviously enough young 
people around who felt sufficiently re- 
moved from the ’60s thing that they 
didn’t want to hear it anymore,” observes 
Anthony DeCurtis, senior features editor 
of Rolling Stone. DeCurtis, a pop-culture 
watchdog with a PhD in American litera- 
ture who edited the book Present Tense: 
Rock & Roll and Culture (Duke Universi- 
ty Press), believes that “these twenty- 
somethings’ primary experience was the 
’80s, which was the product of ’60s peo- 
ple deciding to get BMWs and work on 
Wall Street. So these so-called Genera- 
tion Xers took a lot of the better elements 
of what that 60s thing was about and

Sounds a lot like that great Roto-rooter 
of ’70s pretension, punk rock, to me. And 
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DeCurtis agrees that there are elements of 
punk in grunge. But its blood boiled deep- 
er. “The punk thing is there in a direct line 
from the Velvet Undergrounds to the 
Clash and the Sex Pistols, but there’s 
something very savvy about the grunge 
crowd,” he allows. “There was a real inno- 
cence in the ’70s punk scene, where, with 
these kids, well . . . nobody got through 
the ’80s without learning how to work it. 
And for all their protestations, there’s no 
way Nirvana wanted to be a small band 
somewhere. There’s a success ethic now 
that was absent in a lot of the ’70s crowd. 
DIY was kind of an end to itself. 

“The meaning of music is not purely 
musical. Even the most disaffected twen- 
tysomething in the world, if you brought 
him the lyrics and sheet music for ‘Smells 
like Teen Spirit,’ I don’t think he’d have 
the same response he has listening to the 
record. There’s a thing that happens in a 
culture that creates what a work of art’s 
meaning is. The reason it got so big — 
which is not to say that every member of 
that generation is by any means in as ex- 
treme an emotional state as Kurt Cobain 
— is that there is a real feeling of self- 
loathing and alienation and passivity and 
hating that passivity, and his display of 
those emotions in his music was the match 
thrown into the proverbial gasoline-soaked 
rags. To me, grunge was the sound that 
ushered out the ’80s.” 

To the music industry, the glow of those 
“gasoline-soaked rags” was a signal flare. 
Nevermind took off like a dog-track rabbit 
with a generation of young greyhounds — 
the age group that buys mucho records — 
in already hot pursuit. And chasing the 
greyhounds came the wolves, who know 
good packaging when they smell it. 

Grunge arrived with its own handle, 
ready to be carried home by an audience 
begging to be sold to. The grunge tag had 
already been coined by Sub Pop Records 
co-founder Jonathan Poneman and had 
drifted into rock-scene usage well before 
Nevermind was on the shelves. And by the 
time the album did hit stores, the under- 
ground was seeded-to-bursting for rip- 
and-snarl postpunk by the slew of Ameri- 
can independent labels that had proliferat- 
ed since the mid ’80s and had a taste for 
grinding out raw, three-chord sausages to 
be fed to the college-radio-bred market- 
place: In particular, Sub Pop, the Seattle- 
based indie that launched Nirvana (with 
the debut album Bleach, recorded for 
$600) and a crew of other flannel-wearing 
bands from Washington, had made 
enough inroads to college radio and the 
record market to draw multi-million-dollar 
purchase bids from major labels. So a core 
of followers and college-radio-raised DJs 
were already in place when major-label 
DGC snapped up Nirvana’s contract, then 
made a CD and history. 

And launched one of the biggest lem- 
ming races in the history of the music in- 
dustry. By the time Nevermind lodged like 
a stray cannonball in the number one slot 
of Billboard’s album chart, virtually every 
major label and a host of moneyed indies 
had flown to the land of latte to hook the 
next big fish. Journalists of all stripe fol- 
lowed, and Seattle and its music scene be- 
came a hot topic for everything from 
tabloid TV to the travel sections of major 
dailies. 

“There was serious overhyping,” says 
WFNX’s program director Kurt St. 
Thomas. One of the country’s top PDs 
and an early champion of Nirvana, St. 
Thomas initially heard “Love Buzz” on a 
compilation tape for skateboarders. “Then 
I heard Bleach and saw them at Man Ray, 
and that blew me away. I thought it was 
very punk rock, and I hadn’t seen a band 
that loud and in your face in a while. 

“I think they got really lucky. There was 
some kind of void and ‘Smells like Teen 
Spirit’ just struck the right chord with 
people. It was teenage rebellion again, and 
I think people were ready for a change. 

“Once Nevermind came out, every 
record label was looking for a grunge band 
if they didn’t have one on their roster. It 
was pretty funny.” Especially since the fat 
expense-account tabs that were run up 
yielded little more than tax write-offs. 

“There were only a few bands that were 
ever on top of the grunge thing anyway,” 
St. Thomas asserts. Along with Nirvana 
and Pearl Jam, Alice in Chains come to 
mind as a fully realized exemplar who are 
still breaking ground. A mention of Pearl 
Jam sound-alikes Stone Temple Pilots 
draws a chuckle. “I’ve heard people refer 
to them as the Kingdom Come of the al- 
ternative world,” St. Thomas reports, in- 
voking a name as feared among Led Zep- 
pelin fans as that of Larry Talbot is 
among dogcatchers. 
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“After Nirvana, there was so much hype. 

All of a sudden grunge became a house- 
hold word; the New York Times was writ- 
ing about it, fashion designers were com- 
ing up with grungewear. It got sucked up 
into the media machine, just like Tonya 
Harding and Nancy Kerrigan.” 

Like Harding and Kerrigan, grunge got 
boring fast. So it goes for the overhyped 
— and especially for any pop phe- 
nomenon whose most ardent flagwavers 
are products of our quick-cut MTV/chan- 
nel-surfing/Nintendo-flipping culture. 
And if there’s a household word for 
grunge today, it’s “over.” 

St. Thomas notes that “even though 
punk kind of died, it never really did. | still 
see people with spiked hair and stuff, odd- 
ly enough” But he wonders whether he’ll 
see so many flannel shirts in a few years, 
and he notes that in the post-Nirvana fall- 
out, “there’s a zillion grunge bands that 
sprang up all across the country, but none 
of them are getting any exposure now.” 

Such are the perils of riding the band- 
wagon. DeCurtis observes that “every 
band that was melodic or folky, that is to 
say, influenced by R.E.M., is still doing the 
same thing, but buried under five tons of 
fuzzbox effects, primarily influenced by 
Nirvana.” Or Pearl Jam. And before that 
everybody wanted to be the Chili Peppers 
— a chilling trend that promised a trail of 
mismatched socks in its wake. 

Being beguiled by new influences isn’t 
always a bad thing. A quick look around 
the Boston rock scene reveals more than a 
few good bands who have fallen for the 
lure of flannel and flaring guitars in recent 
years — the members of Heretix, Scatter- 
field, and Cobalt 60, most prominently — 
and given their music an exciting shot in 
the arm as a result. 

But like St. Thomas and myself, DeCur- 
tis feels that grunge will guarantee a place 
in the rock pantheon for only an already 
chosen few. “That’s the way it always 
goes. Most bands shake out, and a catego- 
ry as broadly applied as something like 
grunge only temporarily blurs the distinc- 
tion between a number of bands that are 
happening and influential and the bands 
that are going to have to get on to some- 
thing different if they’re going to get out 
of the pack. 

“I'd be very surprised if even Nirvana 
stays a grunge band. Kurt Cobain is al- 
ready talking about wondering how long 
his formula for writing songs is going to 
last. He’s going to want to experiment. Ev- 
erybody gets their start coming out of 
something, and then suddenly you’ve 
made three records of a particular kind, 
and you start looking for new directions 
and you become an artist — looking for a 
way that’s going to carry you through a 
body of work you want to create. There’s 
no particular reason Nirvana should be 
doing what they’re doing now when 
they’re 35. 

“In a way, I think grunge’s broadest in- 
fluence may have been in fashion. Sudden- 
ly people were wearing $100 flannel shirts 
in Vogue. But it came and went.” 

And now, as Mary Clarke — creative 
director for that barometer of pop culture 
Sassy magazine — submits, it’s gone. “I 
don’t think that anyone’s going to throw 
out a good flannel shirt, but I doubt that 
anyone will ever call that style ‘grunge’ 
again. Once we saw K-Mart running ads 
for grunge-style boots, we knew the fash- 
ion media would stop using that word. We 
started referring to it as the ‘G-word’ after 
a few months. 

“It seemed like it was a offshoot of 
punk, with people dressing in layers of 
thrift-shop things and old, long dresses 
they’d buy used and hack the bottoms off. 
But when Anna Sui and Mark Jacobs 
starting designing grunge clothes, that’s 
also when the waif models happened. And 
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there was a backlash. The combination of 
those styles with the really young scrawny 
models. pissed a lot of grown women off. 
They felt showing these clothes on these 
models was insulting to anyone who’s go- 
ing to pay designer prices, which usually 
isn’t someone who looks like a waif model; 
and at designer prices they don’t want to 
see clothes that look as if they came from a 
thrift store.” 

This spring, says Clarke, it’s back to lit- 
tle-girl dresses and baby-doll looks. “You 
know, Courtney Love dresses that way. So 
it’s safe to say that music is still influenc- 
ing fashion, and that designers continue to 
look especially to the alternative-music 
scene, but they’ll never call it grunge 
again. Actually, there was a lot of punk 
stuff again on the runways in Europe re- 
cently.” 

By next fall, maybe the hot look will be 
leather-Bulgarian, combining the rock- 
and-roll aesthetic with the beautiful col- 
ors and flowing layers of those women’s 
choruses, or designers will slam SoHo 
staples like Doc Martens and black jeans 
with dashikis or brightly colored cottons. 
After all, the continued success of world 
music has prompted some interesting 
cross-pollinations in recent years, Paul 
Simon aside. And even within the con- 
fines of American music, jazz and hip- 
hop head-on’d at some pretty cool inter- 
sections this year. 

But we're not here to hail the future so 
much as have a moment of quiet observa- 
tion — cut by ringing guitar‘chords — for 
the recent past. Let’s face it, we’ve seen 
the last of the great grunge bands even if

Boston’s college freshmen males keep lis- 
tening to hardcore and three-chord joke- 
rock bands (that dissolve every four 
semesters) until they grow hair on their 
palms. 

The right answer to “What’s next?” is 
“Who the hell knows?” St. Thomas and I 
commiserated about the big bang of pow- 
er-mad rock bands — blending crunchy 
organic guitar and. the industrialized ag- 
gro-bleating rhythms that only sampling, 
drum machines, and raw animal muscle 
can provide — that we’d both expected af- 
ter the last Ministry CD hit paydirt, right 
on the tail of Nine Inch Nails. Nope; 
didn’t happen. And then there’s the acid 
jazz thing, but the fact is that acid jazz had 
its shot in °89 and '90, and it was boring. 
And so far none of the hip-hop/jazz fu- 
sions, including Us3, have been sufficient- 
ly rewarding. 

“If there’s anything I sort of keep ex- 
pecting to approach critical mass, it’s tech- 
no,” says DeCurtis. “You’d think that with 
America being such a technological place, 
that it would be its warmest home. In fact, 
a far more backward country, like Eng- 
land, responds to it more. 

“When I think about the Next Big 
Thing, I only think about technology now, 
for some reason. Somebody told me a 
couple of record companies were getting 
together to start video channels. I keep 
wondering what that’s going to mean. 

“I’m fascinated and a little bit fright- 
ened by this information superhighway 
thing when I think of how it’s going to af- 
fect music. One of the things I like best 
about popular music is its popularity. I 
like things that a lot of people like, and I 
find myself more entertained the bigger 
they get. When Garth Brooks began to get 
real popular, I got a huge kick out of that. 

“But this idea of having 500 channels 
with 30 people watching each one — and 
everybody getting exactly what they want 
and nothing else — depresses me. What 
happens to the social element? One of the 
great things in enjoying popular art is the 
feeling like you’re connecting with a group 
of people outside yourself. This promises 
to be sort of like privatization.” More like 
isolation, and maybe the stuff from which 
will spring the Eddie Vedders and Kurt 
Cobains of the future. What the hell, let’s 
be slackers and call ’em Generation Y. QO

A guide through the jungle of grunge

hat is “grunge?” You won’t find the 
word in most dictionaries. “Grungy” 
is there — an adjective meaning 
“dirty” that’s for years been a useful 
way of describing things like Neil 


| Young’s guitar tones, Janis Joplin’s hair, and the general 
| condition of Keith Richards in the early ’70s. But 

















“grunge” — the marketing hook for countless alternative 
bands, the flannel-wearing trend of the "90s (what’s next, 
chamois shirts?), and the make-believe noun — is just a 
fancy way of sidestepping the fact that a big rock-and-roll 
breakthrough coalesced around a bunch of dirty white 
boys from the Pacific Northwest who couldn’t tell the dif- 
ference between punk rock and heavy metal. 

Like all rock genres, grunge is about more than music. 
It’s an attitude, a fashion statement, a slice of popular cul- 
ture celebrating the kick of loud guitars and tortured vo- 
calists. It’s cynical, a little rebellious, and proud in its own 
slacker way. But like all labels, this one’s purely subjective. 
And what’s the last time you heard a band refer to them- 
selves as grunge? Basically, it’s cool to be grunge but un- 
cool to admit it, and that says as much about the grunge 
state of mind as anything else. Except for the music itself. 
To that end, here’s a handy road map of the grunge to- 
pography that should allow you to steer a course to the 
music’s heart — maybe. ; 


THE GRUNGE ELITE 

The bands who ruined alternative rock for everyone 
The twin titans of grunge are Nirvana and Pearl Jam. 

It’s all their fault. Without the explosive success of Nir- 

vana’s Nevermind (DGC) and the subsequent ascent of 

Pearl Jam’s Ten (Epic), grunge would still

Then there’s San Diego’s critically reviled Stone Tem- 
ple Pilots. With just one album under their belts they’ve 
already perfected the art of sounding exactly like Pearl 
Jam, Alice in Chains, and Nirvana. Their success is proof 
that the alternative nation isn’t quite cynical enough. 


THE SEATTLE SCENE 


| You’ve heard the story, but have you heard the bands? 


Years from now, Kurt and Courtney will gather their 


| grandchildren around the fireplace and pass on the mythic 





tale of Green River, the mid-’80s Sub Pop band who gave 
Pearl Jam’s Stone Gossard and Jeff Ament their start and 
played a crucial role in bringing the scruffy, long-haired- 
rocker look back into style. Their two albums, Dry as a 
Bone and Rehab Doll, are widely acknowledged as the 
source for all that is grunge. 

Meanwhile, in the backwoods of Aberdeen, the Melvins 
sought out new lows in anti-social guitar noise with un- 
bearably slow, heavy songs that offered little melodic relief. 


| They taught grandpa Kurt how to rock and executed bril- 


liant parodies of the Kiss solo albums that are worth hav- 


| ing for the cover art alone. Their recent Columbia debut, 


Houdini, is about as listenable as sludge gets. If you enjoy 


| this band, seek professional help. 


Two important bands rose from the ashes of Green Riv- 


| er. Mudhoney, a big, sludgy, sweet psychedelic noise fest, 
| didn’t congeal until 1991’s grunge classic Every Good Boy 
| Deserves Fudge (Sub Pop). Gossard and Ament headed off 
| in a more commercial direction with Mother Love Bone, a 
| full-tilt bluesy hard-rock band in the tradition of Free and 
| Bad Company who released an EP (Shine) and an LP (Ap- 


ple) on Polydor before singer Andrew Wood took his 
decadent ’70s fixation too far and died of a heroin over- 
dose in 1990. 

The late ’80s also saw the emergence of a more Zeppelin- 
oriented powerhouse called Soundgarden, who completed 
the ’70s-metal resurgence that was so crucial to the birth of 


| grunge, with their bare-shirted, cock-rock bravado and 


dozens of variations on the riff from “Dazed and Con- 
fused.” Unfortunately they didn’t figure out how to make a 


decent studio recording until 1991’s Badmotorfinger | 
(A&M). Their other contribution to the evolution of grunge 
was Temple of the Dog, a tribute to the late Wood that fea- 
tured members of Soundgarden and the core of what would | 
be Pearl Jam. Temple of the Dog (A&M) is mainly a show- | 
case for singer Chris Cornell, who was kind enough to | 
guide a then-inexperienced Eddie Vedder through the finer | 
points of overemoting. 


PROTO-GRUNGE 
The song remains the same 

Yep, what we now call grunge has a long-and venerable 
history. Neil Young, affectionately known as the Godfa- 
ther of Grunge, more than lived up to that title on his 
1979 Live Rust (Reprise). The murky guitar tones and 
long, winding riffs on Led Zeppelin’s first two albums 
have also made countless contributions to the grunge aes- 
thetic, as has Black Sabbath’s 1971 masterpiece, Para- 
noid (NEMS). And Blue Cheer’s god-awful acid-blues 
slaying of “Summertime Blues,” which reached countless 
suburban homes via MTV’s “Closet Classics” in the ’80s, 
should be heeded as a warning to all aspiring Stone Tem- 
ple Pirates. 

To find the emotional heart of grunge you have to go 
back to the early years of the Stooges and their potent 
combination of corrosive guitars and pointed cynicism. 
Nirvana’s bored, confused ranting merely updates Iggy 
Pop’s more nihilistic lyrics, like “I’m a runaway son of a 
nuclear A-bomb” (“Search and Destroy”). And the Velvet 
Underground’s White Light/White Heat (Verve) is an in- 
dispensable blueprint for grunge’s noise-as-art aesthetic. 

Grunge has also drawn heavily on the punk gospel for in- 
spiration. Black Flag’s latter-day LPs My War, Loose Nut, 
and In My Head (all on SST) were instrumental in slowing 
punk down to a grind, and the wretched acid-casualty 
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BLACK FLAG: my War, Loose Nut, and In My Head | 
slowed punk down to a grind. 


squalor of thé Butthole Surfers’ Hairway to Steven (Touch 
n’ Go) helped bring Zeppelin into the picture. And a really 
primitive blueprint for Nirvana’s teen-angst check was the 
Germs, who are collected on Germs (MIA): The Complete 
Anthology (Slash). Perhaps coincidentally, former Germs 
guitarist Pat Smear has been touring as Nirvana’s second 
guitarist. 

For the final link between grunge and punk, you have to 
travel back to Minneapolis in the mid ’80s. The Replace- 
ments’ Let It Be (Twin-Tone) not only defined the attitude 
of an emerging generation with the song “Unsatisfied” but 
made Kiss covers cool and copped a Ted Nugent riff for 
an adolescent gag called “Gary’s Got a Boner.” 


THE GRUNGING OF AMERICA 
Every band is a grunge band 

With the exception of LA — which has been led down 
the progressive-rock path by Jane’s Addiction, Faith No 
More, and the Red Hot Chili Peppers — every major city 
has its own grunge favorites. In New York, Sonic Youth 
have led the way with their avant-grunge tendencies. Royal 
Trux’s junky-chic take on the Stones leaves a distinctively 
grungy aftertaste. 

From way out in Western Mass, J Mascis has led the 
grunge guitar-hero revival with Dinosaur Jr. Closer to 
Boston, Come and Buffalo Tom crafted an underground 
niche for themselves in the grunge universe. Dinosaur 
Jr.’s original bassist, Lou Barlow, has gone on to become | 
a grungy James Taylor as the brokenhearted leader of | 
Sebadoh. 

The riot grrrl movement has claimed a lot of the women | 
who would otherwise be lumped into the grunge category, | 
but Hole’s Pretty on the Inside (DGC), L7’s Bricks Are | 
Heavy (Slash), and the Breeders’ Last Splash (Elektra) 
make the cut. And on the poppier fringe, Urge Overkill’s 
Saturation (DGC), Redd Krass’s Phaseshifter (Mercury), 
and even the Lemonheads’ It’s a Shame About Ray (At- | 
lantic) have inspired a proliferation of silly grunge con- 
structs like “bubblegrunge” and “grunge-lite.” I guess that 
makes Liz Phair grunge folk and Beck grunge rap, which, 
thank God, paves the way for acid-house grunge. QO

The Flying Nuns are hoping to 
become a Boston habit

t’s become standard practice for lo- 
cal bands to close an especially hot 
night with a dumb, fun, or unchar- 
acteristic cover tune. When the Fly- 
ing Nuns played the Middle East 
last month, they pulled one of the dumbest 
and funnest in recent memory: with just a 
few seconds to go before official closing, 
they turned up to ear-splitting level and 
tore into Ozzy Osbourne’s “Crazy Train.” 
I happened to catch Ozzy doing that tune 
a few years back, and he handled it like a 
seasoned pro: no wild abandon, just a 
comfortable sing-along. But on this night, 
the Nuns meant every word. They wanted 
to jump on that crazy train now, dammit 
— and they got there, with bassist Kevin 
Sweeney screaming his head off and gui- 
tarist Pat Lynch strumming so hard that 
his hand was bleeding all over the strings. 
After a sonically jolting hour of hooks and 
noise, it was the only place left to go. 
“Yeah, that song has a lot of spirit — 
it’s the 1:30-in-the-morning, drunk-out- 
of-your-mind-spirit kind of song,” drum- 
mer Tony Velez explains during a quieter 
evening at the same club. “It’s a shock-val- 


ue thing for us to do a song like that,” 
adds Sweeney. “I don’t think we ever ac- 
tually learned to play it. You can get 
through the first verse and after that no- 
body cares; you can just hack your way 
through.” The band’s next scheduled gig is 
back at the Middle East, on March 4, at 
Bulkhead’s record-release party. 

There’s something quintessentially Bos- 
ton about the Flying Nuns, even though 
they don’t originally come from here (they 
started in the mid ’80s, playing new-wave 
covers at the University of Connecticut). 
But they’re the latest in a noble strain of 
bands that began with Mission of Burma 
and continued with Big Dipper and Vol- 
cano Suns. Aside from unfashionably 
short hairstyles, what those bands have in 
common is a sound that’s scary and abra- 
sive on the surface but warm and rocking 
at the heart. The Nuns still think of them- 
selves as a new-wave-inspired band, and 
they have a few theories as to where the 
noise comes from. “There’s a lot of ner- 
vous energy involved,” says Velez. “I’m 
afraid of sucking. So if you think you’re 
playing bad, you can always throw some 
cymbals around instead.” Lynch adds, 
“When you have bad equipment, you over- 
compensate by hitting things harder.” 


The blood on the guitar strings, a regu- 
lar feature lately, comes from a bruise on 
Lynch’s hand that probably won’t heal un- 
til he stops playing for a while. “It looks 
more painful than it really is,” he says. 
“Actually we’ve really been using blood 
capsules, it’s part of our Kiss influence.” 
As Sweeney, tongue in cheek, sums up, 
“We may not be the best band, but we’ve 
got all the heart in the world, dammit.” 

The Flying Nuns haven’t released a 
whole lot during the five years they’ve been 
in Boston, but at least there are no turkeys 
among the grand total of four songs 
they’ve put out. Half of those appeared just 
before Christmas on their second Sum- 
merville single, “Yard”/“Shirt,” two of the 
hookier songs in the band’s live sets (as 
Lynch points out, they seemed to go to- 
gether since they’re both in D). But the 
band’s songwriting tends to the oblique, so 
their hooks are more likely to be a guitar 
line (“Shirt” sports a nice, twangy one) or 
a twist in the rhythm than a straight-ahead 
melody or chorus. Sweeney sings lead with 
proper urgency but prefers to keep you 
guessing as to what the songs are about. 
“Disco Dancing Queen,” the hit from the 
previous single, wasn’t a cheap shot at dis- 
co but a true story about one of his ex-girl- 
friends (“She worked at Axis and every- 
thing”). And the two sides of the new sin- 
gle turn out to be a pro-marijuana song 
and a commentary inspired by the LA riots. 

“I wrote ‘Yard’ after coming from Ja- 
maica and hanging out with someone who 
grew pot,” Sweeney explains. “He was 
telling me how cocaine was being intro- 
duced onto the island, even though it 
doesn’t come from Jamaica. That’s one 
reason I think that the US is at the core of 
all the world’s problems.” Lynch’s ears 
prick up: “Really? That’s what the song’s 
about?” “Well, yeah,” Sweeney replies. 
“But I like writing lyrics that you wouldn’t 
always know what they’re about.” In the 
case of “Shirt” (whose lyrics refer to 
“something inside your shirt,” namely the 
heart), he says, “It’s not so much about 
the LA riots, but written around the same 
time. It’s just a vague thing about how 
people judge you by the way you look, 
rather than what’s inside you.” 

More music is likely to be on the way, 
since the band have signed with the English 


label Go! Disc (let’s hope Go! does better 
by the Flying Nuns than it did by its last 
Boston band, Apollo Landing). The con- 
tract calls for two CD singles — the first of 
which will be the “Yard” single with a third 
track added — followed by an album ten- 
tatively set to be recorded in March. And if 
the album gets made (the contract gives the 
label an option on each release), it’s likely 
to include more of the band’s out-there 
side than the singles do. “We don’t do any- 
thing consciously, but I know we get antsy 
if we’ve written two really poppy songs in a 
row,” says Sweeney. “I know that when we 
start getting too many poppy song ideas, I 
start saying ‘Nope, can’t do it.’ ” 

If that sounds like slow career progress, 
at least their local-headliner status is se- 
cure. They’ve still got nagging memories 
of what their first local shows, circa 1989, 
were like. “We came to Boston thinking 
we’d turn the city on its ear,” Velez says. 
They wound up getting a lot of opening 
slots on Tuesday nights. “The audience 
was basically my roommate and a bunch of 
Brazilian guys who lived upstairs,” 
Sweeney recalls. Their first real fans 
turned out to be members of barids they’d 
admired. Sweeney continues, “We came to 
Boston totally in awe of these people. I 
couldn’t believe it when I first met a guy 
who had been in Dumptruck.” (They’re 
currently managed by one, current Tackle 
Box/Helium member Brian Dunton.) And 
Velez got a compliment early on that saw 
the band through a few lean months: “Pe- 
ter Prescott [ex-Burma and Volcano Suns 
drummer, now with Kustomized] told me 
I was the first drummer he’d liked in 10 
years. That was a real big help.” 

The band can’t take full credit for their 
cool name, which was supplied by original 
singer Peter Walsh (later the drummer in 
New York’s Hypnolovewheel). But it 
makes some kind of poetic sense, since all 
three members went to Catholic school; 
Sweeney and Lynch figure they collectively 
logged 12 years there. After a few years on 
this crazy train, the Flying Nuns figure 
they’ve had their revenge.

SINGLE OF THE WEEK. Ho-hum, an- 
other really good noise-pop record — but 
give Mindgrinder credit for being ahead of 
the trend, even if they got sidetracked by 
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personnel shake-ups once it caught on. 
“This Old Head”/“Manpower” is the 
overdue follow-up to late "92’s Due What 
You Will EP, with more of their usual 
trademarks — big blasts of lead guitar, 
trippy acid-surf leanings, cryptic but an- 
gry-sounding lyrics, well-crafted hooks.

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The Beastie Boys are 
captains of pop industry 


by Andrew Strickman 


atural disasters aren’t 

supposed to happen in 

pairs, but that’s how they 

came for the Beastie Boys 

a few weeks back, attack- 
ing two divisions of the the grunge-rap 
trio’s budding corporate entity, Grand 
Royal — the name of their record label, 
their house of style, and their now nation- 
ally distributed magazine. On the West 
Coast, the Boys were finishing up record- 
ing tracks for their new CD and solidifying 
editorial assignments for the magazine. 
Boom! The mother of all earthquakes hit. 
On the East Coast, a CD pressing plant 
was readying its machines to spit out 
thousands of copies of Some Old Bullshit 
(Capitol), the 14-track disc that includes 
the Beasties’ early, much-sought-after 
“Cooky Puss” single and Polly Wog Stew 
EP. Boom! A cold snap rendered the fac- 
tory inoperable for days. 

“A combination of natural disasters on 
both coasts made for a pretty stressful 
work week,” says Beastie microphone 
monger and chief spokesperson Mike D. 
over the phone. “But listen to these beats 
— Hair’s got beats. The soundtrack to 
Hair, guaranteed every goddamn time.” 

Michael Diamond starts playing a funky 
sample of the Hair soundtrack into the re- 
ceiver while he has a quick conversation 
with a Grand Royal staffer. Coming back 
on the line, he says the name of the new 
Beastie Boys album (slated for a May 4 re- 
lease) will be Hair: The Album. Then he’s 
quiet for a minute... 

“It’s taken already — I guess we can’t 
use it.” 

Too bad. But Diamond is too busy plan- 
ning for the second issue of the band’s mag 
to think about it. “The magazine actually 
started as a really practical thing and ended 
up becoming an artistic endeavor,” he says 
with a laugh somewhere between cackle 
and giggle. On the eve of the release of the 
Beasties’ last album, 1992’s Check Your 
Head, the rappers found themselves with a 
problem. “We couldn’t fit the lyrics on the 
artwork, so we put on the booklet that you 
could write in to get the words. I went out 


| to the post office, got a PO box, and was 
| doing it all myself — sending out these 
| photocopied lyric sheets. Twenty thousand 
| kids wrote in. Everyone thinks ‘on-line,’ 
| but PO boxes are where it’s at.” 


With a ready-made mailing list, the 


| Beasties decided to start up a newsletter 
| — eight pages of Beastie and Grand Royal 
| information. The Grand Royal newsletter 
| quickly became an 80-page glossy maga- 
| zine featuring the Boys’ irreverent humor 
| and sometimes insightful commentary.

Contributors for the first issue included 
actor Max Perlich, music writers Marisa 
Fox and Jim Greer, and music/movie 
celebs like Biz Markie, lone Skye, George 
Clinton, Mike Watt, Kim Deal, and Beastie 
Boy bastard son Bob Mack. 

In the issue currently on newsstands, 
Mack — “our drunken editor, kind of like 
Perry White, ” says Mike D. — writes in 
stream-of-consciousness about Bruce Lee 
and touring with the Beasties and fawns 
over Grand Royal labelmates Luscious 
Jackson. Diamond interviews Def-Jam co- 
founder Russell Simmons, Q-Tip, the 
Pharcyde, and Kareem Abdul-Jabbar. 
There are also three pages of Top 10s: 
Top 10 Snaps (“Yo, I saw your girl wear- 
ing BK’s, holding hands with Sinbad”); 
Top 10 Tips for De-Reeking (“Wipe the 
corners of your mouth”; “Get the red 
out”); and Our Favorite Top Ten Feuds 
(“Courtney Love vs. [fill in the 
blank]”). 

Although Grand Royal is a slick, nation- 
ally distributed magazine, it still retains the 
Beasties’ signature DIY attitude. Much of 
the editorial content is typical Q&A, 
fanzine style. But the mag’s design is hip. 
Andy Jenkins of Dirt helped them lay out 
the pages, and, in the Boys’ typical ’70s- 
trash-culture fashion, the cover illustration 
by Sean Cliver — of Bruce Lee kicking a 
hirsute Kareem Abdul-Jabbar — is “bitten” 
from a 1971 Ebony cover of the Jackson 
Five. The Bruce Lee cover story has nine 
sidebars. Other cover lines hawk “Kiss 
Alive III: The Gene Simmons/ Joseph 
Beuys Connection,” and “Joey Buttafuo- 
co’s Back To School Wear for ’93.” 

“If we can express our interests in writ- 
ten form as well as in music form,” com- 
ments Mike D., “and it works, then that’s 
cool. We'll continue doing it. Our record$ 
probably reflect that same influence — 
that we’re coming from a lot of different | 
ideas — trying to achieve a balance.” 

As for fans of the band who have never | 
heard their pre-Madonna-tour hardcore | 
sound, don’t expect anything too solid, or 
too produced, from Polly Wog Stew and 
“Cooky Puss,” both with Kate Schellen- 
bach (now of Luscious Jackson) on 
drums. The Stew tracks are noisy speed- 
core reminiscent of the early ’80s New 
York club scene that spawned the Beasties. 
“Cooky Puss” is as close as you'll get toa 
work of early hip-hop in progress, with its 
slow, driving beats and taped phone mes- 
sages. As college-radio novelty tracks of 
the era, they’re fine; by any other standard 
they’d probably be written off as bargain- 
bin crap. But from yesterday’s crap, to- 
day’s pop geniuses do sometimes crawl. O |

Crooked Rain, Crooked Rain

orn half a decade ago in a 
blaze of insouciant static, 
Pavement still have plenty 
of folks reeling from the 
impact of 1992’s Slanted 

and Enchanted, their debut CD and per- 
haps the best rock album of the past five 
years. Some might not yet have recovered 
from the first track, “Summer Babe,” a 
billowing, mud-splattered parachute of 
longing shot through with cryptic memo- 
ries of abandoned houseboats and plastic- 
tipped cigars. A pile of wreckage buzzing 
with warmth, “Summer Babe” was typical 
Pavement. 

Devoted to clang and clutter, this is the 
kind of band who can’t make a move with- 
| out some terrified undergroundhog shriek- 
| ing, “Sellout!” Although they first achieved 
renown through an urban grumble indebt- 
ed to Sonic Youth and the Fall, singer/gui- 
| tarist Stephen Malkmus’s suburban Cali- 
fornia roots were already beginning to peep 
| through his floppy ‘do on the breezy, virtu- 
| ally noise-free “Shoot the Singer,” which 
| was the closing salvo of their last effort, the 
| four-song EP Watery, Domestic. 

Yet to complain about creeping pop 
| tendencies seems a misguided way of ex- 
| plaining the frustrating document that is 
| Pavement’s second full album, Crooked 
| Rain, Crooked Rain (Matador). The 
| band’s genius has always resided in a 
knack for putting all their junk and squall 
| to soulful, even hummable, ends. And 
| “Shoot the Singer” ‘hardly lacked for soul. 
| ‘As on the finest moments from Slanted 
| and Enchanted, Malkmus made his 


opaque narratives and disgusted asides 
speak volumes about nothing so much as 
volume itself: the transformative beauty of 
a finely detuned guitar. That sound, that 
achingly discordant harbinger of heart- 
break, pops up in the unlikeliest places on 
Crooked Rain, Crooked Rain — like a 
startling, too-brief bridge in the otherwise 
somnambulist “Fillmore Jive.” It’s what 
makes you remember that 
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not a question of “selling out,” whatever 
that may mean in this era of vanishing al- 
ternatives. Call it what you want: self-con- 
sciousness, self-reflexivity, ironic post- 
modern reference flinging, or just silliness 
for its own sake. Crooked Rain offers the 
following: 1) three songs about being in a 
cool band (sample lyric: “Stone Temple 
Pilots, they’re elegant bachelors/They’re 
foxy to me, are they foxy to you?”); 2) two 
songs about California (talkin’ "bout the 
“Queen-a Pasadena”); 3) at least two 
songs that extensively “quote” other mate- 
rial (the riff of the Beatles’ “I Want You,” 
the melody of Buddy Holly’s “Every 
Day”); and finally, 4) three songs that are 
actively bad, a genuine first for this band. 
Sure, you may have gotten annoyed by 
some of their earlier material — say, 
“Conduit for Sale,” with its nagging “I’m 
tryin’, I’m tryin’ ” refrain. But better an- 
noyed than plain old bored. 

Most of it is not boring, only silly — in 





this is (even minus bril- 
liant aging-hippie drum- 
mer Gary Young) a 
world-class band. 

Anyone who became 
acquainted with Pavement 
through “Unseen Power 
of the Picket Fence,” their 
contribution to the No Al- 
ternative compilation, 
could’ve easily thought 
otherwise. There was even 
some fuck-you appeal in a 
band blowing their ticket 
to stardom with a goofy 
paean to R.E.M. (“ ‘Time 
After Time’ was my least 
favorite song!”) But once 
the comedy faded, “Picket 
Fence” began to bear an 
unsettling resemblance to 
some of the weakest, least 
representative efforts 
among Pavement’s earlier 
material: Slanted’s “Two 
States”; Watery, Domes- 
tic’s notorious football 
song. 

Alas, all three evince a 
tendency in full effect on 
the new album. No, it’s 
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a way that’s charming on the first few | 
plays but quickly wears thin, the very thing | 
Slanted and Enchanted’s abiding mystery | 
refused to do. After a disc that opened up | 
anew on every listen, Pavement have made 
one that’s limited by its transparency — | 
the reasonable, even funny, but nonethe- 
less familiar travails of a sexy, smart- 
mouthed slacker getting too much atten- 
tion from the British press. 

There are some lightly groovy “Shoot 
the Singer”-ish numbers (“Range Life,” 
“Gold Soundz”), which in their Eagles- 
like SoCal sunniness make the one noise 
track, “Hit the Plane Down,” come off like 
“Life in the Fast Lane.” And then there are 
a few churning Pavement-style anthems 
(“Unfair,” “Ell Ess Two”) that sprawl with 
the grand force of their finest. It doesn’t 
matter; once you hear those words, they 
just start to fold up and crumble, like a 
joke you’ve already heard, like a question 
without an answer this time around. QO

Eugenius head further down 
the path of pop pleasures

he realm of pop music is lit- 
tered with fairy tales like the 
one about the Vaselines, a 
Scottish band who barely ex- 
isted for a couple of years in 
the late ’80s and never took themselves se- 
riously enough to be a big deal. That’s not 
to say that Eugene Kelly and Frances Mc- 
Kee, the singing/songwriting core of the 
band, didn’t happen upon some great 
songs. “Molly’s Lips,” the tune Nirvana 
recorded in a Peel Session and included 
on Incesticide, is as perfect as throwaway 
pop gets — timeless and enduring at the 
same time that it’s lovably insignificant. 
Their other material, which Sub Pop reis- 
sued as The Way of the Vaselines: A Com- 
plete History in 1992, is every bit as good. 

Except for the kind of music geeks who 
owned copies of the Big Star albums be- 
fore they got reissued by Rykodisc, nobody 
had ever heard of, much less heard, the 
Vaselines until Kurt Cobain persuaded the 
band to re-form for a show with Nirvana in 
Edinburgh a few years ago. For Kelly, that 
gig and the notoriety of another Scottish 
sensation, Teenage Fanclub, coincided 
nicely with the emergence of his new band 
Eugenius (they were called Captain Ameri- 
ca until Marvel Comics objected). 

In keeping with the Vaseline’s casual at- 
titude, Kelly and guitarist Gordon Keen 
didn’t have a full-time rhythm section or a 
definite band name when they recorded 
oomalama, Eugenius’s 1992 debut for 
Fire, but it was solidly poppy enough to 
earn American release on Atlantic and 
convert bassist Raymond Boyle and drum- 














mer Roy Lawrence to their cause. Mary 
Queen of Scots (Atlantic), which hits the 
stores on February 22, is where the cozy 
fairy tale ends and the real stuff begins. 
Kelly knows that, and he pines for his days 
as a lovable underdog in “Let’s Hiber- 
nate”: “We’re going national now/I really 
want to hibernate/Can I please crash 
now/I’m out of date.” That doesn’t stop 
the song’s winsome combination of shaggy 
guitars and clean-cut harmonies from be- 
ing right at home among the current wave 
of fashionably gritty guitar-pop bands like 
Teenage Fanclub, the Gin Blossoms, the 
Posies, the Lemonheads, and Redd Kross 
(they'll be playing with Red Kross at the 
Paradise next week). 

“When we did the Vaselines, it was like 
we were making it up as we went along,” 
explains Kelly from his home in Glasgow. 
“Frances and I were in college so we 
weren’t full-time musicians; it was just 
something we did every so often. The fun- 
ny thing is, we thought nobody liked the 
records we made, and then later, after the 
band broke up, people discovered the 
Vaselines and decided that the records 
were good. I was trying to tell people that 
at the time.” 

Mary Queen of Scots infuses the artful 
simplicity and playfulness of the,Vaselines’ 
songwriting with sturdier rhythms and 
rough-and-tumble guitar interplay. “On 
the Breeze,” “Blue Above the Rooftops,” 
and “Pebble” are short and sweet love po- 
ems with just a touch of melancholy and 
plenty of room for Kelly and Keen to 
weave countermelodic leads around mem- 
orable lines like “I put a pebble in my 
shoe/Every step I am with you.” “Easter 
Bunny,” one of half a dozen single-worthy 
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ADDRESSING SCOTTISH HISTORY — but they also dine 


on American influences from Velvet Underground to the Ramones. 


cuts, takes a more frivolous route through 
a chorus of “ooh, ah, ooh, ooh-la-la-la.” 
“River Clyde Song” (the Clyde is the river 
that flows through Glasgow) settles into 
more solemn, pastoral folk terrain with 
some noisy, reverb-drenched slide guitar 
in the backdrop. 

At its best, on the disc’s title track, Kel- 
ly’s songwriting addresses serious sub- 
jects like his Scottish heritage without es- 
chewing the occasional amusing non se- 
quitur like “Well come on I think I’ll do 
the Fonda workout/Everybody’s getting 
strong.” “That song is about the fact that 
Scottish people don’t know much about 
the history of Scotland,” explains Kelly. 
“It’s me saying that I don’t understand it 
either, even though I’m trying to write a 
song about it. I was born and brought up 
here, but in school we learned more 
about the French Revolution and the 
British Industrial Revolution than we did 
about our own country.” 


Like Teenage Fanclub, with whom 
they’ve often been compared, Eugenius 
draw on a wealth of American influences, 
from the Velvet Underground-style East- 
ern-tinged flavor of “Pebble” to the Ra- 
mones-style buzz-saw guitars in “On the 
Breeze.” However, Big Star, the band 
Teenage Fanclub have openly subjected 
to the sincerest form of flattery, are not, 
according to Kelly, a major part of that 
picture. “I like Big Star and Alex Chilton, 
but I’ve never aspired to sound anything 
like that. I’m more into the Velvet Under- 
ground and that side of things. On the 
other hand, somebody told us that the 
song ‘Bed-in’ [from oomalama] sounded 
like Cheap Trick and I had never heard 
Cheap Trick.” Which, as much as any- 
thing, sums up the simple genius of Eu- 
genius. QO

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Cuban musicians wrestle 
with the best of everything

ven at their most progres- 
sive, Cuban musicians revel 
in the central tensions and 
ancient traditions of their 
mixed cultural heritage. 
Folk traditions, reformulations of African 
rhythms, European song forms, and 
American jazz can all live side by side in 
modern Afro-Cuban music. And a handful 
of recent releases covers the spectrum 
from santeria to son and bebop. 

For assured use of source material, in- 
strumental brilliance, and taste, the best of 
those is Paquito D’Rivera’s 40 Years of 
Cuban Jam Sessions (Messidor). In the ear- 
ly 50s, Americar? jazz was the inspiration 
for Cuban jam séssions, or 





on “Despojo.” Likewise, the swing-era ele- 
gance of trumpeter Alfredo “Chocolate” Ar- 
menteros contrasts with the bebop urgency 
of Alfredo Perez. On “Tres Tristes Tigres,” 
bassist Israel “Cachao” Lopez (who led the 
first recorded descargas) plucks and bows 
booming, drum-like patterns in contrast to 
the guitar-like speed of Nicky Orta. 

Cuban exile D’Rivera is a former mem- 
ber of Cuban supergroup Irakere. Now 
under the direction of pianist Jesus “Chu- 
cho” Valdes, Irakere are an impressively 
disciplined aggregation of virtuosos. But 
their most recent release, Live at Ronnie 
Scott’s (World Pacific), is merely an empty 
display of technique. The music touches 
on many Cuban forms, as well as jazz, 
funk and rock, but there’s not much be- 
neath the technical flash and Valdes’s elab-

Bruce,” Valdes ranges from gospel to son 
montuno to atonality with impressive ease, 
and Orlando Valle’s piano-wire-taut flute 
solo on “Flute Notes” combines instru- 
mental agility, grace, and a polished-silver 
tone. But overall the relentlessly upbeat at- 
mosphere, frantic pace, and melodrama 
wear thin. 

Pianist Gonzalo Rubalcaba strikes a 
more satisfying balance between virtuosity 
and emotional content on Suite 4 y 20 
(Blue Note). Although he’s been guilty of 
showing off his technique in the past, here 
he tests his physical limits in well-propor- 
tioned performances with emotional range 
and depth. On the opening “Preludio 
Proyecto Latino,” his long, precisely articu- 
lated lines skip like a flat stone over water in 
a beautifully controlled expression of joy. 
On “Our Spanish Love Song,” by 
special guest bassist Charlie 
Haden, he ranges from tenderly 
stroked chords and lace-like grace 
notes to grand climactic trills un- 
der which leap wild, staccato 
melodies. Electric 
bassist Felipe Ca- 
brera and drummer 
Julio Barreto support 
him without drawing attention to 
themselves, and trumpeter Rey- 
naldo Melian easily matches the pi- 
anist’s many moods. This is certainly 
one of Rubalcaba’s best recordings.

The surprise is 
in how well New Order’s two less- 
er-known players have mastered 
their craft, and how little Peter 
Hook’s heavy-handed bass 
melodies and Bernard Sumner’s 
distinctive vocals are missed. 

Unlike Hook and Sumner, 
whose extra-band affairs (Re- 
venge and Electronic, respective-

They’ve all been watered 
down by this immensely annoying 
Canadian quartet, who combine 
the worst extremes of smug 
protest and cutesy-poo pop. The 
result is one of those rare albums 
that’s so mind-boggling awful, 
you’re tempted to throw critical 
restraint aside, hunt the band 
down, and strangle them. 

Their idea of funny is to sing in 
exaggerated little-boy voices and 
drop obvious jokes about outdated 
topics (targets include couch pota- 
toes, video stores, and disco).

*x*x*x1/2 Steven Richman, 
Harmonie Ensemble New York, 
OVERTURE! (Music & Arts). This 
album is devoted to transcriptions 
of opera overtures for small wind 
ensemble — all made at the time 
the music was first written. 
Transcription was the major pre- 
recording-era mode of getting a 
wider audience for orchestral and 
operatic music. People could play 
symphonies for themselves at 
home on one or two pianos. A 
complete opera might be per- 
formed in transcription even 
before the opera opened. Many 
transcriptions were made for a 
small wind band called a har- 
monie: pairs of oboes, clarinets, 
bassoons, and horns, with either a 
string bass or contrabassoon. 
Aristocrats who could not afford a 
full orchestra might subsidize their 
own harmonie groups. 
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Some composers wrote their | 
own transcriptions. Mozart's har- | 


monie version of the Overture to 
The Abduction from the Seraglio 
sounds like one of his elegant 
minor-key wind serenades. This 
album also includes transcriptions 
by Wenzel Sediak and Karl Flachs 
of familiar overtures by Rossini, 
Weber, and Beethoven. How 
clever these arrangers were at 
creating the impression of a full 
orchestral sound, even strings! 
And when the transcriptions are 
played as well as they are here, 
the romance and solemnity of the 
originals is still present. 

But what makes them most 
worth listening to is the charm of 
their own sonorities. The smaller 
number of instruments allows a 
freer play of wit, so even grand, 
ambitious works like the Semira- 
mide or Fidelio overtures, though 
reduced in scope, have an appeal- 
ing intimacy that reminds us how

ith the arrival of Soap reruns on Comedy Central, 

we’ve been offered a second look at one of televi- 

sion’s most controversial gay characters. TV’s new- 

er gays and lesbians seem to cause less of an up- 

roar; maybe the religious right is too busy focusing 

on its political agenda, or maybe the sheer number 
has rendered gay characters more “harmless.” 

We've certainly become the plot device of choice. In the past year or 
two, Jim unwittingly became the owner of a gay bar on Murphy Brown, 
Jerry and George were erroneously outed on Seinfeld, John was mistak- 
enly identified as a past sex partner by a gay man on The John Larro- 
quette Show, and we’ve continued to provide juicy cases for LA Law. 
But gay and lesbian viewers are less interested in such flashy episodes 
than in the continuing characters that have brought a gay perspective to 
(so far) a handful of series. In the 17 years since Soap premiered, gay 
characters have become more prominent and more textured — even if 
we’re a long way from parity in bedroom scenes. 

Back in 1977, before Soap (weeknights, 7:30 p.m., 
Comedy Central) had even debuted, religious groups 
around the country were outraged that a gay character 
would be featured. These groups staged huge letter- 
writing campaigns until word got out that Jodie 
Dallas was going to be effeminate, wear his 
mother’s clothing, and try to become a wom- 
an. This sparked even more outrage — but 
from gay activists this time. Producers of the 
show sat down with the activists (the gay 
ones, that is), listened to their complaints, 

and revised the character slightly. 
Jodie Dallas (Billy Crystal) is one of 
the saner people in the off-kilter world of 
Soap. Yes, he wears his mother’s dress; 
yes, he tries to have a sex-change opera- 
tion; yes, he attempts suicide. But compare 
this to Soap’s other ongoing plots and char- 
acters — a baby possessed by Satan, a self- 
loathing priest, UFO abduction and alien im- 
pregnation, international coup attempts — and 
it’s plain that Jodie is one of the more human, re- 

alistic characters on the show. 

Indeed, Soap is a strange blend of ridiculous plot- 
ting and tear-jerking pathos. The actors on the show 
(many of them very good) are able to bring depth and emo-

tional life to their characters, despite the outlandish plots. Jodie is no 
exception. 

In the first season, Jodie dates a closeted football player who eventu- 
ally dumps him for a “beard” (a woman who serves as a cover). Dis- 
traught, Jodie thinks that changing his gender will allow him to be with 
the sports star. When the operation is imminent, Jodie questions his de- 
cision and tries to kill himself. Later in the series, Jodie fathers a child 
(the old-fashioned way), falls in love with at least two women, tries to 
marry one of them, and spends lots of time fighting for custody of his 
baby. Though his sexuality is a key factor in the custody case, Jodie 
does not date men again. Finally, in the show’s last episodes, Jodie de- 
velops another personality — he thinks he’s an elderly Jewish man — 
and all traces of his sexuality are lost. Jodie’s homosexuality starts as a 
controversial gimmick and eventually deteriorates into whatever the plot 
requires. This may be attributable to the format of the soap opera, 
which depends more on constant character development and ongoing 
story lines than do regular sitcoms or hour-long dramas. 

One of the most fondly remembered gay characters of the 1980s is 
the confused and wimpy Steven Carrington (Al Corley, then Jack Cole- 
man) on. Dynasty. In the show’s first season, Steven argues bitterly 
with his father, Blake (John Forsythe), about his sexuality, and the sea- 
son cliffhanger involves Blake’s trial for the murder of Steven’s lover 
(of course, Blake is found innocent). In the following seasons, Steven’s 
head is turned by the trashy Sammy Jo (Heather Locklear), who has 
his baby; then there’s yet another standard soap custody battle, and 
Steven loses. 

He eventually finds a male lover. But, alas, they attend the ill-fated 
Moldavian wedding (you know, the one that’s rudely interrupted by a 
bloody coup), and Steven’s lover is gunned down in the church. By this 
point, gay viewers were getting a definite message about their sexuality: 
you just can’t be happy in that lifestyle. The series ended, but a few 
years ago the cast reunited for a miniseries to tie up all the loose ends. 
Steven is settled into a happy gay marriage, and he finally works out 
his problems with Blake. 

The parallels between Soap’s Jodie and Dynasty’s Steven are obvi- 
ous. They both start out as confused gay men, are seduced by conniv- 
ing women, father a child, and enter into bitter custody battles. The 
soap opera, with its world of weddings and births, seems unable to ac- 
commodate homosexuality; these shows assume that, in order to be 
part of the world as most know it, gay characters must necessarily be 
confused and harbor an attraction toward the opposite sex. 

It’s also interesting to note the difference in the ultimate fates of the 
two characters: Jodie loses his personality completely, while Steven set- 
tles happily into gay marriage. An explanation may lie in the decade 
that separated the two shows: Soap ended in 1981, the beginning of 
the Reagan era, but the final Dynasty miniseries aired in the more polit- 
ically correct early 1990s. Perhaps the prime-time soap will begin to

When Melrose Place (Wednesdays, 9:00 p.m., Fox) debuted in 
1992, we were promised a gay character, and we got him. Matt Field- 
ing (Doug Savant) is a tenant in the apartment complex that gives the 
show its name. Matt is there all right, but in the first season, aside from 
one or two minor plots, we never see him do anything. Luckily, he has 
strong relationships with the other (straight) tenants; if he didn’t, we 
may not have seen him at all. 

If we hadn’t been promised an active gay character, perhaps we 
wouldn’t have been so disappointed in Matt. After all, he is a good guy, 
a good friend, and his mere presence on the show — even as a back- 
ground character — would be an improvement over most other TV 
shows. But promises were made, and we got our hopes up. Series pro- 
ducer Aaron Spelling (also producer of Dynasty) has said that he want- 
ed to establish the show and its audience before experimenting with 
Matt’s character. Lately, with the arrival of Heather Locklear, the 
show has sort of taken off, hitting its stride with viewers and critics 
alike. And, coincidentally, we are beginning to see that Matt has a 
sex life. 

Well, almost a sex life. In the series so far, he marries a Rus- 
sian woman so she can remain in the country (an old, tired soap 
device that also allows Matt to play scenes with a woman); he 











dates a cute gallery owner (although the fake 
marriage messes that up); and, in recent epi- 
sodes, he starts seeing a closeted naval officer. 

This last relationship has potential, but their 
few scenes together illuminate a problem. While 
all the other characters kiss, hug, and jump into 
bed during their scenes, Matt and his officer 
play a tender, emotional scene — from opposite 
sides of the room. The lack of physical contact 
between them is painfully obvious, and any 
touch would cut the tension — a hand on the 
shoulder or the back, a ruffle of the hair — any- 
thing to show that two men can be affectionate 
and caring with each other. Gay and lesbian af- 
fection is, after all, a stumbling block in the 
minds of many straight people: they either can’t 
or won't imagine it exists, largely because the 
media never show it. We hope that Matt will, in 
time, be able to join his sex-crazed friends. But 
kudos to Melrose Place, at any rate, for ap- 
proaching the subject at all.

A character that has gar- 
nered little attention from ei- 
ther gay or anti-gay groups is 
Smithers on The Simpsons 
(Thursdays, 8:00 p.m., Fox). 
Smithers appears in almost ev- 
ery episode of the animated se- 
ries; he is also in love with his 
evil, reptilian boss, Mont- 
gomery Burns, who is both de- 
pendent upon and repelled by 
Smithers’s constant attentions. 
Several episodes establish 
Smithers as a basically good 
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he’s tired of having to “act straight” when she’s around. True to form, 
Roseanne (Roseanne Arnold) sticks her nose into the argument, and 
gives her own advice: just tell Leon’s mother the truth. What makes 
this episode so notable? Well, when have we ever seen such an ordi- 
nary, everyday depiction of our lives on TV? And when has the rest of 
Roseanne’s audience seen a gay couple facing day-to-day problems, 
and working them out with each other? 

Nancy, on the other hand, is a study of one woman’s evolving sexual- 
ity. At first she is straight, and married to the character played by 
Roseanne’s real-life husband, Tom Arnold. After dumping him, she 
comes out to Roseanne as a lesbian, and starts dating a woman played 
by Morgan Fairchild. When that relationship ends, Nancy realizes that 
she is bisexual, and actively pursues attractive members of both sexes 
(though she prefers women, because, as she says, “I hate using birth 
control.”). Aside from being the only prime-time lesbian, Nancy demon- 
strates that sexual identity is about love and attraction, not just con- 

quests. And that’s a lesson that can overturn quite a few 
stereotypes — not just gay and lesbian ones. 
a 
One of the more stereotypical gay charac- 
ters on TV is the lisping, martini-sipping 
Buddy Cole, who delivers monologues 
from his favorite barstool on The Kids in 
the Hall (reruns are shown weeknights, 
9:00 p.m., on Comedy Central). Buddy 
« is screamingly funny and decidedly un- 
PC; for example, when discussing his 
fear of AIDS he says, “I never thought 
about AIDS until Magic Johnson got it. 
Then I thought, ‘My God, if it could happen 
to Magic, it could even happen to me!’ ” When 
he refers to closet-case Liberace as straight and 
the audience guffaws, he responds, “Oh, I know he’s 
gay. I just don’t want him to be.” 

The stereotype here is so exaggerated and so knowing that 
the smart viewer will suspect that there is more to Buddy than 
just an ultra-fey, bitchy queen. Scott Thompson, who plays Bud- 
dy and who is gay himself, uses the blatant stereotype to get into 
the audience’s heads; we see a flaming queer, and we sort of trust 
that the actor is on our side. But Thompson gains the trust of his 
audience, then starts playing with their minds, delivering strong 
messages of tolerance and diversity. He addresses gay stereo- 
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types and reverses them with logic and humor. 

Not so with In Living Color’s Antoine and Blaine (Damon 
Wayans and David Alan Grier), who appear in the “Men 
on...” skits (Thursdays, 9:00 p.m., Fox). The humor here, like 
all the other skits on ILC, is painfully simple-minded and one- 
note; they use stereotypes only for laughs. These stereotypes 
are not clever or intelligent, and in the hands of the homopho- 
bic Damon Wayans, they become offensive. The audience is 
laughing at the exaggerated flam- 
boyance and bitchy lines — all of 
which they have come to expect 
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man. But Burns has taken him into his confidence, 
and Smithers will do anything for his slimy, Machi- 
avellian boss. While Homer and his co-workers see 
Smithers as a toady, others on the show (like the 
usually sympathetic Marge) are confused by his 
dual personality of good guy and conniving lackey; 
when Marge asks him why he puts up with Burns’s 
mental and physical abuse, Smithers replies, “He’s 
my best buddy.” 


character Mr. Humphries from

Viewers don’t 
learn anything, except that what 
they have always “known” and 
heard about gays is true. 

Finally, there’s Mr. Humphries 
(John Inman) on Are You Being 
Served? (locally shown on week- 
nights, 11:00 p.m., Channel 2). He 
combines the usefulness (in terms 
of plot) of Smithers, the intelli- 


Along with the several thousand other one-liners, 
media references, and academic trivia that fill each 
half-hour of The Simpsons, Smithers’s sexuality is 
bandied about blithely. For example, as Burns 
shows Homer his pet bees, he offhandedly comments, “Do you see that 
big queen over there? I call that one Smithers.” In another episode, 
Burns asks Marge to join him on his yacht; Smithers objects, saying, “I 
don’t think women and seamen mix, sir.” Burns replies, “We know 
what you think, Smithers.” If you blink, you might miss the jokes. 

More important, though, Smithers’s caring relationship with Burns 
generates many of the show’s complicated plots. Though his actions 
are not always understandable, we always know where he’s coming 
from. His sexuality is never an issue; it just is. His unrequited love for 
Burns — and the power Burns wields because of it — is essential to 
many of the goings-on in Springfield. In the Simpsons’ world, sexuali- 
ty is just one more thing to poke fun at. 

Aside from Smithers, perhaps the gay and bisexual characters that fit 
most seamlessly into the fabric of their show are those on Roseanne 
(Tuesdays, 9:00 p.m., ABC). Martin Mull’s Leon and Sandra Bern- 
hard’s Nancy challenge the show’s other characters and its audience by 
depicting them as ordinary people in Roseanne’s ordinary world. In 
one episode, Leon and his lover argue about the impending visit from 
Leon’s mother, who doesn’t know he is gay; his lover complains that 
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gence of Buddy Cole, and the use- 
less stereotypes of Antoine and 
Blaine. His sexuality is his defining 
characteristic. It is what separates him from the other employees at the 
department store — the pompous floorwalker, the trashy Cockney 
woman, the frustrated spinster. Humphries is simply the gay one. He 
can always be counted on to have a gay anecdote, just as Mrs. Slo- 
combe can be counted on for her requisite “pussy” joke (meaning her 
cat, of course). Humphries is not necessarily a negative or a positive 
stereotype, though his anecdotes (he lives with his mother, and he 
chases after sailors with little success) are usually demeaning. 
Humphries merely serves his purpose as one more stock character in a 
very broad farce. 

As far as TV. portrayals of gay life are concerned, we've certainly 
come a long way from the killer transvestites of Streets of San Francis- 
co — but we still have a long way to go. Happily, with people like 
Roseanne Arnold and Aaron Spelling on our side, we’re bound to make 
some headway and see quite a few changes in the coming years. The 
so-called Information Highway should also help gain representation for 
gays and lesbians, perhaps giving us at least one of the fabled 500 
channels in TV’s future. I, for one, will be waiting breathlessly, remote 
control in hand. QO

THE QUEEN’S THROAT: OPERA, HOMOSEXUALI- 
TY, AND THE MYSTERY OF DESIRE, by Wayne 
Koestenbaum. Vintage Books, 272 pages, $12 paper. 


t was simpler the first time I tried to read this book. 

Once my patience was exhausted, and after throw- 

ing it across the room, I only had to return it to the 

store whence it came. Having read the entire pa- 

perback edition for this review, I’m content that my 

@ initial impulse was correct. My only disappointment 

is that paperbacks, when thrown, crash with less force 
than hardcovers. 

Wayne Koestenbaum’s The Queen’s Throat: Opera, Ho- 
mosexuality, and the Mystery of Desire purports to explain 
the link between gay men and opera. Highly praised when 
first published last year, the book was nominated for a 
National Book Critics Circle Award. The Queen’s Throat 
seemed to unveil for many this mysterious obsession of 
certain gay men, particularly those obsessed with a diva 
like Maria Callas. You know, opera queens. 

It’s a fascinating idea for a book. Certainly some con- 
nection exists. Witness the debate in the gay press over the 
scene in Philadelphia in which Tom Hanks, as a gay 
lawyer with AIDS, attempts to explain “this music.” He 
does a slow dance with his IV while the aria un- 
folds. Utterly transported, almost transfigured, 
he weeps while the voice of Callas illuminates la 
morta mia. A straight man, Denzel Washington, 
sits and watches — befuddled, unmoved, eager 
to escape this emotional unburdening. Finally 
having fled, he listens outside the door, while 
Hanks, from the inside (metaphorically closet- 
ed?), plays the recording again. Louder. 

Is this an easy stereotype — a simple way to 
peg a faggot? Or is it a revelation — a gay man 
shown with his sensitivity to beauty and emo- 
tional directness intact, without fuss? 

Depends on whom you ask, I suppose. 
Koestenbaum suggests that the answer is both. 
Sort of. With enough postmodern discourse to 
choke a horse, he appropriates the image of the 
opera queen as a defiant queer identity, citing its 
origins in the oppression of gay men. His theory 
is this: gay men, dating from the 1940s and ’50s, 
were drawn to opera for its stories of woinen de- 
stroyed by their love for men — writ, of course, 
in emotions beyond the histrionic. These roles 
were sung by women, themselves larger than life, 
who, because of their vocal abilities, and the 
camp trappings of their sometimes tragic lives, 
were freaks. 

One kind of freak saw the struggles of his life 
portrayed and redeemed by another kind of 
freak, and an obsession was born. Like Athena, 
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head fandom (with its catalogues of pirated tapes). 

As a kind of training manual for opera-queen wanna- 
bes, The Queen’s Throat is a success. As a serious discus- 
sion of opera and its complexities, or the elements of 
opera as a form that might draw homosexuals, it fails en- 
tirely. Koestenbaum does, at most, engage in some murky 
metaphoric meanderings about the tension between words 
and music as somehow symbolic of queerness. In opera, 
he says, their meanings become inverted. I’m not quite 
sure what all of this means. And as a gay man who writes 
the words for operas, I'd like to know. 

This opacity doesn’t seem to matter much, however, 
since opera, according to Koestenbaum, is a dead form 
anyway. I’m glad to know this. 

It almost seems to pain Koestenbaum to admit that opera 
is created, and that it exists before and beyond the small 
corner of the 19th century to which he confines it. These 
facts somehow spoil opera’s effect for him. I am amazed 
that, in a book exploring opera and homosexuality, there is 
not one mention of the operas of Benjamin Britten. Works 
such as Peter Grimes, Billy Budd, The Turn of the Screw, 
and Death in Venice painfully probe the cost of what can 
properly be called queerness. That Britten wrote the lead 
roles in these pieces for his beloved companion, tenor Peter 
Pears, at a time when gay marriages did not exist publicly, 
lends poignance to their artistic bravery. 

Koestenbaum dismisses such notions He tells us, 
“Opera will pretend that it is written down, immut- 
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sprung, ready for battle, from the head of Zeus, 
the opera queen was sprung in his entirety from 
the noble head of Opera — complete with 
Statistics, bitchiness, and a record collection. 
The contemporary opera queen assumes this 
mantle in a gesture, as the book jacket de-

scribes, “that triumphantly overturns our re- 
ceived notions of culture, sexuality, and personal 
style. It is... cultural criticism, subversion, and homage.” 


Great shades of Elvis 

The trouble with this is how little it has to do with 
opera. 

Koestenbaum seems to think that worshiping a diva — 
the goal of his opera queen — is the same thing as loving 
opera. It’s not. 

He writes, “The opera queen must choose one diva. . . . 
Once I chose Anna Moffo, in 1980, ignorant of other 
singers, I was set for life. I had a path. I had reference 
points and details, which would take pages to list.” Gazing 
at a picture of the young Joan Sutherland and a fading 
Maria Callas prompts this reaction: “ ... dare I say that 
this photograph of diva succession — though it’s not a 
‘snap’ of me — confirms my place in the universe.” 

Opera fandom, as he describes it, seems little different 
from Elvis fandom (with its vigils at Graceland) or Dead-

able. . . . But do not believe that ruse. © 
Opera is an ideal, unattainable condition, “7% 
projected on the culture’s scrim like Oz , 
above the poppies.” 
You can’t square a metaphor with fact. | 
It’s a dangerous business. 
The Queen’s Throat ignores re- 
peatedly that opera actually 
comes from real people with real 
names. That they, address ques- 
tions of time and reality. That 
they express, with greater clari- 
ty than any other dramatic 
form, multiple points of view. 
That — and this is opera’s 
greatest strength and chal- 
lenge — through means of 
great artifice, they create the 
occasion of an intimacy of 
astonishing purity. 
Take the last act of The 
Marriage of Figaro. Mozart 
and da Ponte use the con- 
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ventions of farce — disguises, mistaken identities, secret 
letters, and people running in and out of doors — to reveal 
their characters’ strength and frailty as they face the de- 
mands of love. Careening through a series of little and not- 
so-little betrayals, they collide in a moment of unexpected 
forgiveness. This sudden appearance of mercy stops them 
dead in their tracks. And us, too. Not because it is so rav- 
ishing, which it is; but because it is so genuine. It tells the 
truth. Love cannot come until we stop running around in 
the dark pretending to be someone else, even if that some- 
times seems the cost of love. 


Swathed in irony 

Koestenbaum, a poet and English professor at Yale, 
manages to evade all of this by adopting the tone of what 
he terms “diva prose.” He inhabits a pose of languor, in- 
explicably exhausted, as if his words were supine on a di- 
van swathed in yards and yards of irony. 

Whenever a genuine emotion is encountered, Koesten- 
baum can only approach it from a tremendous distance. 
Each honest statement must be announced by some pro- 
tector, whether it his self-described naiveté or his habit of 
announcing, “here I draw from the imagination.” He fails 
to realize that the artists he venerates, whatever their per- 
sonal foibles, were sincere when they performed. They 
meant it. And the audience knew it. To Koestenbaum, 
they serve a different purpose: “Divas are my dolls; I play 
with the stories of their lives, and I learn from these fables 
how to transcend affliction, as a little girl is supposed to 
learn femininity from her dolls.” 

If Koestenbaum’s words, his performances, are posed, 
then what are we to believe? His extreme self-conscious- 
ness robs his ideas of any strength because ultimately, as 
he informs us, we cannot believe him no matter how per- 
sonal the revelation. What’s so, well, icky about this is the 
tone of contempt which underlies the entire book. A state- 
ment such as “Divas cherish dogs because divas are aris- 
tocratic, interested in breeding, and dogs embody the un- 
speakable, panting, wet delight we take in the diva’s voice” 
encourages us to laugh at the diva’s campiness as if it 
were the same thing as her art. We adopt the pose of the 
opera queen, the original opera queens, as if their un- 
voiced pain and rage were merely a pose. We declare 
opera the realm of sickness and therefore the domain of 
the homosexual. Of course, this declaration is made with a 
stance of delicious irony and consequently it means noth- 
ing. It has lost its power. 

Or so Koestenbaum thinks. 

But it hasn’t lost its power, no matter how fabulous the 
irony. I cannot help but wonder what kind of outcry 
would be raised if a straight critic had written that “gay 
men seek out an art that does not respect the genuine.” 

Sadly, The Queen’s Throat demeans the mysteries it 
means to elevate and elucidate. It renders them trivial. Pe- 
ter Conrad, in his book A Song of Love and Death, writes, 
“Opera treats aspects of experience no other art has the 
boldness to address. ... It is the song of our irrationality, 

... the music our bodies make.” As an experience of to- 

tal theater that we witness together, huddled in the 
dark, opera lives as a paradox. It thrives, by virtue of 
its scale, on extravagant gestures; yet its heart beats 
with simplicity, the risk of a pure emotion revealed 
purely. When all of its elements coalesce — and it 
doesn’t happen often — it thrills with profound 
moral consequence. Concrete and beyond us at the 
same time. 

Claiming the same boldness, The Queen’s Throat 
leaves us with a question and an assertion: “What 
inquiry have I advanced by repeating, five times a 
morning, the record of Isolde’s Liebestod, 
and struggling against my own 
naiveté, to put into words the 
emotions that overwhelm me 
when I listen? I invited myself 
into the opera house, and on 
the sacred premises I have 
spoken too loudly, chewed 
with my mouth open, re- 

vealed my own throat.” 
It is a false claim. 
Koestenbaum confuses 
gesture with emotion. Be- 
sides, he is not the rube 
he pretends to be. His 
own words tell us that. 
The Queen’s Throat only 
pretends boldness, hiding, 
in the end, what is cow- 
ardice. =)

We’re about to throw away 


$100 million at Stonewall 25 


by Mary Breslauer 


oday, while the fundamental 

civil rights of gay and lesbian 

Americans are being chal- 

lenged at every level, many 

of us are blithely making 
plane and hotel reservations for Stonewall 
25. Not only does the extravagant New 
York City block party planned for the 25th 
anniversary of the Stonewall riots do a 
grave disservice to the meaning of 
Stonewall — the birth of the modern gay- 
and-lesbian civil-rights movement — but 
it also plays into the strategy of the radical 
Christian right. 

An estimated 19 statewide initiatives 
opposing gay civil rights will face voters 
this year; there will also be the municipal 
battles. All will come on the heels of last 
year’s right-wing victories: Cincinnati vot- 
ers repealed their gay-rights ordinance by 
a two-to-one margin. Commissioners in 
Cobb County, Georgia, did away with all 
arts funding to avoid supporting gay- 
identified work. In Virginia, Sharon Bot- 
toms lost custody of her son because she 
is a lesbian. Congress codified the military 
ban against gays and lesbians. 

Against this backdrop we approach 
Stonewall 25, which will culminate in a 
march on the United Nations with a gi- 
gantic rainbow flag on June 26.

will be a list of demands, including pro- 
claiming 1999 the International Year of 
Gay and Lesbian People. Organizers say it 
will take $5 million to put on Stonewall 
25. All for another national invasion of 
another East Coast city where we’re likely 
to drop $100 million for rooms, meals, 
parties, and T-shirts. Meanwhile, we’re 
getting our clocks cleaned by the Chris- 
tian right from Oregon to Maine. 

It’s the wrong photo op and the wrong 
time. We just had our huge civil-rights 
march, and the official count of atten- 
dees was off by about 700,000. Now 
we’re raising the same head-count pre- 
diction of one million. 

I don’t get it. Why are 
we spending millions on a 
single event? Why don’t 
we direct that money to 
formulate one message to 
counteract the right? 
They’ve found theirs, a re- 
hash of old rabble-rousing 
successes: they’ve substi- 
tuted the word homosexu- 
als for Communists and 
the phrase special rights 
for civil rights. And their 
message is swaying the 
voting public while we try 
out a new slogan with 
each referendum challenge 
and hope for the best. 

No doubt there are sig- 
nificant trade-offs. These 
national love-ins vividly 
express Our community in 
all its diversity. They of- 
fer an opportunity to cel- 
ebrate our victories and 
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recharge our batteries. And for those new- 
ly out of the closet, Stonewall 25 will be a 
massive reaffirmation of who we are. But 
it also graphically symbolizes our inability 
to organize en masse for anything but a 
party. And the activism that surges 
through a crowd over the weekend dis- 
solves too quickly by Monday morning. At 
the close of the Washington march, Ralph 
Reed Jr., executive director of the Chris- 
tian Coalition, said, “Ultimately, they got 
to have their party for a day — not recog- 
nizing that a legislative battle is a 
marathon, not a sprint.” Reed said he was 
delighted the “homosexual movement” 
spent $60 million to $100 million for four 
days in Washington and not on TV ads, 
grassroots lobbying, and education. 

Here’s my proposal: take the money or 
the time that you’re planning to drop on 
Stonewall 25 and give it to the organiza- 
tion or cause of your choice. And I chal- 
lenge the leaders of Stonewall 25 to re- 
think its mission. What good does a UN 
resolution do when the Christian right is 
placing candidates in elections from school 
boards to the US Senate, and is overturing 
even our small civil-rights advances? 

There are only about 100,000 members 
in our two largest national political orga- 


hematin’ 


nizations. The number doesn’t quite stack 
up against the National Rifle Association 
or the American Association of Retired 
Persons. Our latest entry, a group called 
Gay and Lesbian Americans (GLA), is 
now aiming to build a grassroots advoca- 
cy network. Maybe we do need another 
national organization, but what struck me 
is that as the GLA was born, so was Na- 
tional Empowerment Television (NET), a 
24-hour conservative cable station. NET 
will join the ranks of Pat Robertson’s me- | 
dia empire while we debate what is or is 
not a positive gay and lesbian image in a 
90-second national-television story. 

What does all this have to do with 
Stonewall 25? Plenty. Let’s take that $5 
million special-events price tag and give 
$200,000 to each state facing anti-gay ref- 
erenda in 1994. Or form our own legal 
SWAT team. Or build our own cable net- 
work. Or define our own message so that 
we are setting the agenda, not defending 
it. If we’re to be faithful to the legacy of 
Stonewall, let’s launch an all-out civil- 
rights crusade, not hold a Rose Bowl-like 
parade and call it politics. The day we se- 
cure our civil rights and expose the Chris- 
tian right for what it is, I'll be happy to 
ride in a float. But not now. QO

No compromise 


We’ve been far too tolerant 
of the heterosexual agenda 


erhaps you’ve not been 

following as closely as I 

have the case of Jane 

Brown, a London prima- 

ry-school headmistress 
who turned down some cut-rate tickets 
her school had been offered to Romeo and 
Juliet — at Covent Garden, no less! — be- 
cause the ballet “was entirely about het- 
erosexual love.” (Clearly, the proto-homo- 
sexual experience her students would have 
acquired whilst eyeing a bunch of lean- 
muscled, tights-clad dancers traipse about 
the stage somehow eluded the otherwise 
clear-thinking Ms. Brown. Tsk, tsk, head- 
mistress.) 

The North London lesbian, who’s re- 
ceived kudos for heroically leading the 
Kingsmead School in Hackney off the rolls 
of at-risk, inner-city educational institu- 
tions, was subsequently pilloried in the 
British press. (The story was picked up by 
the major wire services as well, and carried 
internationally in many a prom- 
inent daily.) Members of the 
ruling Conservative Party de- 
nounced Brown and cited her 
actions as proof of the creeping 
dangers of political correctness. 

Her remarks, recanted a day 
later after the front-page hue 
and cry, couldn’t have been 
better timed for the Tories, 
who’ve been able to position 
themselves as defenders of 
great art, the traditions of 
British Civilization, and dead 
white men everywhere. Good 
thing, too, as Tories had be- 
come the laughingstock of the 
UK when their own “family val- 
ues” campaign backfired in the 
face of public admissions of ex- 
tra-marital you-know-whats on

about the evils heterosexuality has 
wrought. The thoughtless begetting of 
children (to steal a phrase from my 
beloved Grace Paley) being the first 
among them. The public-health costs of 
that phenomenon alone are incalculable. 
Then there’s the nuclear family, that pri- 
mordial ooze from which has crawled ev- 
ery dysfunction known to humanity. 
Clearly, the nuclear family was not a ho- 
mosexual invention — we’re much too 
creative for that. 

And then there’s the question of their 
sex practices. Too disgusting to even think 
about, but let’s dwell on them for a mo- 
ment. The missionary position. The pearl 
necklace. Blecch! Did you know that some 
heterosexuals have only one sexual partner 
in their entire lifetimes? No wonder 
they’re prone to all manner of diseases.

for a complete ban on hetero- 

sexuality instead. In the arts, in the bed- 
room, and in the classroom. (Let’s get to 
the heart of the matter here — God knows 
children just slurp up everything that’s put 
before them in school.) 

As far as I’m concerned, we've been far 
too reasonable with our heterosexual citi- 
zens. Forget all this talk of diverse human 
sexuality, the Kinsey scale, and the wide 
variety of family composition — it only 
encourages heterosexuals to view their de- 
pravity as normal. 

You think I’m kidding here, but I’m se- 
rious. The way we’ve been confronting the 
religious right and all these other yahoos 
has been way too namby-pamby. Let’s 
fight fire with fire. For every biblical con- 
demnation of homosexuality — there are 
only six, if you accept the interpretations 
of ancient Greek offered in King James — 
there are at least three against greed. All of 
a sudden, multi-millionaire broadcasting 
mogul Pat Robertson might find he’s not a 
biblical literalist after all.

To tall the truth 


Its alarmingly easy to hide 
AIDS from medical students

ast Tuesday at 8 a.m., I got AIDS. I 
had a severe cough, a nagging fever, 
and crippling fatigue. I had lost 
five pounds. 

By 9:15 I was fine again. 
I was a “standardized patient” 
in a special program at the Dart- 
mouth Medical School. I was an 
actor, pretending to be sick to help 
first-year doctors-in-training develop di- 


| agnostic skills, bedside manner, and non-judgmental atti- 


| tudes about disease. 


When a friend had asked me a few weeks earlier to be 


| part of the patient-simulation program, I agreed immedi- 


| ately. As a gay man living in rural New Hampshire, where 
| the incidence of AIDS is very low, I have often felt isolat- 


ed from the epidemic and guilty for not doing my part to 
help. This would be a concrete, productive action, as well 


| as a fascinating chance to sneak a glimpse of the future of 


AIDS care. I’ve heard the horror stories about the medi- 
cal establishment’s response to AIDS. Would these medi- 
cal students, being of a new generation, make a new kind 
of doctor? 
Plus, it was an easy way to pocket some extra cash; the 
med school was going to pay me $15 an hour to pretend. 
* 


A few days before the “performance” I received the case 
history of my character. His name was Theodore LaCroix. 
He had grown up in nearby Cornish, New Hampshire 
(population 1700), in a “French-Canadian, Catholic fami- 
ly. Was an altar boy . . . played football in high school, 
very good student.” 

He had been married for four years, with two young 
children, but had had a few unprotected sexual encounters 
with men on the side. Now he was convinced that he had 
AIDS and that he’d infected his wife and kids. 

When I read the patient profile 1 began to panic. I’ve 


had no acting training, and Theodore LaCroix’s experi- 
ence was so vastly different from my own. I was raised 
Jewish, in the suburbs of Washington, DC; | attended 
football games only when the school’s marching band, of 
which I was a part, was needed on the field. I am openly 
gay. I am HIV-negative. How could I ever portray 
Theodore convincingly? 

But on Tuesday morning, as I walked into the Depart- 
ment of Community and Family Medicine, I thought 
about my friend John. John has been diagnosed HIV- 
positive since 1987. With the exception of a severe bout 
of pneumonia two years ago, he has been holding up 
pretty well. But in recent weeks he had been feeling fa- 
tigued, he’d been running fevers, his cough had wors- 
ened — the same symptoms as the fictional patient I was 
portraying. 

A few days before the simulation, John had undergone a 
battery of unpleasant and frightening tests. His doctors 
made him sit alone in a chamber for half an hour while 
they bombarded him with a mist that made him cough until 
he thought his lungs would break apart. They injected him 
with radiation. 

While I sat in a classroom facing six medical students 
and their tutor for an hour of simulated sickness, John 
waited alone in his apartment for the test results. Imagin- 
ing his dread, the desire to know what might be wrong 
and the simultaneous terror of knowing, I became 
Theodore LaCroix. 

. 

The briefing materials I’d received indicated that 
Theodore should be extremely reluctant to answer ques- 
tions about his sexuality or his fears of HIV, even under 
direct questioning. He was concerned about confidentiali- 
ty in a small New England town, and understandably terri- 
fied about his and his family’s future. He had decided to 
see a doctor only after weeks of internal debate, and he 
wasn’t going to be very forthcoming. 
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So when the first student asked me why I had come 
into the clinic, | described my symptoms but gave no 
hint of what I feared I might have. In New England, es- 
pecially as the weather gets colder, fatigue, fever, and a | 
cough usually means the flu. The student got stuck on 
that simple diagnosis and couldn’t think of any further 
questions. He turned over the interview to the next per- | 
son at the table. 

The second student pursued my health history in | 
search of clues to the present illness a smart enough | 
strategy in theory. But when she learned of my smoking | 
(the instructions mentioned Theodore’s pack-a-day | 
habit), she decided that this was the culprit. I got an ear- 
ful about options for quitting, but not much closer to an 
accurate diagnosis. 

And on it went. | 

After 40 minutes of continuous questioning by the stu- | 
dents, they weren’t even close. And this despite the fact | 
that after a while I had started handing them clues on a 
silver platter. I said things like, “I just get so worried | 
about worst-case scenarios, all those fatal diseases you 
hear about on TV.” I mentioned some recent “tensions” 
with my wife. Even with these hints, none of the students 
ventured anywhere near the realm of my sexual history. 

At this point, the tutor broke in and suggested that she | 
interview me for a while. Unlike the students, she knew | 
the “answer” to the case, so she would be able to ask me | 
all the right questions. 

The tutor soon got me to admit, through pointed ques- | 
tioning, that | was very concerned about HIV-disease. 
Then she asked me why I felt I might be at risk. “Have 
you ever used intravenous drugs?” she asked. No. “Have | 
you ever had a blood transfusion?” No. “Have you been | 
pricked by a needle or touched an open wound of some- | 
body you believe to be HIV positive?” No. 

Finally, she asked, “Have you ever had sexual contact | 
with somebody of the same sex?” 

I bristled at the sterile, generic phrasing: “somebody of | 
the same sex.” As if she couldn’t draw the conclusion that | 
somebody of my “same sex” would be another man. 

Once the diagnosis was made, my job as a “standardized | 
patient” was over and I was free to go. But the tutor asked | 
me to stay for the discussion. Now I was no longer | 
Theodore. I told the students my real name and came out | 
to them as gay. As soon as I did that, the students directed | 
all of their questions — about confidential testing proce- | 
dures, about disclosure of sexual partners, about universal | 
precautions — to me. | 

I have no formal training in AIDS education. I have not | 
volunteered for an AIDS-service organization. The only | 
knowledge I have of the disease comes from the books | 
and medical-advice columns I’ve read, my daily conversa- 
tions with John and discussions with other friends, and 
what I’ve picked up as a politically active gay man in the | 
last few years. 

lam angry that I have to know the medical details that I | 
do know, when I have never had the slightest interest in | 
medicine. And I am terrified that in a roomful of medical | 
students, J was the expert on AIDS. 

Granted, these were inexperienced students, in their 
first semester of medical school. They were nervous about 
performing in front of their peers and perhaps uncomfort- | 
able about the simulation format. 

But is that enough to explain why, to a one, they com- 
pletely missed the diagnosis? These were six students at 
one of the most prestigious schools in the country. These 
were the best and brightest of the twentysomethings, peo- 
ple who have lived in the midst of the AIDS epidemic 
since their early teens. And these were individuals who | 
have chosen a career in medicine, who presumably should | 
have some interest in and knowledge about disease. 

Yet AIDS and HIV were simply not on these students’ 
minds. Certainly they all knew about the disease, but it 
was not on their front burners, not in their everyday con- 
sciousness. 

Perhaps even more disturbing was their reluctance to 
ask anything at all about sexual history, or really anything 
more personal than smoking habits. Given this squeamish- 
ness, what other conditions would they fail to diagnose? 

Even the more experienced tutor had a misguided ap- 
proach. I think her long list of questions was meant to 
show that AIDS is not a gay disease, and that one 
shouldn’t jump to conclusions when dealing with any pa- 
tient. That’s accurate and admirable. But the fact of the 
matter is that most people, especially in rural areas, do 
think of AIDS as a gay disease. To postpone the question 
about same-sex contact until last, as if she could hardly 
bear to say the words out loud, could compound the pa- 
tient’s sense of shame. 

a 

It is an important step forward that the medical school 
now has a patient-simulation program, and that the pro- 
gram includes a realistic case scenario about AIDS. I am 
glad that at Dartmouth and many other medical schools, 
students are now being trained in compassionate bedside 
manner, instead of just memorizing Latin names and 
body parts. 

The students who interviewed me were friendly and sin- 
cere. They cared about “Theodore” and about making him 
feel comfortable. And when the subject was finally broached, 
they demonstrated liberal views on homosexuality. 

But friendliness and sincerity won’t be enough to care 
for the hundreds of thousands of people who will develop 
AIDS in the next few years. We need doctors who will treat 
sexual activity as a crucial medical concern, not a dirty se- 
cret to be talked around. We need doctors who think about 
HIV-disease every day, with every patient they see.

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Gays and lesbians turn to some 
creative parenting methods

nly love makes a family — that is, if 
you already have the egg and the 
sperm. And for many gays and les- 
bians considering parenthood, 
those raw ingredients aren’t that 
easy to come by. Just how do you 
find Mr. or Ms. Right when the 
objective is procreation and a pos- 
sible lifelong commitment to raising 

a child? It ain’t easy. 

Shawn, a computer engineer, has always wanted to 
raise a child. At 40+, his biological clock was ticking fairly 
loudly, and he started to run personals in local Boston pa- 
pers looking for lesbians or straight women with whom to 
co-parent. So far, he has received seven responses to his 
ad and has already met with two lesbian couples. 

Shawn likens the process of getting to know a potential 
co-parent to dating. “You have to get to know each other 
over time, and in a variety of situations. There are poten- 
tially hundreds of problems, and there has to be an abso- 
lute trust. To have a child with someone means you are 
| connected for life. It’s a long, difficult, and scary commit- 
| ment. Straight people often start a family accidentally in 
| the back seat of a car, but kids of lesbians and gays are 
| probably the most wanted kids on the planet.” 

Problems that arise in these kinds of alternative families 
| are the same as those faced by any family — limited time, 
little money, scarce resources, stress, disagreements over 
| parenting styles — but there are other problems as well. A 
gay man who parents with a lesbian couple can run the 
risk of feeling like a third wheel. Conversely, a lesbian par- 
enting with gay men may feel the brunt of the commit- 
| ment, especially during the first years. 

* 


Jenifer Firestone is the co-director of gay and lesbian 
| parenting services at Boston’s Fenway Community Health 
| Center. The Fenway provides an extensive range of pro- 
| grams for parents and prospective parents, including sup- 
| port groups for new parents, lesbians who are inseminat- 
| ing, people considering adoption, and kids of lesbians and 
| gays. The Fenway also operates a sperm bank, providing 
the means for artificial insemination to women who want 
| a lesbian-positive environment. 

In addition to keeping a busy schedule at the Fenway, 
Firestone is also a mother of Hannah, a three-and-half- 


month-old daughter she is parenting with two gay men. 
She advocates creative arrangements in parenting, but cau- 
tions that some personality types fare better than others. 

“Some people like to make decisions on their own and 
find it difficult to compromise or process. I would urge 
these people to think about whether parenting in tandem 
is very realistic. Others — like myself — prefer making 
decisions with others, and bouncing things off someone 
else. For me, our arrangement, though complicated and at 
times difficult, is one based on love and trust and it works 
for all of us. I wanted to parent with people whose primary 
relationship is with the baby, not a lover who might leave 
after three years or if the sex got bad.” 

But parenting with men has its own set of issues. “As a 
lesbian, I find it is often difficult to work closely with men. 
Sometimes it feels like they are a different species. A femi- 
nist approach to things is second nature to me, but is 
sometimes very foreign to the guys. People can’t believe 
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Health care comes out - for the next generation 


nfortunately, a lot of lesbian and gay parents are in the closet when it comes to medical care for their 
children,” says Dr. Tamar Gershon, pediatrician and co-founder of the University of California at San 
Francisco’s Rainbow Clinic, the first pediatric clinic in the United States geared specifically for the chil- 
dren of gay and lesbian parents. To provide health care in an environment in which lesbians and gay fam- 
ilies will experience acceptance, encouragement, and support for their lifestyle is the primary goal of the clinic. 
The Rainbow Clinic is now approaching its first anniversary. Brainchild of Gershon’s colleague, Dr. Larry Petko, 
who died of AIDS before the project got on its feet, the clinic operates two evenings a month. It offers services as 
varied as support groups for teen-agers to traditional primary health care for kids of all ages. Informal education and 
counseling are important parts of the Rainbow Clinic's program. Accepting most major insurances, the clinic, staffed 
by three doctors and a nurse practitioner, aims to serve as many children of lesbian and gay parents as possible. 
Gershon is also researching the psychological effects of having lesbian and gay parents. She has developed a re- 
search project designed to measure the self-esteem of children raised in non-traditional families. Her study in- 
cludes looking at what kinds of coping mechanisms kids develop to fight society’s homophobia. She says that kids 
come up with some clever means to screen friends and acquaintances. (One boy said that if he found out that a 
friend’s parents voted for Bush, he would never tell them about his lesbian mother.) 
“Peer pressure and societal homophobia is the worst thing these kids face. The problem with most lesbian and 
gay families is not internal,” she says, “but lies externally in society's prejudice and bigotry.” 
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how much time I spend processing and working things 
out with them — and then there is all the time I am away 
from my daughter,” she says. “But I absolutely need them 
to be able to have and raise a child. The three of us have 
chosen each other to make this family.” 

* 

If three’s company, four can sometimes be a crowd. 
Adria and Barry live in the San Francisco area and are the 
co-parents of son Ari, now five. Ari splits his week be- 
tween houses, living half the time with Barry and his part- 
ner, Michael, and the other half with Adria and her part- 
ner, Marilyn. For a while, Ari thought all children had four 
parents, and he was extremely upset when he learned that 
other children did not have a “Michael” or a “Marilyn.” 

Adria and Michael met through a friend; both had been 
trying for some time to find someone with whom to par- 
ent. Midway through their first dinner together, Adria 
knew she wanted to make a baby with Barry. “I felt like I 
could build trust and a life with this man,” she says. “I 
needed to do this with someone who had the same strong 
feelings about family as I do. We are both Jewish, and that 
is important to us.” 

Ari would like all his parents to live together, but aside 
from that he is like any other five-year-old. “It’s not an 
easy arrangement,” Barry says. “We all miss him a lot of 
the time. But perhaps if he were with us all the time we’d 
want to get rid of him! There’s no such thing as a part-time 
parent, however. I am either with Ari or getting things 
done so I can spend time with him when it’s my turn.” 

Adria is quick to discourage comparisons between Ari 
and children of divorce. “We are getting closer as a family 
and our relationships are growing as we go on,” she says. 
“It is not like we are just putting up with each other or 
patching things up after a bad marriage.”

Cynthia Chan is coordinator of the Family and Parent- 
ing Project of San Francisco’s Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Clinic. “The more-creative family arrangements 
make us look beyond what we define as family. But the re- 
ality of today’s family is that it’s not comprised of two par- 
ents, two kids, and a dog.” Chan advocates legal planning 
for all parents, and suggests that prospective parenting 
partners try to get to know each other very well, and not 
just in positive situations. 

“How you respond to disagreement is crucial,” she says. 
“People can get very possessive and power-crazed when it 
comes to raising kids.” 

As evidence, Chan notes the bevy of legal cases regard- 
ing lesbian and gay parenting arrangements. The courts 
are being asked to decide the status of non-biological 
partners, sperm donors, and co-parents. Decisions have 
varied widely. Parental rights have been granted to men 
who initially never even wanted visitation rights, and non- 
biological parents have been short-shrifted in many cases. 
“The laws have not been written for gays and lesbians,” 
Chan says. “It’s important to get everything in writing.” 

Frank Monda facilitates “considering parenthood” 
groups for gay men and lesbians at Lyon-Martin. He, too, 
advocates thorough planning for anyone preparing to trav- 
el the rocky road of co-parenting. However, his agreement 
with the heterosexual mother of his two-year-old son is 
strictly verbal. “Karen and I have trust in each other. We 
have joint custody of Alexander. And if we went to court 
over anything, our case would be considered like that of 
any married couple.” 

Frank and Karen met through the classifieds. Karen was 
looking for a gay man because she thought a straight male 
co-parent might decide later to marry, and she didn’t want | 
to compete with another “mother.” She also found that | 
most straight men considering co-parenting wanted some 
sort of sexual involvement. Parenting with a gay man 
seemed the best option. Although she and Frank are the 
primary parents, Carlos, Frank’s ex-lover, is also involved 
in caring for Alexander. At present, he is undertaking pro- 
ceedings to secure a “third-parent adoption,” a legal right 
recently approved in California. “In the awful event that 
something happens to Karen and me,” Frank says, “Car- 
los will have a legal leg to stand on.” 

Frank has also acted as a known sperm donor and has 
much to say about clarifying the role of everyone involved 
in baby-making. He has seen many arrangements deterio- 
rate after the birth of a child. “Lesbians and gay men mak- 
ing babies together has opened a big can of worms,” he 
says. “The potential for conflict is huge. Make sure you 
have talked about absolutely everything — from what the 
child will call you to what kind of visitation each parent 
wants. Then, be prepared to be flexible.” Q

Holistic therapists can help 
stressed-out patients unwind

ith the debate on health care dominat- 
ing national headlines, Americans 
are increasingly wondering what 
good health coverage should in- 
clude. It is a discussion that has 
been going on in the gay commu- 

nity for a long time. 
Haunted by the ravaging ef- 
fects of AIDS and often uncomfort- 
able with perceived homophobia in the 
| medical professions, many gay men and lesbians have 
been in the forefront of the holistic-health, or alternative- 
health, movement. Many alternative therapies examine the 
relationship between the mind and the body in different, 

| often non-Western ways. 

Massage, acupuncture, reflexology (an ancient Chinese 
foot massage), and herbology are among the alternative 
| techniques used to promote healing. Holistic treatments 
| seek to reduce stress, which is known to impair the im- 
| mune system. In an effort to promote emotional and spiri- 
| tual health, such non-Western practices emphasize the 
| role of the mind in addition to treating purely physical 
| symptoms. Advocates say that a feeling of peace and well- 
| being can help the body fight disease, whereas negative or 
stressful thoughts can increase the chances of illness. 
| “We treat the person as a whole,” says acupuncturist 

Steve DeGurski. “The mind and body are not separated in 
Chinese medicine.” 

According to alternative therapist Martin Anderson, we 
| get sick when we ignore signals from our body. “There’s 
the body,” he says, “trying to talk to the mind.” 

Advocates of holistic therapies point out that they 
do not seek to replace visits to the family doctor 
or traditional medication. On the contrary, they 
feel the two types of therapy can work well 
together. 

“Do not drop your Western doctor,” says 
DeGurski, who works at the AIDS Care 
Project Acupuncture Clinic on Clarendon 
Street and maintains a private practice in 
Copley Square. 

Christine Grimes, program coordinator 
of the Boston Living Center, down the hall 
from the acupuncture clinic, agrees. “A lot 
of people use [holistic therapies] to treat 
the side effects of their Western tech- 
niques.” 

The powerful anti-AIDS drug AZT, for 
instance, often causes neuropathy, the loss 
of feeling in the extremities, as well as con- 
| tinuous exhaustion. Acupuncture, massage, 
and other holistic remedies can be used to 
relax the body and alleviate the symptoms 
caused by such medications. 


tional material on a variety of holistic therapies. “This 
[holistic approach] is not often presented by family physi- 
cians.” says Jennifer Matias, coordinator of wellness pro- 
grams for the committee. “Western medicine views this 
with skepticism.” 

e 

There are several people in the waiting room of the 
AIDS Care Project Acupuncture Clinic when I arrive. A 
serious-looking woman coughs, and several strikingly 
handsome men come and go. It is sobering to realize that 
although I am well under 40, I am still the oldest person in 
the room. All clients are HIV-positive. 

An ancient Chinese skill, acupuncture involves sticking 
tiny, sterile, disposable needles into the skin. The Chinese 
believe that illness occurs when body forces, call gi (pro- 
nounced “chi”) are out of balance. 

“We attempt to bring that back into balance,” explains 
DeGurski. Headaches, PMS, heel spurs, drug or alcohol 
poisoning, tightness of breath, aches and pains, and sleep 
disturbances can be corrected through acupuncture. Cur- 
ing a severe migraine can require up to five needles placed 
around the head. 
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Often moxa, a Chinese herb, is burned on the surface 
of the needle, which then passes the beneficial heat into 
the body. 

Pat Danaher, a part-time receptionist at the clinic and a 
patient since August, says, “Acupuncture takes care of the 
annoyances that my doctor — I won’t say he said to live 
with them, but he wrote them off as things that come with 
the virus.” Danaher says he was skeptical before beginning 
the treatments. “I would have said it was mumbo jumbo.” 

* 

I walk into Martin Anderson’s treatment room with a 
degree of skepticism about alternative medicine. 

Anderson offers Trager body work in one room of his 
Brookline apartment. Indonesian masks and Japanese fig- 
urines dominate the decor. Anderson explains that Trager 
is a cross between traditional massage, which usually in- 
volves using oil to rub the muscles of an undressed pa- 
tient, and more-physical chiropractic treatment, which in- 
volves working on the bones. 

Named after its inventor, California physician Milton 
Trager, the technique includes performing gentle rubbing, 
pulling, and: lifting movements on various parts of the 
body. Trager does not require oil, and patients may keep 
their clothes on. 

There are three stages to a typical session: walking and 
talking; work in a chair; and work on a table. The process 
usually requires three to five sessions, with the initial visit 
lasting two hours. 

I receive a sped-up version of the typical Trager session. 

Once I remove my shoes, Anderson observes me walk- 
ing back and forth — and then asks me how my feet re- 
spond to the weight of my body and how my shoulders, 
back, and neck feel. 

Because Anderson is a former actor and now a theater 
director, I can imagine that he would be comfortable pac- 
ing before others. I, on the other hand, feel somewhat sil- 
ly. I confess, however, that my right shoulder seems to 
have an ache in it. (This I attribute to reading in bed.) 

I pace for several minutes while Anderson asks me 
questions such as these: “What could be softer? What 
could be easier? What could be less effortful?” The an- 
swers guide individualized therapies. The rules of therapy, 
he says, “are not written in stone, they’re written on a 
cloud somewhere.” (For example, one of Anderson’s 
clients is a pianist; he sits at a piano while Anderson cri- 
tiques his movements.) 

After walking, the next step is to sit in an odd-looking 
object called a balans chair. It has a padded seat and 
padded knee-rests, and the legs are curved, so you can 
lean forward without tipping over. 

Anderson gently presses my right shoulder with his 
warm, energetic hands. He does this several times, rub- 
bing and pulling on my shoulder, which begins to feel hot; 
my muscles are somehow drained of tension. 

He pulls on my right arm, lets it dangle and then drops 
it to my side. I feel the sore muscle as he pulls my arm 
across my chest to the other side. My right arm is con- 
siderably longer and looser than my left when we are fin- 
ished. 

Next, I lay on the padded table, and Anderson covers 
me with a flannel sheet. Even dressed, a patient can get 
chilled. He says it is important to keep warm because we 
tend to hunch over when we get cold. 

He lifts the sheet to work on each area in turn: shoul- 
ders, arm, chest, stomach, feet, and neck. With a series of 
rolling, pushing, fluffing motions, Anderson pressures my | 
muscles, encouraging them to become lighter, less con- | 
stricted, at ease. 

“We never force anything,” he explains, adding that if a | 
patient ever feels uncomfortable with anything, that mo- | 
tion is dropped and they move onto another area. 

The goal is to relax the mind through relaxing the body. 
“There are no tight muscles, only a tight mind,” he says. 

After the table, I pace again. 

My walk looks different, Anderson suggests. It is. I feel | 
different. My body is lighter, more controlled, more uni- | 
fied. 

He reminds me that I should not look down so much 
when I walk. The 15 pounds of weight in the head puts 
added wear and tear on the neck and spine.. Rather, the | 
head should bob, lightly and loosely, as if the neck were a | 
spring, rather like those doggies on car dashboards, whose | 
heads jiggle with every bump. 

I bounce down the stairs, feeling light and fresh. Is it all | 
in my mind or have I just become another Trager success? |

t’s Black History Month 1994, and 
the surgeon general of the United 
States, Dr. Joycelyn Elders, is a 
black woman; the first black per- 
son, period, to head the Public 
Health Service. We’ve come a long way. 

It’s Black History Month 1994, and 
HIV-prevention education is failing. After 
15 years, hundreds of thousands of 
deaths, and a governmental response that 
is at best reactive and at worst deliberately 
murderous, gay and bisexual men (includ- 
ing more and more men of color) don’t 
seem to be getting the safer-sex message. 

What’s wrong with this picture? Most 
people have at least heard about how to 
prevent HIV and live a long, healthy life: 
don’t have sex (how scary!), but if you do, 
always use latex condoms when fucking 
(how charming, how erotic!). But it took 
Dr. Elders to point the light toward where 
we need to go. 

“Health care systems in 
this country don’t fund 
prevention,” she says, 
“and this reflects our in- 
ability to get the message 
where it needs to be. We 
have to stop isolating ev- 
ery problem. You can’t 
educate people who are 
hungry, or people who 
have no place to live. Until 
we take care of people’s 
basic needs, starting at 
birth, our messages can’t 
be heard.” 

Elders recently deliv- 
ered these words in At- 
lanta at a conference of 
organizations funded by 
the Centers for Disease 
Control to initiate HIV-

Safer-sex educational efforts 
ignore some basic issues 


our obsession with individualism, we can 
sometimes forget that we do have respon- 
sibilities to one another. 

This fact is certainly lost on sensation- 
alist radio talk-show host Howie Carr. Af- 
ter discovering a memo regarding a per- 
formance I did for a holiday party held by 
the state Department of Public Health, he 
said it was scandalous that taxpayers’ dol- 
lars might actually be used for safer-sex 
education. When he interviewed me on 
his radio show, his primary concerns were 
finding out how much I was paid and 
maintaining that men shouldn’t have sex 
in public places. He didn’t seem to care 
that someone was providing people with 
the tools to protect themselves from a 
deadly virus. Finally, he got flustered be- 
cause I refused to report my salary over 
the air and exclaimed, “What a bitch you 
are!” (I did find it intriguing that a 
straight man would call me a bitch over 
the air.) 

Carr is always looking for a scandal to 

survive. But his feelings 
MARK MORELL! are not unusual. Many in 
our society suffer from a 
poor body image, with lit- 
tle capacity to deal with 
sexual fantasies and with- 
out clarity to determine 
when sex is nurturing or 
damaging. We have, there- 
fore, become either ob- 
sessed with sex or sexually 
repressed, with a lot of 
people at either end of the 
spectrum and only a few 
in the shades of gray. It is 
in this context that we try 
to provide safer-sex edu- 
cation. It’s a wonder we’ve 
made any progress at all. 

Pyschobabble aside, 
when all is said and done, 
people are just looking for 
good sex. Most sexually

AIDS educators like my- 

self were excited that such a prominent 
public figure would say these things on the 
record. 

Though Elders is breaking important 
new ground, her comments reveal the su- 
perficiality of a lot of safer-sex education 
efforts to date. People may have food on 
the table and a roof over their heads, but 
their souls may be starving, and they may 
have no place to call home. We have to 
take care of our basic needs — which in- 
clude a compassionate community. 

HIV-negative discussion groups have 
taken root in many communities because 
people are finally ready to confront the dif- 
ficulty of maintaining low-risk behavior. 
The last thing a person struggling with re- 
lapse into unsafe activity needs is the voice 
of God-in-human-form wielding judg- 
ment. Many people with no place to dis- 
cuss their concerns in safety choose to 
keep risky activity a secret. And if, as the 
saying goes, one is as sick as one’s secrets, 
the soul-sickness created by the shame 
and guilt of such secrets can feed on itself 
and create conditions ripe for another re- 
lapse. 

Many people are unwilling or unable to 
choose safer sex, regardless of their 
knowledge about how to protect them- 
selves. Working in public-sex areas as La- 
texia the Condom Fairy, I encountered 
many men who not only needed to be told 
“you would want to use this condom,” but 
even appreciated the fact that someone 
was looking out for their best interests. In

cation — that is, it never 
went beyond boring anatomical pictures of 
male and female genitalia and how the lit- 
tle ones are made. There was no education 
about good orgasms (it still baffles me that 
many women and men wouldn’t know one 
if it splashed them in the face), or how 
fantasy and erotica are as essential for 
good sex as milk is for hot chocolate. 

Now we’re faced with the challenge of 
presenting safer-sex education. It’s a tall 
order to get people feeling good about 
sex in the first place. And safer sex can 
be perceived as throwing off that fragile 
balance. 

These issues cannot be buried under the 
mask of — dare I say — “safe-sexual cor- 
rectness.” Ordering (or scaring) people 
into abstinence or condom use is not go- 
ing to assuage the feelings of those unable 
or unwilling to practice safer sex. 

Many gay men still believe that, simply 
because they are gay and having sex, they 
will eventually contract HIV. They never 
discuss their behaviors as high- or low- 
risk. To them, having sex with men is the 
issue. As vehemently as some gay men try 
to deny it, our kind of sex can be so laden 
with shame and guilt that to be gay and 
sexually active is still considered by many 
to be a death sentence. 

As Elders says, “It’s time for the preach- 
ers to get out of the pulpit and stop 
preaching to the choir, but to get into the 
community, integrate our programs, and 
get the job done.” 

It’s time for safer-sex educators to tailor 
our messages to those hardest to teach 
and to create safe spaces for people to dis- 
cuss their issues openly. For those of us 
who feel empowered enough to choose 
safer sex consistently, great. But to reach 
those who need compassion, not threats or 
judgments, we certainly have our work cut 
out for us. Q

I drove to 
the nearest bar, ordered a beer, bought a 
pack of cigarettes, and settled in for the 
rest of the night. In one fell swoop I had | 
trashed “quit smoking,” “drink less,” and 
“work out more.” “Find a lover” and “be | 
nicer to people” was all that I had left. 

I’ve been thinking about finding a new 
partner for quite some time now. I think 
I’m ready. It’s been more than two years 
since my ex-lover Thom moved out, and 
I’ve just about replaced enough of my |
